Aral) Oil 
Cut

BEIRUT, Lebanon (API 
Cuts in Arab oil production 
have reached more than four 
million ban-els a day. or some 
20 per cent of total Aral) pro¬ 
duction, the authoritative 
Middle East Economic Survey 
said Saturday. 

The survey said the es¬ 
timated 20 per cent cut had 
already created a 12-per-cent 
reduction in the total volume 
of oil moving in world trade. 

The report strongly indicat¬ 
ed that cuts agreed to Oct. 17 
in support of the Arab war ef¬ 
fort would have a serious im¬ 
pact in Europe and the United 
States within a few weeks. 

Oil sources said cuts so far 
were just a start. Arabs have 
pledged to drop production 5 
per cent more each month 
until Israel withdraws from 
Arab lands. 


At the United Nations, the 
Security Council approved a 
proposal for a UN ceasefire 
force of 7,000 men for six 
months at a cost of 5.30 mil¬ 
lion. The approval came after 
vanguard units of UN peace¬ 
keepers began to arrive at the 
city of Sue/, near where the 
Egyptian 3rd Army is report¬ 
ed i>enned up without water in 
the sweltering Sinai Peninsu¬ 
la. 

There were indications from 
U.S. and Israeli spokesman 
that efforts would be made to 
get non-military supplies to 
the estimated 20,000 Egyptian 
soldiers. 

Cairo's official Middle East 
news agency said the pro¬ 
posed meeting of Egyptian 
and Israeli military repre¬ 
sentatives would take plane 
Saturday night "somewhere 
nl »ng the front” under the 
United Nations flag. 

The Tel Aviv and Washing¬ 
ton announcements did not in¬ 
dicate where or when the 
meeting would be held, and 
by early this morning Middle 
East time there was still no 
word from Cairo that the 
meeting had taken place. 

The announcements were 
accompanied by other devel¬ 
opments that apf»eared to 
ease the crisis 22 days after 
the fourth Arab-Lsraeli war 
exploded along the Sue/ Canal 
and in the Golan Heights. 

A Tel Aviv military spoke- 
man, Col. Nahman Kami, re¬ 
ported calm on both the 
Syrian and Egyptian fronts.

Quebec Votes Monday 


MONTREAL (CP) — Any 
Quebec voters awaiting a last- 
minute development before 
deciding how to vote in Mon¬ 
day’s provincial general elec¬ 
tion had little new to work 
with Saturday. 

The four party leaders re¬ 
duced the pace of their activi¬ 
ties as the generally quiet 
campaign moved toward a

close five weeks after the 
election was called by Liberal 
Premier Robert Bourassa. 

Bourassa and Yvon Dupuis, 
Parti Creditiste leader, were 
the only other party leader to 


campaign actively in the day¬ 
light hours Saturday. 

The only major issue in the 
campaign has been the debate 
over Quebec independence, 
main plank in the Parti Que- 
becois platform and target of 
regular attacks by Bourassa 
and other Liberal candidates. 

Rene Levesque, PQ leader, 
Softened the image of separa¬ 


tism during the campaign by 
emphasizing the economic as¬ 
sociation his party envisages 
with the rest of Canada after 
pulling Quebec out of Confed¬ 
eration. 

However, the Liberals, the 
Creditistes and the Union Na- 
tionale, the latter led by Ga-

No Water for Trapped Egyptians 


No Moses To Strike the Rock 


Death on the Dunes: An Army Withers 


By HUGH A. MULLIGAN 

SINAI DESERT (AP) — 
Trapped in that inferno of 
blazing sun and blowing sand 
east of Suez, the Egyptian 3rd 
Army needs desperately the 
water that flows through a 
pipeline now in Israeli hands. 

Even without a shot being 
fired, it would be difficult to 
imagine a more hostile envi¬ 
ronment for a cut-off army. 

By day, temperatures rise 
to 120 degrees and the heat 
can actually be seen, more 


visible than a mirage, shim¬ 
mering in waves off the roll¬ 
ing dunes and yellow rock 
outcroppings. Flies swarm 
over the wounded and cover 
the dead like a black blanket. 
Buzzards cirlce ominously in 
the cloudless sky or sit in a 
silent row on the ridge line of 
the w’adis, the rocky beds of 
rivers that went dry millions 
of years ago. 

Now that Isareali planes 
and artillery have blasted 
away the bridges so brilliant- 1 
ly laid across the Suez Canal 


in the opening days of the 
Middle East war, the Egyp¬ 
tians can no longer reach the 
sweet water piped from the 
Cairo region to the west bank 
of the canal. / 

The eastern bank has no 
fresh water, and the nearest 
oasis is 100 miles farther oast 
at Nakhl. 

But even for a lank, the trip 
is treacherous over the shift¬ 
ing sands and crumbling 
dunes. The only road east is 
the narrow strip of macadam, 


cratered and pockmarked by 
three wars in a generation, 
leading to the Mitla Pass. And 
there is no place to hide in the 
vast empty Sinai from the 
ever vigilant reconnaissance 
planes. 

This is the wilderness where 
Ishmael, ancestor of the 
Aralw. led the nomad life 
of a social cast and where 
Moses, the most revered 
prophet of the Jews, wan¬ 
dered for 40 years, yearning 
for the Promised Land. 

Out there on Ihe dimes an 


arihy is dying, 20,000 men cut 
off from food, water, medi¬ 
cine, ammunition, gasoline. 

But there is no Moses to 
strike the rock and bring 
forth water, unless the sons of 
Ishmael bow down to the rock 
of Israeli determination and 
surrender. 

In this harsh blaze of a 
land, camel caravans coming 
across the distant purple 
mountains^from Jordan and 
Iraq always regarded the last 
leg to Suez as the most gruell¬ 


ing. The indigenous Bedouin 
tribes, now vanished since the 
new war broke out, survive on 
their scraggly herds of goats, 
an occasional expendable 
camel or by throwing up nets 
at dawn to catch the tiny suc¬ 
culent songbirds migrating to 
Africa. 

The •average Egyptian fel¬ 
lah, recruited from impover¬ 
ished slums of Cairo or Alex¬ 
andria and Nile Delta farms, 
is little prepared to lead the 
life off a desert nomad, even 
in desperation. 


The nights afford scarce 
consolation. When the 6un 
goes down, about 5 p.m. this 
time of year, the flies go 
away and the mosquitoes 
start pestering. But the wind 
comes up and a dense, chill¬ 
ing fog rolls in from the. GuU 
of Suez and the Red Sea, 
dousing everything in a thick 
condensation of dew and 
dampness. 

Wild desert dogs invade the 
garbage pits and sit in a 
greedy circle around the en¬ 


campments where the tankers 
sleep in the sand beside their 
vehicles. The smell of blood 
from the wounded and dying 
makes the dogs howl all 
night, taking up the night 
vigil turned over by the 
wheeling buzzards. 

Water is uist over tlic no\t 
dune, al the great canal that 
divides the land in peace and 
war. But with the Israeli 
army controlling the pipeline, 
it might as well be as far 
as the most distant star burn¬ 
ing over the desert.

SOME months ago 1 drew a cartoon of 
Solicitor-General Warren Allmand re the rie- 
hate on capital punishment. There was a hit 
of doggerel included. 

“Allmand is my name, abolition is my 
game. 

“The death penalty is unfair as for 
murder victims, they're gone, why care? 

“Through the commons it will he 
rammed: public opinion? Public opinion he 
damned!” 

Public opinion be damned. Public opinion 
proves meaningless. We can shout, scream, 
beg or demand. We can line up. as we lined 
up on the capital punishment question, better 
than 75 per cent strong, and watch our 
wishes kicked into the nearest receptacle. 

A COPY of that particular cartoon found 
Its way into the House of Commons and twice 
In the same day the poem was read Into Han¬ 
sard. twice it was used to embarrass All¬ 
mand, twice he was roasted and he sat silent. 

Allmand is the perfect example of Liberal 
permissive thinking, but he has a strong ally 
in Pierre Trudeau. He has strong allies in 
NDP leader David Lewis and Conservative 
leader Robert Stanfield. They are all 
obsessed w*ith a divine right of kings theory. 
They are so much more intelligent than the 
common herd. We are merely drones and our 
decisions must ta* made for us. 

I WATCHED a New Brunswick Liberal 
MP on television the other night. Yes. his 
own constituency was about 80 per cent in 
favor of retention, but his own conscience, he 
piously intoned, would not let him vole in 
favor. 

Isn’t it about damned-well time these po¬ 
litical people started listening?

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“This is the first day since 
Oct. 6 that not one shot was 
fired in the last 24 hours,” he 
said. 

A contingent of die UN 
peacekeeping force was al¬ 
lowed to pass through Israeli 
lines in Egypt, and a van¬ 
guard force of the peace¬ 
keepers arrived in the city of 
Sue/. Israeli officers there 
say the city, which is situated 
at the southern end and west 
bank of the Sue/ Canal, has 
been occupied by Israeli 
forces since the first ceasefire 
was declared last Monday. 

In Washington, the Pen¬ 
tagon said il had relieved 
most of the 1.7 million armed 
servicemen in the U.S. and in 
the Pacific from an emergency 
alert. Key units in Europe 
were left on alert, the Pen¬ 
tagon said. 

'Ihe Tel Aviv announcement 
of the meeting with the Egyp¬ 
tians came from the Israeli 
command, which said: 

“Israel has agreed to a 
meeting of representatives of 
ihe Israel defence force w'ith 
representatives of the Egyp¬ 
tian army.” The command 


said the purpose of the meet¬ 
ing would be "to discuss ar¬ 
rangements for implementing 
the ceasefire end for transfer 
of. a supply convoy to the 
Egyptian 3rd Army which is 
on the east hank of ihe Suez 
Canal.” 

Israel claims its occii|>ation 
of the west l>ank of the canal 
below Ismailia to the city of 
Suez has forced the isolation 
of the Egyptian force and cut 
it off from all supplies. - 

In Tel Aviv, Deputy Pre¬ 
mier Yugal Allon said he 
would not object to the Egyp¬ 
tian and Israeli armies re¬ 
turning to the positions they 
held before this latest war 
began. That would bring 
Israeli soldiers back to the 
east side of the canal, and 
would send Egyptian forces to 
the west side. 

The Washington announce¬ 
ment of the planned Israeli- 


Egyptian meeting was made 
by Rollert McCloskey. a state 
department spokesman. He 
said the meeting would deal 
primarily with the southern 
Suez front where the Egyptian 
3rd Army is trapped. 

The Israeli military com¬ 
mand in Tel Aviv said it holds 
more than 4.000 Arab prison¬ 
ers of war from this month’s 
conflict, most of them Egyp¬ 
tians. Unofficial military ob¬ 
servers estimate the number 
of Israeli prisoners in Arab 
hands at several hundred, hut 
no official figures have been 
released."* 

About 56 Finnish soldiers, 
first of the UN Emergency 
Force to go into the field 
drove from Cairo lo Suez city, 
95 miles east of the Egyptian 
capital. They had to pass 
through an Israeli checkpoint. 

Israeli spokesman said the 
Israelis have controlled the 
city since Monday end that 
battles near Suez city on Fri¬ 
day were caused by Egyp¬ 
tians from the 3rd Army try¬ 
ing to blast out of the Israeli 
trap.

He pledges a reform 
of the educational system, a 
guaranteed annual wage and 
increased baby bonues to pre¬ 
serve the province's French- 
Canadian majority. 

Loubier, 41, has depicted 
the 4(Lyear-old Bourassa as a 
puppet of the federal govern¬ 
ment and Levesque as a trai¬ 
tor to Quebec, while calling 
Dupuis a false prophet for the 
Creditistes. 

The Union Nationale leadei\ 


has predicted that last-minute 
support will enable his party 
to remain the opposition. 

The cost or benefit of Con¬ 
federation to Quebec became 
thp major issue in the cam¬ 
paign. with Bourassa using 
government studies in an at¬ 
tempt to counter Party Que- 
becois arguments that Quebec 
loses economically by re¬ 
maining in Canada. 

Levesque, 51-year-old 
former Liberal cabinet min¬ 
ister, said government min¬ 
isters were lying when they 
used documents showing the 
federal government spent 
$653. L million more in Quebec 
during 1971-72 than it collect¬ 
ed in taxes from the province. 

lie produced a document 
leaked to his party by a Que¬ 
bec civil servant showing that 
Ottawa had collected 52.616 
billion more in taxes from 
Quebec than it spent in the 
province between 1961 and 
1971. 

Voters go to the polls Mon¬ 
day in 110 ridings, an increase 
of hvo seats over the last as¬ 
sembly. In addition to creat¬ 
ing two new constituencies, 
the' recent redistribution re¬ 
drew riding boundaries, effec¬ 
tively giving more weight to 
the urban vote. 

Polls close ait 4 p.m., Vic¬ 
toria time. 

The Liberals, Parti Quebe¬ 
cois and Union Nationale are 
running candidates in all rid¬ 
ings, and the Creditistes in all 
but one. The record 479 can¬ 
didates include 16 indepen¬ 
dents and 13 Communists.

AMMAN (AP> Jordan s 
resilient King Hussein has 
come out of the Middle East 
war with new problems - but 
still as strong ever, expert 
enced political observers here 
say. 

“He balanced the require¬ 
ments of Arab unity with 
safeguards for the country’s 
vital and often conflicting in¬ 
terested one observer said. 
“Jordan took a fighting role, 
but lost only a handful of ca¬ 
sualties. took no Israeli repri¬ 
sals and did not see one Israe¬ 
li soldier on her soil.” 

But Jordan could again be¬ 
come a target of hard-line 
Arabs because of its low pro¬ 
file in the conflict, particu¬ 
larly for not exploiting the 
early Arab military success 
hy opening a third front along 
its 250-mile border with 
Israel. 


During the first week of the 
war, Hussein, supported by 
Queen Mother Zein and his— 
brother Crown Prince Hassan, 
agonized over whether to 
comnuT Troops to the struggle. 

Premier Zeid Itifai and his 
influential uncle, Abdul Mon- 
eim Rifai, the ambassador to 
Cairo, wanted immediate and 
strong Jordanian action. They 
argued that passively holding 
down Israeli forces along the 
Jordan Valley ceasefire^ line 
was not enough. 

r A t the end of a sto»*my six- 
hour cabinet meeting about a 
week after the war broke out. 
Hussein decided to send about 
8.000 troops with tanks to the 
Syrian front. But he never 
committed his entire 
75.000-man army. 

The Palestinians who make 
up about throe-quarters of 
Jordan's population remained 
calm, but some intellectuals 


spoke of the need to increase 
Jordan’s role. 

~No demonstrations. pla¬ 
cards or .petitions were ro- 
ported, partly because most 
of the hard-line Palestinians 
were either killed in the 1970 
civil war or forced to flee to 
Syria or I^banon. 

To help resolve the Pales¬ 
tinian problem -which seems 
likely to be an imjwrtanl part 
of any peace talks the Jor¬ 
danians still have hopes for* 
Hussein's plan to federate the 
east and west hanks of the 
Jordan River under his Ha¬ 
shemite crown, but with 
Palestinian autonomy on the 
west bank now occupied by 
Israel. 

If this could be worked out, 
hundreds ’ of thousands of 
Palestinians w!k> fled in 1967 
when Israel seized the west 
hank could return home. The

tinians who in 1948 fled their 
homes in what now is Israel 
proper. 

.But the important problem 
of Jerusalem remains. Most

are determined to turn the en¬ 
tire city sacred to Jews, 
Moslems ami Christians into 
the Israeli capital. 


Amiable Relations Grow Thin 


Europe Turns Back on U.S. 


WASHINGTON (CP) The 
year 1973. hailed by President 
Nixon as “the Year of 
Europe," is showing signs of 
deteriorating into a winter of 
confrontation as the U.S. 
levels severe criticism at 
some of its Europeah allies. 

The U.S. reacted in shock 
and dismay Friday at what it 
called a lack of support on the 
part of those allies for its re¬ 
supply efforts on behalf of 
Israel. 

"The U.S. has pul her 


troops and her treasure on the 
line for Europe,” one diplo¬ 
matic observer said. “Now, 
when they ask only simple ac¬ 
commodation in return, • it's 
denied. 

“But. balance that against 
the Western European depen¬ 
dence on Arab oil. and you’ve 
got an interesting chess 
game.” 

Nixon and his advisers have 
been resisting for months the 
attempts by Congress, led by 
majority leader Mike Mans¬ 
field in the Senate, to slash 


the level of armed forces 
which the U.S. maintains in 
Europe. 

Only Portugal, of all the 
European allies, reacted in a 
positive manner to the U.S. 
resupply problem, by allowing 
the U.S. to stage fighters 
through their .joint base in the 
Azores. The IJ.S. had to sta¬ 
tion at least N two aircraft car¬ 
riers and go to mid-air re¬ 
fuelling to get the planes the 
rest of the way.

Five assistants at Van¬ 
couver and six at Winning, 
members of the Union of Ca¬ 
nadian Transport Employees, 
booked off sick Saturday in 
the continuing protests that 
began at midnight Thursday 
night with members in the At¬ 
lantic provnees, Montreal. 
Toronto. Calgary and Edmon¬ 
ton calling in sick with 
“24-hour flu.” 

All control assistants who 
stayed off the job Friday 
were back at work by Satur¬ 
day morning. Assistants at 


Gander, Nfld., Montreal and. 
Moncton, N.B. began return¬ 
ing to work as early as noon 
R.C. time Friday and were 
followed at 7:45 p.m. by their 
counterparts in Toronto. 

The assistants, who perform 
such duties as recording the 
number of takeoffs and land¬ 
ings and providing visual- 
flight information for con¬ 
trollers. want their position 
upgraded from that of clerk 
to part of the air traffic con¬ 
trol system. 

A reclassification would 
mean increased wages. They 
now earn a maximum $7,300 
annually. The amount of an 
increase upgrading wjpuld 
bring has not been disclosed.

The Fad Is Over 


PUBLIC INTEREST in the ecology movement on 
* the decline? Perhaps a drop-off to almost 
nothing in calls for information and advice to the 
■ Creator Victoria Environmental Centre suggests 
that people are not worrying as much as they did 
about pollution and all it entails. And, certainly our 
surroundings still are being mucked up in various 
ways. But John Q. no longer cares, or not as much 
as he did? 

Some of the centre’s officials think so. In a 
news page story in this paper the other day one is 
quoted as saying the ecology “fad” is definitely 
over, and another, in agreement with that observa- 
tion, said it wasn’t anything to be surprised about: 
"The fickleness of the public is something one has 
to cope with.” 

The same story is told of four special projects 
members of the centre are working on: develop¬ 
ment of a botanical park in this area (something 
on the lines of the hopes once held for Rithet 
swamp with its unusual growing abilities?); a 
. study of planning procedures with an eye on land 
use conflicts in future growth; a related study on 
limiting population growth; and the spreading of 


the "ecological word” to youngsters through envi¬ 
ronmental courses for all teachers. 

All are undertakings of worth, and when more 
is made known about them it is safe to say the 
centre’s mail box and telephones will become busi¬ 
er. There shouldn’t be feelings of discouragement 
over a lack of inquiries, with accusations of fick¬ 
leness on the part of the public. It should have been 
expected that after the first flurry of calls there 
would be a falling off until some specific actions 
were taken. 

"There is more awareness now than there ever 
was of the need to safeguard the environment. 
Maybe there isn't the talk but it is on the con¬ 
science of the public, generally speaking. It has 
become a way of life, almost, for many. 

If this wasn’t so, governments wouldn’t be 
worrying about nitty-gritty things like beer can 
tops and broken gla%s. B.C. Conservation Minister 
Jack Radford's announcement that pull-tabs are on 
the way out, and Attorney-General Alex Mac¬ 
donald’s promise of refunds for wine and liquor 
bottles are down-to-earth steps the public wants 
taken. 

The throw-away fad is coming to an end, but 
not. the ecological one ■— not now nor ever. •

VN Programs Suffer 


Food for World’s Poor in Peril 


Thp two major humanitar¬ 
ian enterprises of the United 
Nation. 1 * are suffering severely 
from the com hi nation of rap¬ 
idly rising food prices and 
'^Hollar devaluation. The World 
Food Program (WFP) has 
seen its aid resources cut 
almost in half by -heavy in¬ 
creases in the price of cereals 
and. for the first time in its 
10-year history, no new proj¬ 
ects are envisaged. 

The United Nations Chil¬ 
dren's Fund (UNICEF) has 
suffered chiefly from dollar 
devaluation which is leading 
to a 10 to 20 per cent reduc¬ 
tion in funds available for 
projec ts already under way or 
agreed, unless contributions 
are increased, and any con¬ 
templated new projects, of 
course, are also in jeopardy. 


Addressing the 24-nation 
governing body of the World 
Food Program in Rome earli¬ 
er this month, Dr. Francisco 
Aquino, the executive diree¬ 
fer, said: "In recent weeks I 
have had to make a number 
of hard, and to me regretta¬ 
ble. decisions which will ad¬ 
versely affect the lives of 
thousands of peopl? in devel¬ 
oping countries, and in some 
countries seriously impede 
development.” 

The World Food Program 
has spent more than $1,300 
million during the last 10 
years on mainly surplus food 
for economic £rt'<T RflCtat devel¬ 
opment projects, often as part 
payment of wages, or as an (in¬ 
centive to voluntary work. In 
addition, it has provided sup¬ 
plementary diets to improve 
Obtrition among vulnerable 
groups of people, and fodder 
to stirr w j fl t p animal protein 
production. It has sent food to 
the drought-stricken Sahelian 
/4ne of West Africa. It peeds 
1, 200,000 tons of food to meet 
its current and agreed proj¬ 
ects. as well as emergency 
operations, to the end of 1974. 
II »s estimated, however, that

only 613.000 tons are likely to 
l>e forthcoming. 

In terms of money, it is 
clear that the target figure of 
. S440 million requited in 
pledges for 1975-76, which was 
established last April, is inad¬ 
equate and that at least $650 
million will now be needed to 
finance the program’s activi¬ 
ties as planned. Dr. Aquino 
said top priority will be given 
to projects in the 25 least de¬ 
veloped countries, and to 
countries such as Pakistan, 
Bangladesh. Ethiopia, and Ni¬ 
caragua. which have suffered 
recent disasters. 

UNICEF, whose European 
headquarters have been 
mm'ed from Paris to Geneva 
this year, is for the time 
being in a somewhat better 
position because it does not 
normally provide food or food 
products, but handles and 
transports special foods given 
without charge by govern- 
inont.s or non-governmental 
aid agencies. Even the special 
food mixtures provided by 
UNICEF as a supplement to 
inadequate diets, especially of 
women and children in devel¬ 
oping countries, such as CSM 
(corn-soy-milk) and the high 
protein K-Mifc-2 and Supera¬ 
mine are, for the^most part, 
still provided free (CSM by 
the U.S. government) or pro¬ 
duced in factories which have 
been established with UNI¬ 
CEF help, such as the Supera¬ 
mine factories in Algeria, 
Egypt and Turkey. K-Mix-2 
and PIvFM (Post- 
Kwashiorkor Food Mix) are 
protein products designed to 
treat kwashiorkor, a disease 
mainly of children .caused by 
protein deficiency. 

UNICEF’s role is primarily 
to help countries to produce 
such special foods and to es¬ 
tablish supplementary feeding 
centres and long-term nutri¬ 


tion prgrammes. Lebanon, 
Iran and India are three more 
countries in which UNICEF 
has pioneered this type of aid. 
It buys its supplies all over 
the world, wherever the price 
is most favorable and in bulk, 
at the best prevailing wiles. 
The fund has its own vast 
storage facilities in Copenha¬ 
gen. 


But, where supplies other 
than foods and food-mixes are 
concerned textbooks, health 
supplies, medicines, agricul¬ 
tural machinery, drilling 
equipment to bring clean 
water to villages, etc. — the 
price rises due to the dras¬ 
tically reduced value of the 
U.S. dollar affect those quan¬ 
tities which are purchased 
with dollars. Contributions to 
UNICEF by governments 
being also expressed in dollar 
terms, the effect upon the 
fund's programs of „ the 
present currency turbulence 


is likely to be in the nature of 
a 10 to 20 per cent reduction 
in funds available for projects 
already under way or 
agreed, unless contributions 
are increased to oFfseT'fRe'lrh- 
balance. 

It is ironic, that a itroposirl 
for the adequate long-term 
production and orderly dis-' 
tribillion of foodstuffs, ~i n tgr«< 
nationally coordinated, was 
put forward as long ago as 
1946 by tlie famous Scottish 
nutritionist, I^ord Boyd Orr, 
who was the first director- 
general of the UN Food and 
Agricultural Organization. Be 
envisaged an international 
fund which would buy foods 
when plentiful and sell them 
in times of scarcity within a 
fairly narrow price margin, 
thus ensuring a guaranteed 
market for producers and ad¬ 
equate supplies at reasonable 
prices for consumers. 

Nothing ever came of it. 
The situation today is much 
more acute because there are 
many more mouths to feed.

In Great Britain in the late 
30s there was extreme pres¬ 
sure from cyclists and other 
public Iwxiies for the provision 
of bicycle routes. 

Eventually a number of 
such routes were provided, 
and for a start were extreme¬ 
ly (jopular with cyclists t espe¬ 
cially children), as something 
novel and new. It was not too 
long however before the no- 
vvlty wore off and the cyclists 
got back to the highways and 
by-ways again. 

Eventually these routes had 
to be taken out in post-war 
days, or in some cases they 
were turned into truck routes 
or alternative highways (after 
considerable exj>ense for mod¬ 
ifications), and it is rarely if 
ever that one sees a bicycle 
route in'Britain any more. 

It would be well for those 
that are pressing for such 
routes in the Greater Victoria 
area to go over there and get 
the full story on their sad ex¬ 
perience and the large sums 
of money wasted on such 
things. I am sure that after

On Oct. prisoners wrecked a cell block in 
: protest over the lack of recreational facilities. But 
’ the trouble goes much deeper than that. 

John Reynolds, Conservative member of Par- 
liament for Burnaby-Richmond-Delta, who has in- 
V forested himself in penal reform and administra¬ 
te tion for years, reported after a visit to the New 

• Westminster penitentiary recently "a very tense, 

*' very scared pWson.” 

He called upon Solicitor General Warren All- 
t ntand to order an immediate investigation. 

Too often the "immediate investigation” pro- 

• vides nothing more than an opportunity to delay 
. decisions on essential reforms. The situation at 

New Westminster presents an urgent problem, first 

• of all in correcting the results of damage done by 

the 89 rioters Oct. 5. . • 

They smashed through the walls of 13 adjoin- 
ing cells so thal they could move about freely in 
? the area. Their hygienic conveniences are largely 
destroyed. 

This sort of condition doesn’t require any 
- investigation. It demands immediate remedy. 

As a matter of fact, Herbert Revnette, the 
deputy regional director of penitentiaries, has al- 
■ ready investigated the riot and its consequences, 
l and made his report to Ottawa. 

The penitentiary is nearly 100 years old. It

has been chronically overcrow ded for years. It w as 
something that weighed on the consciences of le¬ 
gislators in this province before Premier David 
Barrett’s New Democratic Party existed, when 
Harold Winch and his father, E. E. Winch, fire¬ 
brands of the CCF, clamored for provincial pres¬ 
sure to be exerted on Ottawa. 

But little or nothing has been done to remove 
the causes for the inmates’ disquiet. There has de¬ 
veloped over’the years a sort of hardcore that 
shows nothing but contempt for discipline.

Original Israelis Defended 
Homeland Until End in AD 70

With the super powers up to their navels in the 
Middle East conflict it may well be that the region, a 
teeming womb of great civilizations and enduring 
religions, will not be allowed to work out a solution 
and a new understanding all its own. 

but had to retire without com¬ 
plete conquest because a pes¬ 
tilence came down upon the 
purple-and-gold cohorts of 
their king Sennacherib. 

Nebuchadnezzar of Babylon 
was infinitely more success¬ 
ful, and transported vast 
numbers of Jews,' including 
all the cream of the kingdoms 
of Israel and Judah, to colo¬ 
nies in Babylonia. 

But the Jewish stale was 
reconstructed. It survived the 
conquests by Greeks and Per¬ 
sians. With the possible ex¬ 
ception of the Greeks, whose 
impact was quite benevolent, 
all the other troubles of the 
Israelis (and it was by no 
means all trouble) was with 
and among peoples with com¬ 
mon roots to themselves. 


Certainly the current hosti¬ 
lities will end differently from 
the events of the 10th day of 
the month of Ab (roughly Sep¬ 
tember) 1,903 years ago. That 
was the day Jerusalem fell to 
the Roman army under Titus, 
after one of the bloodiest and 
most horrible sieges in his¬ 
tory, and the then Jewish 
state ceased. 

The beginnings of Israel, 
scholars more or less agree, 
was as a confederacy of 
tribes who had moved west¬ 
ward from the Euphrates, 
been compelled to roam in the 
less fertile steppe between 
Becrsheba and Egypt, 
evolved the new religion of 
Jahweh from their various 
backgrounds of other Semitic 
religions, and coveted and 
conquered the most fertile 
land, Palestine. 












That is condensing perhaps 
a thousand years into a single 
paragraph. Having crossed 
the Jordan river and complet¬ 
ed the conquest from tjie 
west, beginning with Jericho, 
they became one with the 
Canaanites and naturalized in 
the land during the next 200 
years or so; roughly the 
period of the Judges (1200 to 
1020 BC). 

Even during this time ihe 
new state had to face at least 
four Invasions from outside. It 
seems that the tribes were 
welded into a nation in these 
wars against the common en¬ 
emies—the Moabites, Midian- 
ites, Ammonites and Philis¬ 
tines. 

★ * ★ 

They were by no means the 
only wars in Israel’s history 
as they moved from being an 
essentially rural community 
throughout the reigns of Saul 
and David to new splendor 
under Solomon. The kingdom 
was divided, there were re¬ 
volts and reformations, con¬ 
quests to make and invaders 
to fend off.

Rome came by invitation, 
as it happened, in a time of 
tangled events. The brothers 
John Hyrcanus II and Aris-

cause each wanted sole con¬ 
trol. 

They asked Pompey's rep- 
rcsentative in Syria, Scaurus 
by name, to intervene. 
Scaurus was persuaded to 
give advantage to Aristobulus 
but Pompcy took the brothers 
on a military expedition, no 
doubt to help him decide be¬ 
tween them. The scheming 
Aristobulus decided to desert. 
After the expedition Fompey 
pursued him to Jerusalem 
which Aristobulus first of¬ 
fered to surrender but then 
locked the gates in Pompey’s 
face.

Pompey's selge and taking 
of Jerusalem in 63 BC is re¬ 
garded as the end of Jewish 
independence (until 1947, that 
is) but in fact it seems to 
have awakened new dreams.

Painless Fuel Rationing 
Delights Lebanon Drivers

For a week now, Lebanon’s 
motorists have lived with a 
gasoline rationing system so 
simple It amazes them. 

The government decreed 
that private cars with even’ 
numbered licence plates could 
drive only on even-numbered 
days and those with odd 
numbers on the odd days. 

The result: substantial fuel 
savings, no stamps, no regis¬ 
tration books, no lines at gas 
stations Uie day before ration¬ 
ing went into effect and a 


very pleasant cutback In traf¬ 
fic on Beirut streets. 

"It lias made traffic much 
lighter and it is more of a 
pleasure to drive on your 
day," said one local resident. 
Every single driver queried in 
a brief survey expressed sat¬ 
isfaction with the system- 

Housewives have made ar¬ 
rangements to do their shop¬ 
ping on alternate days, team 
up with friends with opposing 
license plates, or use public 
transportation. 

Public transportation seems 
t*» be the least popular alter¬ 
native ns there has been no 


overcrowding on buses and 
taxis remain easy to find. 

"I think it is a wonderful 
system, very easy to enforce 
and It has already proven to 
have made a big saving in 
fuel consumption," said an- 
other grounded motorist. 
"People used to just jump In 
their car to g» two blocks.

This was during the rule of 
Ihe kindly Hadrian who had 
eased many of Uie heavier 
burdens of the subjugated 
Israelites and is said to have 
brought on the troubles by 
granting ipermission for the 
Temple of Jahweh to be re¬ 
built and then revoking the 
order on hearing Samaritan 
slanders. 

★ * ★ 

The revolt stamped out, Ha¬ 
drian then moved to wipe out 
the last trace of Jerusalem. A 
Roman citadel, Elia Capito¬ 
lina, was built on the site and 
a Temple to Jupiter erected 
where the Temple of Jahweh 
had stood. 

But the State of Israel had 
already become mobile. Dur¬ 
ing the last days of Titus's 
siege a percipient rabbi called 
.Itphanan ben Zakkai had rea¬ 
lized that all was lost except 
the teachings of Ihe Temple. 
In tiie words of one more re¬ 
cent chrofticler, "the Bible 
was the Jew's’ portable father- 
land.’’ 

He had sought and -got the 
permission qf the Roman 
commander-in-chief, Vespa¬ 
sian, to move his school out¬ 
side the city. He set up a new 
academy in Jamnia (then 
Jabneh) which had, in Ha¬ 
drian’s time, already become 
the spiritual centre of the 
Jews.

Jahwch’s next generation of 
spiritual leaders w'ere disci¬ 
ples in jamnia. The great dte- 
.persjon of the Jews through¬ 
out the world had in fact 
bpgun early in the Roman 
period of the influence.

Lease bids on lucrative oil.

OTTAWA (CP) — Only 40 
per cent of the letters re¬ 
ceived in recent weeks by the 
Canadian Radio-Television 
Commission on the subject of 
frequency modulation (FM) 
broadcasts favors the current 
program policies of private 
broadcasters, the CRTC has 
revealed. 

Of 771 letters received as 
the result of a published invi¬ 
tation to the public to write 
the commission, 320 corre¬ 
spondents said they were gen¬ 
erally satisfied with present 
FM radio service as distinct 
from available AM service - 
the broadcasts heard on ra¬ 
dio’s standard frequencies. 

The 320 included 149 from 
Quebec, but the vast majority 
of these related to the pro¬ 
grams heard in Quebec from 
one FM station in Ontario. 

Out of the 771 total, 272 let¬ 
ters — all from the Atlantic 


provinces. B.C. and the far 
north — urged the CRTC to 
grant licenses foy more FM

Commons Action Anticipated 

Wiretap To Be Hot Item 


OTTAWA (CP) — The Commons is ex¬ 
pected to become Involved in a hot debate 
next month over the issue of whether infor¬ 
mation obtained as a result of an illegal wire¬ 
tap can be used in court. 

The Commons justice committee recently 
amended a goverment bill which outlaws 
most wiretapping and makes information ob¬ 
tained directly from an illegal tap unusable 
in court 

The amendment would outlaw court use of 
information obtained as an indirect result of 
an illegal tap. 

Justice Minister Otto Lang, under consid¬ 
erable pressure recently from some police 
forces, said Friday he will seek to have the 


amendment removed when the bill returns to 
the Commons next month. 

The bill, as presented by the government 
last spring, says wiretapping by police would 
require permission of a judge. 

Evidence directly obtained from illegal 
wiretaps could not be used in court, says the 
bill. But evidence indirectly obtained from an 
illegal tap would be adrnissable. 

Meanwhile, the minister said he under¬ 
stands the justice committee will meet Nov. 
6 to discuss the bill, then report it to the 
Cbmmons. 

The minister said he expects that only one 
more meeting will be required before the 
committee finishes its work.

E. D. Parnell of Sherwood 
Park, Alta., said FM station^ 
should he required to distrib¬ 
ute program schedules free of 
charge, so that listeners could 
pick and choose what they 
want to listen to without ran¬ 
dom dial-spinning. 

D. W. Smith, writing from 
Petawawa, Ont., urged con¬ 
sideration for the Saskatche¬ 
wan farmer riding his tractor. 
Most of them have radios and 
even stereo tape decks in 
their tractor calbs. Why 
shouldn’t they have FM radio 
reception, he asked. 

And Bruce Davis — address 
not given by the CRTC — pro¬ 
posed “a system of acoustic 
access to a specially chosen 
wilderness environment.” 

He would like to see stereo 
microphones planted in some 
wilderness place so that lis¬ 
teners could hear the sounds 
of nature, 24 hours a day all 
year long, and get a feel for 
“the natural ambience.” 

“Over the long range, it is 
the slow and multifarious bio¬ 
logical and climatological 
changes in this ambience that 
will form the basic broadcast 
material,” he wrote.

“As diesel locomotive oper¬ 
ators. we are the prisoners of 
a single fuel - oil." says 
Keith Campbell. Canadian Pa¬ 
cific's corporate vice- 
president in charge of rail 
operations. 

“It is a fuel that is fast 
becoming a pawn on the 
chessboard of international 
politics." 

With electrification oil 
would still bo required, but 
coal, natural gas, hydro 
power and nuclear energy 
could also be used, giving the 
railway flexibility in time of 
need. 

The economic and traffic 
aspects of the current elec¬ 
trification study were com¬ 
pleted in 1971. CP Rail says 
electrification "could lie feasi¬ 
ble" for 640 miles of main line 
between Calgary and Van¬ 
couver, and 220 miles between 
Golden. B.C.. and Sparwood 
in the Crowsnest Pass. 

“This is the area which can 
benefit most from electrifica¬ 
tion because it is experiencing 
the fastest traffic growth rate 
and because of the special 
tractive advantages of elec¬ 
trically-powered locomotives 
in mountainous regions. 

The site selected for a pilot 
project of the study is Ross 


Peak near Reveistoke. an 
area where the annual snow¬ 
fall frequently exceeds 500 
inches and snowslides are 
common. 

A one-quarter-mile-long sec¬ 
tion of overhead catenary — 
the electrical wiring structure 
that would transmit power 
from plants to electric loco¬ 
motives — has been con¬ 
structed at Ross Peak. The 
test section is equipped with 
functional hardware, but is 
not being energized. 

"We fully expect to have 
difficulty with the equipment 
because of the weather," says 
Robert Klein, CP Rail's direc¬ 
tor of technical research and 
development. 

“But this is precisely why 
we cliose this area. These 
would be the most difficult 
conditions we wx>uld en¬ 
counter in the eventuality of 
electrification. Should we de¬ 
cide to proceed, it will be 
valuable to have experience 
in wintertime repair and 
maintenance of die ca¬ 
tenary." 

With all its advantages, 
what's stopping electrifica¬ 
tion? “A cost of perhaps 
$50,000 per track mile is a 
reason that speaks for itself 
in any investment analysis," 
says Campbell. 

"I do not suppose that there 
is any major railroad in 
North America which could 
generate funds from internal 
sources at a sufficient rate to 
convert itself to electric trac¬ 
tion within a decade without 
substantial injections of exter¬ 
nal funds." 

As a multi-faceted corpora¬ 
tion, Canadian Pacific also 
has to weigh all its rail opera¬ 
tions against other interests. 
Since it has waited almost 80 
years, it does not mind wait¬ 
ing a little longer before mak¬ 
ing the decision on electrifica¬ 
tion. 

The current feasibility 
study is the most sustained by 
CP Rail. Feasibility studies 
have also started on two other 
sections of the railway—420 



Arctic Mine Near? 


CALGARY (CP) — A Cal¬ 
gary-based mining, company 
will decide in the next few 
months whether to go a head 
with a $45-million zinc mining 
operation at Strathcona Sound 
on the northern tip of Baffin 
Island — and along with it a 
possible new town in the bas¬ 
te rn Canadian Arctic. 

For the last year, Mineral 
Resources International 
(MRI) Ltd. has been negotiat¬ 
ing with European'and Japa¬ 
nese businessmen and the fed¬ 
eral government about the 
Baffin Island mane, capable 
of yielding 1,500 tons of zinc 


daily for at least 13 years. 

A feasibility study on tha 
Strathcona Sound operation 
conducted by Watte; Griffis 
and McQuat. a mining con¬ 
sulting firm, on behalf of MRI 
has suggested that instead of 
housing the workers in work- 
camps. the operation could 
initiate the development of a 
new community. 

C.F. Agar, MRI president, 
has-set January. 1974 as the 
deadline for decision, pending 
the outcome of negotiations 
with financiers, prospective 
buyers and the federal gov¬ 
ernment.

miles of mainline between 
Winnipeg and Thunder Bay, 
and 340 miles between Toron¬ 
to and Montreal. 

"The Wirmi pcg-Thunder 
Bay and Toronto-Montreal 
studies are in their very pre¬ 
liminary stage," Mr: Tufts 
says. “Both sections are ex¬ 
periencing traffic growth, al¬ 
though not as fast as the sec¬ 
tion between Calgary and 
Vancouver." 

The dimensions of Canada 
and her relatively small popu¬ 
lation were two reasons Cana¬ 
da has not capitalized on elec¬ 
tric locomotives the way they 
have been used in Europe and 
Japan. 

“In countries such as Swit¬ 
zerland, where there is dense 
traffic on a mountainous rail¬ 
way system, electrification 
w f as natural from the start," 
says Campbell. 

Availability of indigenous 


oil at competitive prices in 
North America during the 
1930s also influenced the rail¬ 
way to switch to diesel loco¬ 
motives from steam locomo¬ 
tives, rather than to electric 
locomotives. 

In 1971, CP Rail conducted 
electric locomotive tests in 
Norway and Switzerland 
under mountainous track con¬ 
ditions resembling those in 
Canada. 

Even when CP Rail decides 
on electrification, a complete 
changeover would take a long 
time. 

“When we do our planning, 
we think 15 years ahead," 
Tufts said. 

CN Rail says it has been 
studying electrification from 
time to time but “there is lit- 
tie likelihood that we will be 
seriously considering elec¬ 
trification in the next 10 
years.”

The scenario reads like it 
was written by a batter oil 
industry executive. It wasn't, 
as tt turns out, but was re¬ 
peated by Maurice Gran¬ 
ville, chairman of the board 
and chief executive officer of 
Texaco Inc., to a recent gath¬ 
ering of the Independent Nat¬ 
ural Gas Association of 
America. 

Granville's speech was de¬ 
voted mostly to how the in¬ 
dustry should cope with the 
energy shortage, listing mis¬ 
takes made in the past and of¬ 
fering hope Tor the future. He 
quoted Bruce Henderson of 
the Boston Consulting Group, 
an outside agency, who had 
written an analysis of how a 
nation can go about creating 
an energy shortage. It fol¬ 
lows : 

“First, with regard to natu¬ 
ral gas. set a ceiling price* 
This discourages exploration 
and increases use. Keep the 
price down in spite of infla¬ 
tion. This amplifies the effect 


shortage 


and guarantees 
eventually. 

“With regard to coal, ban 
the wise of coal with sulphur 
content. 11118 sharply restricts 
the supply. Sharply restrict 
strip mining for cosmetic rea¬ 
sons. This further restricts 
the supply. Then suddenly 
impose drastic new safety 
rules which will substantially 
cut output from 


mines. Freeze prices so no 
one can offset cost increase 
from reduced output or justify 
further investment. 

“For atomic power, delay 
construction a matter of years 
by uncertainty about licensing 
requirements. Delay operation 
at full power after construc¬ 
tion. Delay start of construc¬ 
tion by environmentalist suits. 

“With natural gas, coal and 
atomic power all severely res¬ 
tricted, that leaves only petro¬ 
leum. First, grossly increase 
automotive consumption of 
gasoline by requiring drastic 
reductions in engine ef¬ 
ficiency because of pollution- 
related modifications. That 


alone will ensure a severe 
shortage of energy. 

“Then ban the use of oil 
containing sulphur. Tliis se¬ 
verely reduces refinery capa¬ 
city. Put into effect new pol¬ 
lution objectives which make 
refineries far more expensive. 
At the same time, introduce 
great uncertainty into the re¬ 
quirements that must be met. 
existing T* 1 * 8 *’H1 virtually stop refin- 


“To be sure that all of the 
above is misunderstood by the 
general public, bring a law 
suit which charges all the 
largest energy companies 
with being noncompetitive 
and therefore causing an en¬ 
ergy shortage." 

All, the irony of it all. 


>ry construction or expansion, 

■’Eliminate practically all 
new refinery sites because of 
environmental legal delaying 
tactics. Further curtail refin¬ 
ery investment by making 
supplies of crude oil very un¬ 
certain. Block the use of Alas¬ 
ka North Slope by arguments 
on the cosmetic effects in un¬ 
inhabited and unreachable re¬ 
gions. 

“Stop the use or search for 
oil offshore in California be¬ 
cause of potential leaks. Slow 
all offshore operations for en¬ 
vironmental reasons. For 
good measure, hold down the 
price of gasoline to half that 
in Europe. This encourages 
large cars. 


Huge U.S. Surplus 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
United States had a Sep¬ 
tember trade surplus of $873 



million, the biggest single 
monthly surplus in more than 
eight years, the commerce de¬ 
partment reported Friday. 

The huge surplus of exports 
over imports surprised even 
government trade officials. 

~ Exports were listed as 
$6,448 million and imports at 
$5,575 million, an increase of 
7.4 per cent for exports and a 
decline of 7.4 per cent for im¬ 
ports from a month earlier. 

The September surplus also 
put the country’s trade for the 
first nine months of the year 


into a surplus by $153 million, 
compared with a deficit at the 
game time a year earlier of 
more than $4.8 billion. 

The figures indicated the 
U.S. has a good chance of 
recording a trade surplus this 
year following deficits of $6 
billion in 1972 and $2 billion in 
1971. 

The commerce department 
said the big jump in Sep¬ 
tember exports was in civilian 
aircraft, machinery, chemi¬ 
cals and textiles.

An 11th province is not the 
answer to the ills of Northern 
Ontario. Premier William 
Davis said Saturday. 

The premier,' along with 
three cabinet colleagues, tra¬ 
velled to this lakehead city 
Saturday to reassure eome^300 
people attending a series of 
regional policy seminars that 
the North is not a forgotten 
part of the province. 

Although he said it is "very 
understandable" for the peo¬ 
ple of Northern Ontario to he 
concerned, "there really Is 
not a lot to gain" by separa¬ 
tion. 

Ed Deibel, a North Bay, 
Ont., motel and Trailer park 
operator and leader of the 
New Province Committee, 
told the conference of his 
group’s recession plans. 

He said he plans to collect 
the signatures of 25,000 per¬ 
sons on a petition and then 
request the premier to allow 
the holding of a plebiscite On 
the issue. 


Davis said the constitution » 
does not give him the power ’ 
to grant such a request. 

The premier took the oppor¬ 
tunity to attack the federal 
government on two matters 
related directly to the plight 
of Northern Ontario residents. 

The federal government has 
some "very direct respond 
xiblity" in the entire restruc¬ 
turing of the economic base in 
the community of Armstrong. 
180 miles north oL here, he 
said. 

The closure of the Canadian 
Forces radar-base in the town 
of- 550. half of which are na¬ 


tive people, was done without 
giving the province the time 
and opportunity "to develop 
viable alternatives," the pre¬ 
mier said.

T^ie thing to remember 
about prisons is th4t they're 
places people leave. 

And getting out can be just 
as frightening as going in. 

Soon as the dooi-s are closed 
behind him, the released pris¬ 
oner faces a crucial problem 
that often turns out to be his 
second punishment: how to 
bridge the enormous gap be¬ 
tween the regimentation of in¬ 
stitutional maintenance and 
the sudden freedom of self 
maintenance. 

The challenge is to readjust. 
Physically, psychologically, 0 
materially, emotionally. 

It's a challenge that few in¬ 
mates, on their own, are like¬ 
ly to overcome. 

But with the help of others 
— especially if they are reha¬ 
bilitated ex-inmates them¬ 
selves — the released prison¬ 
er has a far greater chance of 
building a future belter than 
his past. 

To provide this help is the 
object of a Victoria organisa¬ 
tion colled Project Hope. 

Started in March 1972 with 
a Local Initiative Program 
grant. Project Hope has 
served as an orientation and 
counselling centre for men ro- 
leased from the Vancouver Is¬ 
land Correctional Centre on 
Wilkinson Hoad. 


ening as Going In 


The project has applied for 
a 19711-74 L.I.P. grant and also 
hopes to secure ongoing fi¬ 
nancing by the provincial gov¬ 
ernment’s corrections depart¬ 
ment. 

Project Hope is described 
by its co-ordinators as ‘multi¬ 
faceted and continually evolv¬ 
ing.’ 4 

Steve Durfee, who manages 
tiie project’s boarding house 
ai 1029 North Park, says that 
most members come in con¬ 
tact with the project while 
they are still in jail. 

“We have weekly meetings 
and personal consultations 
with the inmates to discuss 
their problems and keep them 
abreast of developments on 
the outside," Durfee says. 

“It helps prepare them for 
their release into the commu¬ 
nity and gives them con¬ 
fidence and a sense erf belong¬ 
ing.'' 

BerhTe Jorden, another 
member of the project staff, 
explains that the main reason 
for meetings in the jail "is to 
get the men involved in the 
project and let them know it 
will be available to them 
when they get out. 

“They play a vital role in 
.the project, havt* an equal 
voice in making its plans and 
policies, and they get to hear 


from ex-inmates about how 
they're doing on the outside." 

Jorden admits that the proj¬ 
ect cannot hope to reach all of 
Wilkinson’s 100-odd inmates, 
and that many who do come 
to the meetingss are there, ini¬ 
tially, "just for coffee, a 
change of routine, or out of 
curiosity. 

"But if an inmate really 
wants to help himself he soon 
finds that Project Hope can 
make it a lot easier." 


The membership now. In¬ 
cludes about 15 inmates, 
seven cx-inmates as well as 
project coordinators Durfee, 
his. wife Susan, Jorden, and 
Sister Catherine Douglas. 

And there are other former 
members who, after a month 
or two, have left the project 
to make it cm their own. The 
project staff d;iesn’t deal with 
success-failure percentages, 
but does affirm that there are 


"quite a few men who have 
left the project to start lead¬ 
ing a productive life on their 
own initiative. 

"Some of the guys coming 
out of jail have lifelong ambi¬ 
tions which need reawaken¬ 
ing; others have no idea of 
what they can do," Durfee 
says. 

"The whole idea of the pro j¬ 
ect is to help them get back 
on their feet again." 


Upon his release, the in¬ 
mate can solve one of his 
biggest immediate worries by 
finding —temporary employ¬ 
ment with or through Project 
Hope. 

Men working with the proj¬ 
ect earn regular income while 
attending meetings, receiving 
drug or vocational coun¬ 
selling, and participatiijg in 
creative leisure and commu¬ 
nity service activities.

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Along with financial securi¬ 
ty, they also receive vitally 
important moral sup|>ort lead¬ 
ing to a renewed self-respect 
and sense of responsibility. 

The source of the assistance 
Is also important. 

“In most cases the Project 
Hope people are a completely 
different peer group for the 
released inmate," Durfee 
says. 

“Most peoples’ lifestyles 
are determined by the kind of 
friefhds they associate with. 
It’s no different for a young 
man going into, or getting out 
of jail. 

"At Project Hope he gets to 
make new friends and meet 
people who’ve had difficulties 
similar to his own and who’ve 
managed to change their lives 
in a positive direction. 

"Attending a meeting, talk¬ 
ing about career opportuni¬ 
ties, playing handball, making 
“pottery or whatever, the im- 
portant thing is that an alter¬ 
native, more constructive life 
style is offered." 

Project Hope, like the Wil¬ 
kinson Road jail itself, con¬ 
sist! largely of young men 
whose trouble with the law 
started with drug abuse. 


One of them, now on the 
outside, tells of his own expe¬ 
rience : 

"When I got out I figured 
there were four things I could 
do — find a job, go on wel¬ 
fare, steal, or deal dope. 

“I didn’t want to get back 
In the trap thaj put me in the 
joint in the first place, but I 
was worried about whether 1 
could get a job. And since I’d 
spent time in jail I knew it 
would he really hard to get 
accepted for a good job. 

"A guy in jail had men¬ 
tioned Project Hope to me so 
I thought, ‘What have I got to 
lose? Nothing’. 

got involved with the 
project and it helped me 
come out of jail in a better 
space. It’s a place 1o go, to 
relate to, and lo get your 
mind unclattered." 

Another member, also a re¬ 
habilitated drug user, says 
the project has been valuable 
to him because "it made me 
accountable to someone. 

“This was the main factor. 

I needed a group of good peo¬ 
ple to whom I could feel re¬ 
sponsible; people who have 
found a better life than I had 
hut who knew what my prob¬ 
lems were all about."

l lames — the serious psychological games of human rela¬ 
tionships are played most intensely by people who are dis¬ 
turbed. To rec >gnize and understand these games is the first 
step toward self-awareness and rehabilitation. 

A number of inmates in Wilkinson Road Jail, through 
participation in an inmate-initiated group therapy program, 
have been making the effort to attain this understanding. For 
some, the results have been dramatic. 

Project Hope, the Victoria organization devoted to help¬ 
ing released inmates re-adjust to the community, has seen 
the group's participants in their “before and after." stages. 

The project's staff hav e been so impressed that they are 
now starling a parallel "avyareness group" outside the jail. 

In many cases, they say, the released prisoner who has 
gone through the program comes out well on the way to reha¬ 
bilitation and finds that his wife or friends could benefit from 
the same kind of group communication. 

So the “outside” group is Intended not so much for the 
ex-inmate himself as for those who are closest to him. The 
idea is to enable them to progress together toward better mu¬ 
tual and self-understanding. 

Both groups are based on the'principles of transacti »nal 
analysis, a method of behavior evaluation popularized in 
books such as (lames People Play and I'm OK — You're OK. 

Inmate Lawrence Roberts, who’s spent the last 11 of his 

years in and out of jail, read the books last June. After 
talks with University of Victoria educators and with other 
inmates, the awareness group was started through his in¬ 
itiative. ~ «*• 

Interviewed at a recent Project Hope meeting inside the 
jail, Roberts, a former heroin addict, said that the trknsac- 
tional analysis principles enabled him "to finally develop 
some insight into myself and the different facets of my per¬ 
sonality." 

The first lesson of transactional analysis is that each per¬ 
son has three ego states — parent, adult and child — which 
determine his action in a given situation. All are normal, but 
the idea approach is to keep each under control and operate 
from one’s "adult’’ reasoning capacities. 

The language of transactional analysis also includes the 
terms “OK"-and _“not OK” to indicate how a person feels 
about himself and others. These terms, applied to everyday 
situations, alhnv one to analyse such feelings as distrust 
depression, aggression and withdrawal. 

In jail, Roberts said, the men in the group “can examine 
and diicuss their transactions with others. 

“We might start by asking 'what’s happened today?’ or 
‘what’s your trip?’ and then go on to share our experiences 
and try to understand our own actions.” 


One experience commonly reported by prisoners is the 
"gallows transaction — the tightening of a noose around your 
neck by getting others to laugh at or appreciate your mis¬ 
takes." 

The drinker, for example, who enjoys entertaining others 
with his drunkenness, is asking people to help him become an 
alcoholic. 

The shoplifter who gets his friends to admire his ingenu¬ 
ity at. stealing is in a similar situation. In both cases, the 
"child" within a person is playing a dangerous, irrational 
game. 

The basic idea of this kind of analysis, Roberts said. Is to 
“get you to think about what you're saying or -doing before 
going through'-with it.” 

Although the inmates do not dwell on the past, they do 
come to grips with such questions as why they are in jail, 
what did they do to get there, did they deserve it, how should 
their lives be changed. 

The awareness group can also make use of psychodrama, 
ihe acting out of roles in situations such as job interviews, 
family arguments and drug dealing. 

Roberts explained that the purpose of the awareness 
group "was not to put someone in the hot seat and have him 
face hostile, judgmental questions. 

"We’ve found that people volunteer their difficulties with¬ 
out prodding, and they'll ask for opinions and suggestions. 

“We held the discussions to try to get our heads together, 
and that's precisely what we've done." 

In a progress report prepared for jail officials, Roberts 
noted that during the first seven weeks "the group has 
evolved from an apprehensive gathering of nine to become a 
positive, functioning group of reasonably well-oriented atti¬ 
tudes bent upon attaining ... responsibility. 

“A definite rapport has been established . . . extended it¬ 
self and become a lifestyle determining*«ositive encounters 
and transactions throughout everyday livinj." 

Of the nine inmates who started with the group, two have 
heeh released from jail, only one dropped out and several 
others are seeking permission to start another group. 

Roberts himself has almost a year to go before leaving 
jail but has already made plans to enter the University of 
Victoria, as a psychology student, upon his release. 

He considers himself a good example of the group's suc¬ 
cess. 

"Anyone who seriously wants to understand himseir or 
change his life is given the tools to do so. After this kind of 
group experience, you won’t be the same person you were 
before.”

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Behind-Scenes Ulster Agony Told in Book 


LONDON (CP) — Two 
young Belfast journalists have 
added a new chapter to the 
agonizing history of Northern 
Ireland with the first detailed 
account of the "war behind 
the war in Ulster.” 

In a book called Political 
Murder, Martin Dillon and 
Dennis Lehane tell of the bru¬ 
tality inflicted on the victims 
of Protestaht and Roman 
Catholic “assassination 
squads” who roam, virtually 
unhindered, through Ulster. 

The writers, both reporters 
with the Belfast Telegraph, 
describe a fund-raising visit 
to Canada in June by the head 
of the Protestant Ulster De¬ 
fence Association who re¬ 
turned to find the para-mili¬ 
tary organization convulsed 
by internal i^phtaval and his 
own authority challenged. 

Three month* later, his 
main rival. Tommy Herron, 
was found in a ditch south of 
Belfast, his head blown apart 
fcy a shotgun blast. 

The mainly Cafhollc Irish 
Republican Army, say the au¬ 
thors, initiated the assassi¬ 
nation campaign nearly two 
years ago. But since then, ex¬ 
treme Protestant groups are 
alleged to have been behind 
five times as many political 
murders as the Catholics. 

There also were suspicions 
shout circumstances sur¬ 
rounding two deaths caused 
by a spenial unit of the British 
army. 

The two men say Ihey de¬ 
cided to write their book, pub¬ 
lished by Penguin, partly to 
make the world aware of the 
honor still pervading Ulster 
Rnd partly because they were 
unable to get The Telegraph, 
owned by the Thomson Orga¬ 
nization Ltd. headed by Cana¬ 
dian-born Lord Thomson, to 
print all their news reports 
about the terror. 

One assassination described 


by Dillon and Lehane is that 
of Thomas Madden. 48. a 
Catholic bachelor who worked 
as a night watchman in a pre¬ 
dominantly Protestant Belfast 
factory. 

He had no involvement in 


politics, no known enemies 
and mixed freely with persons 
of both religions. But the atjr 
thors say Madden was picked 
up by a UDA squad, suspends 
ed naked from a ceiling with 
a slowly tightening noose 


while a double-edged knife 
was used to cut about 150 
pieces of skin from every part 
'of his body. A coroner later 
estimated the torture had 
lasted eight hours before he 
finally strangled. 


Dillon and Lehane say cases 
of the IRA actually torturing 
victims before they murder 
them are rare. 

An exception was the fairly 
recent death of Samuel White. 
He was found in a Belfast 


street with -several -bullet, 
holes in the head. But detec¬ 
tives said several “horrible 
gashes” had been inflicted on 
his body before death and he 
had been severely beaten.

killi n gs ha v e been -found cas¬ 
trated, with crosses burned 
into their stomachs by red-hot 
irons or with their fingernails 
pulled from their roots.

Mekong 
Swings 
In Blood 


SAIGON cu m — A bloody 
standoff battle along a 
Mekong River channel left 40 
communists and 32 South 
Vietnamese soldiers dead — 
the government’s highest 
death toll in the delta since 
the Jan. 28 ceasefire, the Sai¬ 
gon high command reported 
Saturday. 

But the communists failed 
in their apparent aim to cut 
Highway 4, Saigon’s “rice 
road,” Lf. Col. Le Tiling 
Hien, spokesman for the com¬ 
mand, said in a delayed re¬ 
port. 

In addition to the 72 killed 
on both sides in the late 
Wednesday afternoon battle, 
Hien said five government 
soldiers were missing and an¬ 
other 43 wounded. 

It was not Immediately 
known whether the commu¬ 
nists were Viet Cong or North 
Vietnamese regulars. Hien 
said. However, intelligence 
reports on other clashes in the 
same area indicate most of 
the communist troops there 
are Viet Cong with North 
Vietnamese replacements and 
reinforcements. 

The Viet Cong Saturday ac- 
ensed- the South Vietnamese 
government of a ‘‘mad 
scheme” to carry out bomb¬ 
ing practice in war /.one D, a 
longtime communist strong¬ 
hold in the bamboo jungles 
north of Saigon. 

The international truce 
team asked the Saigon com¬ 
mand Friday to clarify its no* 
tification that it would con¬ 
duct aerial bombardment 
practice in an area five miles 
wide that includes a disused 
helicopter strip where the 
Viet Cong released two cap¬ 
tured Canadian officers last 
July.

Homes Are Precious Gems 
In Average Man’s Diadem 


"We are just beginning to 
realize the sheer luxury of 
owning a home of our own 
and land.” 

After nearly a year of 
spiralling house prices, Capi¬ 
tal Region Board planning 
chairman Edith Gunning 
echoes the feelings of build¬ 
ers, realtors, politicians and 
those trying to buy a home in 
Greater Victoria. 

Everyone has a different 
story to tell about the great 
sellers’ market in housing 
which started in November, 
1972 and became feverish in 
the Victoria area in the early 
spring. 

Price Sprints 

During the past six months 
homes in sought-after areas 
have risen up to 30 per cent in 
value. Even in less attractive 
locations, most prices have 
sprinted well beyond any cost- 
of-living increase for the 
period. 

Now the indications are that 
a short supply of lending 
money, usual at this time of 
year, and higher-than-ever in¬ 
terest rates have cooled the 
housing boom, at least tempo¬ 
rarily. However, firm upward 
trend continues, particularly 
in lower-priced homes. 

At present there are few liv¬ 
able homes to be found any¬ 
where in the Victoria area for 
much under $25,000. The de¬ 
mand for these is fierce. 

Any further surge in the 
market next year — coincid-

ing with federal government 
easing up on the money sup¬ 
ply during the winter to fight 
unemployment — could push 
even this housing into the 
near luxury bracket. 

Western Canadians are not 
used to thinking of owning a 
single-family home and gar¬ 
den as a luxury item — at 
least not married couples with 
children. 


Many feel the time has 
fbme for housing to be freed 
from the spurts and slumps of 
an age-old private system of 
development which they 
claim has demonstrably failed 
over the past year. 

Those in the real estate 
business blame bureaucratic 
interference at all govern¬ 
ment levels for the housing 
shortage in the first place. 
Further restrictive interfer¬ 
ence would be nothing short 
of criminal they say. 

Municipalities, they claim, 
have pushed up servicing re¬ 
quirements and tightened zon¬ 
ing to such an extent that the 
availability and cost of ser¬ 
viced land is the major factor 
in spiralling house inflation. 

Freese Rasped 

The provincial govern¬ 
ment’s freeze on farmland 
has exacberated the situation, 
they say. 

At least one Victoria realtor 
has blamed the current wave 
of disillusionment felt by 
many young house-hunting 
couples on their own increas¬ 
ingly high expectations and 
expensive lifestyle. 

With credit easier to get 
than ever (especially for 
those couples where both hus¬ 
band and wife are wage- 
earners), most low-middle in¬ 
come young marrieds, he 
claims, can work their way 
into housing provided they are 
prepared to save and perhaps 
"rough it” for a while.

"What happened five, 10, 15 
years ago was,” he told the 
Colonist, "we wanted a house 
so we didn’t buy a stereo, or a 
color TV, we didn’t go skiing 
or on expensive weekends— 
we bought a goddamn house.” 

The realtor says that he has 
sympathy with couples who 
want an expensive motor car 
or who want to take holidays 
abroad, but "don’t bitch that 
you can’t buy a house.” 

Out of Reach 

Yet another Victoria area 
realtor takes the opposite 
viewpoint. She feels that cou¬ 
ples in the middle to lower in¬ 
come range (earnings, say, 
$700 or even $K00 a month) 
have very straightforward re¬ 
quirements but the $25,000 
needed to buy an older home 
or new condiminium is well 
out of their reach. 

"I admire the people in 
these brackets,” she said, 
"they know what they want 
but it’s $5,000 to $10,000 more 
than they can afford.” 

The fact remains that two 


married people starting out 
today—-though earning more 
than ever—have to pay more 
of their income to get started 
in a home than did their 
parents, say experts. 

Part of the postwar baby 
boom now reaching house¬ 
buying age, they face compe¬ 
tition in their search for a 
home from a larger number 
of couples marrying, more 
immigration and a growing 
influx of wealthy retired peo¬ 
ple from across Canada pre¬ 
pared to pay cash for a home 
in Victoria, the western Ri¬ 
viera. 

Statistics Show 

The statistics speak for 
themselves: in September, 
1972, there were 321 houses 
and duplexes on the market in 
Greater Victoria newly com¬ 
pleted and unoccupied, accor- 
dilng to Central Mortgage and 
Housing Corp. figures. A year 
later, there were 11 such 
homes.

Mills, People, Whole Town in Purview 

Boss of B.C. Forests Fountain of Energy

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams was bored for a 
week earlier this fall. 

"I just felt that we weren’t 
trying anything really quite 
bold enough," said the min¬ 
ister who devours work with 
an insatiable appetite. 

"I was actually bored. But 
one bored week out of 52 isn’t 
too bad.” 

in the 56 weeks since the 
New Democrat government 
took office Williams has ac¬ 
quired enough work and re¬ 
sponsibilities to keep anyone 
busy. As minister of lands, 
forests and water resources, 
and a key man in Premier 
Barrett’s 18 man cabinet, Wil¬ 
liams now takes •responsibility 
for: 

• One complete town; 
Ocean Falls, which the gov¬ 
ernment bought just as it was 
about to be shut down entire- 
ly; 

• ‘Abhut a dozen lumber 
and pulp mills which the gov- 
ernment has acquired 
throughout the province; 

• An institute of resource 
economics a government- 
financed think tank operating 
out of the University of Vic¬ 
toria; 

• An entirely new civil 
service group, the secretariat 
to the cabinet environment 
and land use committee which 
has broad powers over land 
and resource use and plan-! 
ning; 

• A development pro¬ 
gram in the province's 
northwest, involving Williams 
with other ministers in ques¬ 
tions of rail, road and water 
transportation, housing, 


lumber industry improve¬ 
ment, and encouragement of 
other industries; 

• The pollution control 
branch and board; 

• The huge B.C. Forest 
Service which has control 
over millions of acres of 
forest land across the prov¬ 
ince. 

Only the forest service and 
the pollution control depart¬ 
ment were government agen¬ 
cies when Williams took over 
the ministry. 

Still, he doesn’t think the 
creation of any of the new 
programs or government ini¬ 
tiatives has been his biggest 
accomplishment since taking 
office. 

That, he says, would have 
to be "the more obscure kind 
of thing—something as simple 
and as important as changing 
attitudes and values within 
the civil service.” 

"Recognition (by 11 \e forest 
service) that the forests 
aren’t just being managed for 
the production of timber and 
pulp, it’s a pretty fundamen¬ 
tal change. 

Morally Wrong 

"And just having the land 
department start to proceed 
in a really different way, I 
think is just great.” 

Williams admits that some 
sections of the service 
"haven’t changed at all.” But 
he is encouraged by workers 
like the senior forester who 
"concluded that it just would 
have been almost morally 
wrong” to use northern Ba- 
bine Lake to move logs, even 
though the federal fisheries 
department had said little 
serious damage would have 
been done. 
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Williams: tough left-winger . . . quiet . . . thoughtful 


For the senior managers in 
the department there have 
been many changes to be¬ 
come accustomed to since 
Williams took over. 

He is one of the toughest 
left-wingers in the cabinet, a 
man who doesn’t mind being 
termed a socialist although 
the word "does mean dif¬ 
ferent things to different peo¬ 
ple, so it’s a tough term to 
use.” 

During his six years in op¬ 
position, he was known as the 
NDP’s scandalmonger, the 
opjx>sition MLA who would go 
to much trouble to get all pos¬ 
sible facts about incidents 
which would discredit the So¬ 
cial Credit government. 

He didn’t say much, but 
whenever he did, It was a bit¬ 
ing, forceful attack on the 


Socreds, backed up by a great 
personal dislike for the party. 

Now that he is in govern¬ 
ment instead of opposition, 
some things haven’t changed. 
He still says little in the 
house, and he still dislikes the 
Socreds with an intensity 
shared by few other 
members. 

Iron-Fist 

W.A.C. Bennett, he said, 
had "almost totally corrupted 
the political currency of the 
province ... it was his iron- 
fist system, one guy called 
almost all the shots. 

"It was just the fact that 
there was simply no decent 
dialogue, and that was the cli¬ 
mate that had been created 
by this men (Bennett) and 
this group (the Socreds) for 


f 

two decades. 1 just thought, it. 
was so damned wrong and it 
didn’t Ijave to be that way.” 

Moreover, he believes, the 
remaining Socreds are per¬ 
sisting in keeping the same 
sort of climate going in the 
house. "It will take a couple 
of elections to cleanse the 
blood,” he said, but he can 
foresee the day when the Le¬ 
gislature will be a more ratio¬ 
nal, better place than it is 
now. 

Joint Basis 

He looks back for an exam¬ 
ple to the two years he spent 
on Vancouver council before 
being elected as a Vancouver 
East MLA in 1966. 

The council, he said, "was 
just a tremendous learning 1 


experience. I was the first 
NDPer to be elected in 20 
years, but it was great be¬ 
cause it was in effect a round 
table ... it was possible to 
build coalitions between the 
other members on different 
issues, and openly discuss 
things and try to achieve a 
policy on some kind of joint 
rcas >nable basis. 

"That really left me with 
about two years of culture 
shock when I came to this 
house. I honestly think it was 
about two years before I 
could learn how to handle my¬ 
self in that chamber.” 

A new-style Legislature is 
not the only improvement Wil¬ 
liams sees happening if the 
NDP stays in power for a few 
more years. 

He admitted he had held for 
years a vision of what sort of 
a province British Columbia 
could become, but added, 
"I’m no! very good at de¬ 
scribing that sort of thing re¬ 
ally." 

Then, going on in his quiet, 
thoughtful style: "We are a 
resource rich province, our 
people believe we are, and 
we’ve kept saying that those 
(resource) revenues are right¬ 
fully all of ours to share. I 
think we can shgre in those 
revenues to a degree that is 
unprecedented in North 
America. 

"It will allow us to develop 
any social program we want, 
almost, I suspedt almost to 
the point where the only limit 
might be our'-own imagina¬ 
tions. At times, I really do 
think that’s the only limit in 
British Columbia.” 

In fact, he said, British Co¬ 
lumbia could set a standard 
for most parts of the world. 
"In a way we’re almost like 
an underdeveloped nation in 


this province except that we 
don't have the problems that 
underdeveloped nations 
have.” 

An educated, small popula¬ 
tion, and many resources that 
are' already mostly owned 
commonly are the big assets 
which will allow B.C. to "do 
something unique" if its citi¬ 
zens want to. 

However, Williams empha¬ 
sizes, for that to happen there 
will have to be a lot of 
changes in the preseht sys¬ 
tem, and all of them moving 
away from the usual capital¬ 
ist way of doing things. 

But that doesn’t mean wip¬ 
ing out big business, and Wil¬ 
liams thinks corporations 
have grossly over-reacted to 
the NDP’s policies. | 

"One of my ‘fundamental 
goals in diversity. The more 
diverse we can become in 
every way, the better off we 
all will be." This means net 
only more direct government 
involvement in business Vnd 
industry, hut also more in¬ 
volvement of co-operatives 
and, community groups, and 
such experiments as workers 
on company boards of direc¬ 
tors and equity positions for 
workers in companies. 

All these things, he said, 
are "very different from the 
kind of drift into the arms of 
the multi-national corpora¬ 
tions that was taking place 
the last couple of decades." 

Williams, now at 40 the sec¬ 
ond youngest man in the cabi¬ 
net. said he has*been a social¬ 
ist "ever since I was a kid,” 
growing up in Vancouver’s 
East End where he first met 
Barrett at Britannia high 
school. 

That wasn’t unusual — "In 


our part of town 80 per cent of 
the kids were CCFers, maybe 
more.” Williams, however, 
didn’t become f actively in¬ 
volved in politics until the fed¬ 
eral election of 1958. 

He went to the University of 
British Columbia, received his 
master’s degree in town plan¬ 
ning, taught there for a year, 
then worked as ^a planning 
consultant all over southern 
B.C., but he never permanent¬ 
ly left Vancouver East until 
moving to Victoria when he 
became a minister. 

Coming here, he and his 
family moved to a house on 
Rockland, in an area where 
many cabinet ministers have 
lived. But, said Williams, they 
have found it "rather depress¬ 
ing really,” so they’re moving 
as soon as they can to Vic¬ 
toria West. 

. Little Sterile 

"I like Vic West. It’s the 
closest thing to what we're 
used to.” In the Rockland 
area, he said, the scenery was 
very beautiful, but "you don’t 
really have a neighbor. The 
opportunities for chance 
meetings or just getting a feel 
for the human element of the 
community, it's just not there. 

"There just isn’t much com¬ 
munication and there isn’t 
much diversity. It’s a little 
sterile. 

"You don't have that feeling 
in Vic West. You run into peo¬ 
ple on the street, and there’s 
a guy underneath his car, re¬ 
pairing it ©ut on the boule¬ 
vard, and there’s a warehouse 
nearby so there’s going to be 
work activity as well as play 
and living activity all mixed 
up together.

POINSBTTIA CULTURE 
(G. McA., Victoria) 

Your Poinsettia will do best 
in a sunny window of a cool 
room. Ideally, it likes a night 
temperature of between 58 
and 4*2 degrees with a rise of 
not more than 10 degrees dur¬ 
ing the daylight hours. Give 
water when the soil feels dry 
to the touch. 

It is very Important to see 
that your plant is never ex¬ 
posed to artificial light during 
the evening Itoutb. While it 
requires sunshine during the 
day, it should go to bed with 
the chickens, with complete 
and unbroken darkness all 
night and every night from 
sunset to dawn, otherwise it 
may refuse to develop any co¬ 
loring in its bracts. 

ONION SETS (L.G., Saan- 
Ichton) 

The little onion sets you 
grew from seed this summer 
cannot be planted out this 
fall. Not that they would 
winter-kill but because Ex¬ 
posure to winter cold would 
cause them to go to seed 
early next year. 

Store your little bulbs in a 
warm, dry place, ideally 
around 65 degrees, and plant 
out in the spring after the soil

warms up. If you can guard 
your crop of onion sets 
against any chilling while in 
winter storage, you can plant 
out even fairly large bulbs 
without much danger of their 
running up to seed. 

SPRUCE PRUNING (J.W., 
Maple Bay) 

Yes, it is possible to re¬ 
strain the growth of your 
Holster Bh#e Spruce to some 
extent by pruning. Allow the 
tree to reach the desired 
height, then nip the tip or tips 
off every year in June. Never 
let the tree get away on you 
so it becomes necessary to 
cut away back into old wood. 

The same treatment can be 
given the branch tips to re¬ 
strain lateral growth and to 
make the tree bush out. Nip 
out the central bud or “can¬ 
dle’' at the tip of each branch, 
again in June. -—-,i. 

Use care in working around 
a blue spruce, for brushing 
against it will rub away the 
blue wax coating on the need¬ 


les, and once gone, the lovely 
blue oolortng will never again 
return to those particular 
needles, although all new 
growth will have its normal 
blue coloring. 

FRAGRANT GLADIOLUS 
(K.O’N., Duncan) 

Most of the gladiolus varie¬ 
ties commonly grown have no 
scent at all, and I think the 
plant you are looking for must 
be Acidanthera murielae, a 
native of Ethiopia. While not 
a true gladiolus, it is a close 
relation and looks very much 
like a creamy white glad with 
chocolate-brown splashes on 
the petals, and with a clean, 
sweet fragrance. The bulbs 
axe quite a bit smaller than 
those of the tine glads, and 
they come into bloom consid¬ 
erably later in the season. 

The plant breeders have 
been hard at work trying to 
introduce fragrance into the 
gladiolus family, and with 
some success. While the scent 
is still not very strong, about 
tlie most fragrant are Pink

them into corn meal. 

Squaw com is grown prin¬ 
cipally for its ornamental 
value, as the cobs are varie¬ 
gated. with kernels in puiple. 
mauve, yellow, cream, red 
and black, all on the one cob. 
These are very striking In 
Thanksgiving and Harvest 
Home displays and arrange¬ 
ments, particularly when 
combined with ornamental 
gourds. 

For this purpose, the ears 
are left on the plant until they 
are quite hard and dry. No 
preservative of any kind is 
needed; these multi-colored 
cobs will keep indefinitely if 
thoroughly ripe and bone dry.

It's marvellous what the human race can do when we re¬ 
ally want to save lives. We can get together on an interna¬ 
tional basis in no time at all. 

Do you know that a global unit has recently been formed 
by scientists all over the world, under the auspices of their 
governments? It’s called the International Council to Combat 
Lethal Yellowing, and one of the UN officials in Rome is sec¬ 
retary general of the new council. 

What is lethal yellowing? It's a disease that is deadly to— 
the coconut palm tree. A disease that has killed millions of 
coconut trees in southern Florida and throughout the Caribbe¬ 
an. 


It was only discovered two years ago, but already inter¬ 
national steps are being taken by this UN offshoot to prevent 
the deaths of coconut trees, mostly through preventive injec¬ 
tions of antibiotics.

You Can, Too, Die of Insomnia 


One of the first things you 
learn in the newspaper busi¬ 
ness is to beware of absolutes. 

Report that something un¬ 
precedented has happened 
and you almost certainly will 
find yourself wTiting a correc¬ 
tion for the next edition. 

For someone surely will dis¬ 
cover that the same thing 
happened back in 1903. 

Due primarily to inexperi¬ 
ence, most physicians lack 
this cautionary bent. When a 
doctor commits himself to 
the public prints, he is likely 
to toss in a few categorical 
statements, figuring, perhaps, 
that nobody wiU bother to 
check them out. 

Which may be what hap¬ 
pened in an article on insom¬ 
nia in McCall’s magazine.

The author, Dr. William 
Nolen, wrote that “no one 
ever died of insomnia.” When 
I read this. I said to myself, 
“Aha! I’ll bet my last bottle 
of barbiturates he wrote that 
off the top of his head without 
consulting his medical li¬ 
brary.’’ 

Since insomnia is not nor¬ 
mally considered a terminal 
condition, I’U bet he just as¬ 
sumed nobody had ever died 
of it, I said. 

So saying, I picked up my 
copy of the The Guiness Book 
of World Records and turned 
in the section on “sleepless¬ 
ness.” 


There I was informed that 
the longest recorded period a 
human being had gone with¬ 
out sleep under medical su¬ 
pervision was the 11 days, 18

hours and 55 minutes of wake¬ 
fulness logged by Mrs. Bertha 
van der Merwe of Cape Town, 
South Africa, in 1968. 

I also was informed that a 
certain Toimi Artturinpoika 
Silvo of Hamina, Finland, was 
reputed to have stayed awake 
from March 1 to April 2 in 
1967. 

Both apparently survived, 
although Silvo lost 33 pounds. 

On tlie surface, these 
records appear to support No¬ 


len’s reference to zero fatali¬ 
ties among insomnia victims. 
But bear in mind both were 
cases of voluntary sleepless¬ 
ness. Insomnia, of course, is 
anything but voluntary. 
it it it 

Guiness curiously fails to in¬ 
clude the record for involun¬ 
tary sleeplessness. Neverthe¬ 
less, it contains grounds for 
impugning Nolen. 

It reports that tt certain 
Eustace Rushworth Burnett of 


Hose, Leicestershire, Eng¬ 
land, “claimed to have lost all 
desire to sleep in 1907, and 
that he never again went to 
bed.” He finally died in 1965 
at the age of 85. 

Since Guiness does not list 
tlie cause of death, it must be 
assumed that Burnett died 
from lack of sleep. It took 58 
years, but insomnia finally 
killed him. 

In his next article, I trust 
that Nolen will acknowledge 
the lethal potential or insom¬ 
nia. If something else doesn't 
get you first, sooner or later 
insomnia will.

Rut careful planning 
can overcome these if the 
plans are methodical and with 
a set goal. 

Dank Canadian National 
suggests a sound personal fi¬ 
nancial program should in¬ 
clude these elements: 

• A bank account for cur¬ 
rent expenses; 


Stud Tires 
Ban Stays 
In Ontario 


THUNDER BAY. Ont. <CP> 
— The Ontario government 
plans to continue its ban on 
the uise of studded tires. Gor¬ 
don Carton, minister of trans- 
portation and com¬ 
munications. said Saturday. 

Speaking at the second in a 
series of regional policy dis¬ 
cussions sponsored by the On¬ 
tario Progressive Conserva¬ 
tive party. Carton said the 
studs “cause havoc with the 
roads.“ and Quebec is con¬ 
sidering a similar ban. 

“The facts and figures I 
have do not warrant the resto¬ 
ration of studs.” Carton re¬ 
plied. 

The minister said the 
Prairie provinces could afford 
to permit the use of studs and 
the subsequent damage they 
cause because they have 
fewer roads to maintain. 

lie added that Quebec gets 
federal grants for roads while 
Ontario “gets no such assis¬ 
tance.’*

Test of Mettle 


• A resen e fund for 
emergencies;

Probably the largest single 
obstacles in planning retire¬ 
ment income is the extent of 
individual desire. 

“No challenge is more 
worthy of our mettle than that 
of early planning and loyally 
adhering to a pattern of finan¬ 
cial preparation." the hank 
says in one of its monthly 
newsletters. 

“The temptation is W'flWti' 1 " 
low up increased earnings in 
a higher standard of living; 
the years beyond 6.1 still 
seems to be far distant.” 

Every case is different, but 
here is an example: A mar¬ 
ried man, aged 40 and earn¬ 
ing 510 000 a year, wants to 
retire at 63. He feels he’ll 
need about $ 8,000 a year to 
maintain his standard of liv¬ 
ing because some of his ex¬ 
penses will be lower. But be¬ 


cause of the inroads of infla¬ 
tion that means he'll need an 
income of about 516.750 in 
1998 to give him the same 
purchasing as $ 8,000 docs^ 
now. 

That means he has to plan. 
his pension income according¬ 
ly. and it isn't as frightening 
as it first appears.. 

The govdThment old age 
pension by that lime should 
amount to about $5,000 a year. 
If our worker's income has 
risen as a result of inflation 
and Ivs own progress, he’ll 
probably have another $5,000 
a year tlirough a company 
pension. 

- Then if he has hern ablp 
to set aside about $ 1,000 a 
year in a registered retire¬ 
ment savings plan on which 


he saves income tax, he 
should have almost $80,000 in 
capital which, converted into 
a lifetime annuity, should 
bring about 59,500 a year. 
That’s a total of $19,500 a 
year, more than /( required to 
maintain the stancft^vl of liv¬ 
ing he wants. 

What’s the catch? The bank 
puts it this way: 

“The wage earner who 
plans methodically for retire¬ 
ment. and sticks' t > that 
faithfully, has every reason to 
assume that, barring serious 
and unavoidable setbacks, his 
old age and that of his wife 
may be well provided for. 

“Of course, the key to the 
example given is an early 
start. Not many commence 
planning at 40, which is re¬ 
grettable, but even later 
starts need not cause dismay. 
Better late than never.”

Kenneth Slade, assistant 
professor in the faculty of ed¬ 
ucation at the University of 
British Columbia, in a talk in 
the Paint Cellar at the 
Empress, told about an exper¬ 
iment with hypnosis. 

Eighteen students in a sum¬ 
mer remedial reading course 
at the university, between the 
ages of eight and 14, took 
part. 

One third were given post¬ 
hypnotic suggestions« in the 
first and second weeks of the 
program, one third were 


given the same suggestions on 
a conscious level and the re¬ 
maining one third were given 
no such suggestions al all. 

The suggestions were that 
their level of reading ability 
was not their fault, that the 
time to improve is now, that 
there was no longer any rea¬ 
son to be afraid of reading, 
that they would be able to 
concentrate and others. 

There was little difference 
between the three groups in a 
wide range achievement test 
taken at the start of the pro¬ 
gram, and at the finish it was 
found there was no significant 
difference.

Finally the Kenya govern¬ 
ment, under pressure from 
conservationists, international 
wildlife societies and its own 
public opinion, has declared 
an all-out campaign to halt 
the poachers and bring the 
ivory black market under con¬ 
trol. 

There is now a ban «*tt the 
sale of all ivory in shops and 
warehouses pending a "na¬ 
tional stock-taking." All liunt- 
■ing licences for elephants 
have been suspended and 
there is a complete ban on 
elephant killing. 

Legal hunting is, of course, 
far from the real problem. 
But in the w ay of the world in 
Africa it is not surprising that 
it is politically necessary to 


halt white hunters from shoot¬ 
ing elephants as a first atep in 
cracking down effectively on 
native |>oachers. 

Moreover, it is cleai^that 
the poachers in the bush are 
only i>art. of the problem. Pro- 
lection, corruption and 
payoffs in the ivory black 
market almost certainly run 
high up in the Kenya covern- 
ment. 

Evidence of- this came in a 
Kenya magistrate's court re¬ 
cently when the wives of two 
prominent. public officials 
were each fined $2,71)0 for 
"unlawful jiossession of game 
trophies" three elephant, 
tusks and three rhino horns, 
another hot item on the ani¬ 
mal black market. 

The women v were" Esther 
Mawikali, wife of an assistant 
minister tor tourism and wild¬ 
life, and Margaret Muthoni, 


wife of an assistqnt executive 
officer .of the Pynethrum 
board. 

Ivory has increased more 
than tenfold in value in the 
last five years. In 1968 at the 
annual controlled auctions 
held by the Kenya game de¬ 
partment in Mombasas, the 
price was about $5.50 per kilo. 
Today. good-quality tusks 
bring upwards of $00 a kilo, 
which means anywhere from 
$2,500 to $3,000 a pair. 

Even the legal, controlled 
sales and c.kporls of ivory 
from Kenya show an incred¬ 
ible jump this year and no¬ 
body knows how much is 
smuggled out in dhows from 
the coast or under false cargo 
invoices by air or by sea. 

In the first three months of 
1972. Kenya's ivory exports 
totalled about $285,000. In the 
first -three months of 1973 -they 
soared to $2,235,000, and es-

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timates are that current sales 
are averaging $1.5 million a 
month. Much of this increase 
is due to the runaway black 
market inflation of ivory 
prices.

Says a Kenyan familiar 
with the problem: 

"Obviously the poor hunter 
in the bush isn't getting much 
of that There is a middle 
man who pays him and carts 
the tusts away. He then pays 
off to somebody who legalizes 
the ivory maybe declares it 
to have been from an ele¬ 
phant which died a natural 
death Or there is a payoff for 
an export licence or a false 
cargo invoice. Another part of 
the problem ^ is that both 
Asians and British in Kenya 
are constantly trying to get

money out as a hedge against 
their political future here, and 
for that purpose ivory is as 
good as gold.”

Scientists and adventurers 
from five, countries have 
joined forces in an unexplored 
area of Papua-New Guinea's 
highlands in the hope of find¬ 
ing the world’s deepest cave. 

They will explore a site 
called the Muller Range, 
known in contain_ limestone - 
more than 5,000 feet deep. 

The deepest known cave is 
the 4,399-foot-deep Gouffre de 
la Pierre St. Martin in the 
Basses^yrenees on the Fran- 
c<»-Spanish border. 

The leader of the Papua- 
New Guinea expedition. Dr. 
Julia James, hopes that the 
Muller Range will have caves 
more than 4,000 feet deep. 
"Aerial photographs show 
plenty of sink-holes ai the 
site," she said. 

The project was organized 
by a Papua-New Guinea cave 
exploration group in conjunc¬ 
tion with similar groups from 
Australia, New Zealand, Sin¬ 
gapore and Britain. 

Before setting out from Port 
Moresby for the Muller 
Range, Dr. James looked at. 
aerial photographs of the pro¬ 
posed route and said: "Dif¬ 
ficult to bloody impossible."

New Zealand’s Worst Storm 


Salvage of Sunken Wahine 
Sets Record $3 Million Cost Z* 


LONDON (Reuter) — What 
on earth could flatten 60,000 
trees in Siberia with a mighty 
bang but leave not even a 
crater? 

The question has bothered 
scientists since the explosion 
occurred on the night of June 
30, 1908. A meteorite would 
surely have left a big crater. 

Theories have ranged from 
the bizarre to the ridiculous. 
One wax that the blast result¬ 
ed from the aerial destruction 
of a nuclear-powered space¬ 
ship from another civilization. 

Rubbish, say the Russians. 

And that is also likely to be 
their response to the latest 
theory from two IJ.S. scien¬ 
tists. The Americans say they 
believe the forest was de¬ 
stroyed by one of those mys¬ 
terious “black holes % from 
outer space plunging clean 
through the earthh and out the 
other side. 

Some Evidence 

'Hie “black hole” theory 
may sound as far-out as the 
alien spaceship idea, but sci¬ 
entists A. Jackson and Michel 
Ryan, writing to Nature mag¬ 
azine from the University of 
Texas centre for relativity 
theory, produced some per¬ 
suasive evidence. 

A black hole, according to 
theory and no one has yet 
positively located one is 
what, results when a star runs 
out of nuclear energy. Instead 
of exploding, as with an 
excess of energy, it implodes 

falls in on itself. Its collaps¬ 
ing atoms become smaller 
and smaller and more and 
more dense. 

Sucked In 

So great is the gravity of 
these black holes that any¬ 
thing within reach, including 
light, is sucked in and swal¬ 
lowed. What hapens to this 
trapped matter then is really 
beyond the understanding 
eyen of the theorists. 


The whole thing springs 
from Einstein's theory of rela¬ 
tivity. 

Jackson and Ryan advance 
the argument that the black 
hole which struck Siberia in 
1908 had condensed to the 
point where it was no bigger 
than a speck of dust but 
weighed many millions of 
tons. 

It might have swallowed up 
the earth had it not beep tra¬ 
velling at “escape velocity" 
a speed in excess of 25,000 
miles an hour, enough to 
-break a way from the earth's 
orbit. 

Shot Out 

This speed, the Americans 
say. meant that it simply 
drilled right through the 
earth, gobbling up a mini¬ 
mum of matter on route, and 
shot out ihe other side in the 
North Atlantic somewhere be¬ 
tween Ihe Azores and New¬ 
foundland. 

They calculate that one ef¬ 
fect of such an event would be 
to cause a great column of 
blue light at the point where 
the black hole entered the 
earth. And they note that this 
is precisely what eyewit¬ 
nesses reported seeing at the 
time. 

What’s more, the sort of 
temperatures it would gener¬ 
ate would cause the scorching 
found on trees at the centre of 
the Siberian impact. 

Pin-Prick 

And there would be no 
crater. Just a pin-prick. 

But the Russians have some 
ideas of their own. While still 
referring to the event as “the 
tungus meteorite." they admit 
that no known meteorite could 
cause that much damage 
sheer destruction for 20 miles 
in all directions. 

But supposing It was the 
core of a comet, the so-called 
comet head, which exploded 
in the air before striking the 
ground? 

That was ihe theory which

a team of scientist* *et out to 
test last year. 

And in a report which goes 
without comment by the 
Americans, they said their 
finding confirmed it was in¬ 
deed an exploding comet 
head.

WELLINGTON, N.Z. (CP) 
Believed to be the most ex¬ 
pensive salvage job in wreck 
clearance ever undertaken, 
the removal of the sunken 
vessel Wahine from the en¬ 
trance to Wellington harbor 
has ended at last after more 
than five years. 

The line new Inter-island 
passenger and car ferry Wa¬ 
hine at 9.000 tons was 
wrecked on April 10, 1968. in 
the worst storm in New Zea¬ 
land's recorded history. The 
tragedy cost the lives of 51 
people. 

The Wahine struck a no¬ 
torious reef in the harbor en¬ 
trance and sank in a position 
which added to the hazards of 
navigation in had weather. 
Removal was essential, but 
the task proved extraordi¬ 
narily difficult. 

Originally it was planned to 
fill the hull with buoyant ma¬ 
terial enabling it to be refloat¬ 
ed and taken into deep water 
for sinking. But after much 
work had been done in pre¬ 
paration for moving the 
wreck, another storm broke 
the vessel into three pieces. 

Salvage plans had to be 
made again and eventually it 
was decided that the only 
practicable system was to cut 
the vessel laboriously into 
pieces and remove them one 
at a time. 

Piece* weighing 40 to 50 
tons were lifted and laken 
ashore where they were cut 
up into scrap. The work was 
frequently interrupted by had 
weather. One diver was killed 
through an underwater explo¬ 
sion from a hydrogen cutting 
torch. 

In the course of salvage, 
large numbers of personal 
items were recovered and 
where possible returned to the 
owners, some of whom could 
* be identified through records 
of the cabins they occupied. 
Other items were recovered 
from wrecked cars — one was 
a Scottish broadsword, many 


hundreds of years old and a 
treasured family heirloom. 

Insurance representatives 
have refused to release de¬ 
tails the cost of the opera¬ 
tion, but it is known to have 
exceeded S3 million last year, 
and when completed at the 
end of September Is estimated 
to have been well over $3.5 
million. 

Claims for the hull and ma¬ 
chinery are believed to have 
been in the vicinity of $6.5 
million, making the total in¬ 
surance claim some $10 mil¬ 
lion. 

However, the cost of the 
Wahine salvage job is likely 
to be dwarfed before long in 
the removal of the former 
liner Queen Elizabeth, burned 
out in Hong Kong.

Fall Colors Beautiful 
On Logging Roads 


We lost no time In taking 
advantage of MacMillan Bloe- 
del’s new logging road maps 
and that company’s wide open 
public access program last 
weekend. 

We headed into brand new 
country for us on Saturday 
and drove the logging roads, 
trails, sometimes almost just 
paths, through the bush, from 
Skutz Falls south to the Burnt 
Bridge on the Koksilah River. 

As a matter of fact the new 
maps don’t even show the log¬ 
ging roads connecting up at 
the Burnt Road, but they did. 

We found the logging road 
travel beautiful with trees in 
their spectacular golden and 
red fall colors. 

Slimy Mud 

We also found some of the 
| mostly-unused roads pretty 
bad and at one j>oint heading 
up the narrow mountain trail 
from Skutz Falls we came 
across a huge rock — about 
five feet in diameter - dead 
centre in the road, with bare¬ 
ly enough room to get around 
] one side. 

Wife Taffy and Labrador 
Little Jo got out — just in 
case we slid over the bank 
and also to guide us across 
the road, which at that point 
was not much more than a 
hole and a ditch, filled with 
slimy mud caused by the 
heavy rains of that Saturday 
morning. 

We had seen a couple of 
pickup trucks on the road and 
we reasoned if they could 
make it, so could we . . . and 
we did. 

Actually, there wasn’t much 
else to do. We had been com¬ 
ing up a steep and rather 
bumpy hill, which was being 
rutted by runoff. To turn back 
would have meant a difficult 
backup job for considerable 
distance. 

Spur Roads 

That was the only hazard¬ 
ous part of the trip, but we 
did manage to get lost tempo¬ 
rarily when we took some 
spur roads by mistake and 
then found the spurs that 
were marked didn’t corre¬ 
spond with any on the new 
MB map. For instance we 
turned on to the S5C spur, but 
there is no such spur on the 
map, although there are S5D, 
S5G and S5F spurs that we 
didn’t see signed. 

The lesson is to keep to the 
mainline roads, but some¬ 
times these are much more 
overgrown than the spurs 
which have been recently 
logged and unless they are 
marked it is hard to follow 
the map. 

There are far more roads 
than the maps show. 

Don't Stray 

To make this expanded road 
access program work there 
will have to be more signing, 
so recreationists don’t stray

into active logging areas by 
mistake. 

Of course if you stifck to the 
in-use mainline roads you 
won’t run into any of the trou¬ 
ble we did. But, getting lost 
temporarily is part of the fun 
of logging road explorations. 

Normally you would enter 
the MB Shawnigan Division 
system from the Deerholme 
headquarters on a wide and 
fairly smooth gravel logging 
mainline. 

But, we entered from Skutz 
Falls, over the logging bridge 
onto the pretty well aban¬ 
doned Mayo logging roads, 
which connect up with the MB 
roads. 

Loop Trips 

Actually the Shawnigan sys¬ 
tem provides a number of 
loop trips. 

You can drive from Skutz 
Falls through to Deerholme, 
Koksilah, or Weekes Lake on 
the Shawnigan-Bear Creek- 
Port Renfrew Road, and for 
some reason Weekes is shown 
as Trout Lake on the MB 
map. 

You can also loop from 
Weekes Lake to Deerholme or 
Koksilah and vice versa. 

There are also a number of 
good fishing lakes in the 
Shawnigan Logging Division, 
best of which is Wild Deer 
Lake. Others are Keating, 
closest to Deerholme, Lois 
and Crescent, and some of the 
streams provide trout fishing. 

After the heavy rains I 
wouldn’t like to venture a 
guess as to how much longer 
the road from Skutz will be 
passable. In Saturday’s rain, 
flowing water was already 
eroding the side of the road, 
which is pretty narrow and 
you already have to seek a 
spot to allow another vehicle 
to pass. 

Here is our mile-by-file 
trip, and I suggest you clip it 
out and put it with our Log¬ 
ging Road Tavel books, be¬ 
cause this was a new 
exploration for us. 

Mile Zero — Skutz Falls 
bridge. 

Mile .6 — Road on left, 
leads downstream to vicinity 
of south bank of Cowichan 
River, opposite Stpltz picinic 
grounds. This will be another 
exploration. 

There are a number of side 
roads, mostly unused, but we 
kept straight ahead, up steep 
hill, and we passed several 
pickup trucks, probably hunt¬ 
ers. 

Mile 2.8 — After winding 


hill climb we came to the 
huge boulder in centre of road 
and wondered whether to turn 
back, but didn’t. It had to be 
near the top and start o/ MB 
roads. 

Mile 3.8 — Junction. Right 
probably leads to some caves 
on secondary MB road, but. 
we kept straight ahead, 
through pretty second growlh. 

Mile 6 — A Junction T, 
which we took to mean our 
arrival at mainline road and 
we turned left on to a system 
of spurs that proved very 
rough at times, and we could 
discover no way out. We tra¬ 
velled six miles along those 
spurs and then returned to the 
six-mile junction and this 
time we kept right, which is 
what we should have done at 
first. 

Mile 6.8 — Junction with 
MB mainline from Deer¬ 
holme, and this time there 
was no mistaking we were <>ri 
the right road. It was smooth 
gravel and wide, and there 
was a fair amount of traffic. 

A right turn would have taken 
us into active logging and the 
headwaters of the Fleet 
River, which holds some 
sporty pan-sized trout. We 
kept left, towards Deerholme. 

Mile 7.8 — Junction. Main¬ 
line on right leads about 10 
miles to join with Shawnigan 
— Bear Creek — Port Ren¬ 
frew Road in vicinity of 
Weekes Lake. We kept 
straight ahead towards Deer¬ 
holme ad Wild Deer Lake 
junction. 

Mile 10.9 — Junction Cross¬ 
over Road for up and down 
traffic . We kept right. 

Boat Launch 

Mile 11.8 — Junction. 

Straight ahead about six 
miles for Deerholme. We 
turned right towards Wild | 
Deer Lake and Koksilah. We j 
were really heading for a side 1 
trip to Wild Deer, but ended ! 
up at Koksilah instead. 

Mile 12.8 -- Junction. Loft 
would lead back about 5*,i 
miles, to Deerholme. We kept 
right. 

Mile 14.8 — Fork. We kept 
straight ahead and left, but 
we should have - kept right 


short distance for Wild Deer 
Lake boat launch. 

Mile 16.9 — We travelled on 
narrow road with cliff on left 
and fair amount of fallen rock 
on road. At this point we met 
fleet of five four-wheel drive 
trucks and they told us we 
were heading towards Koksi¬ 
lah River Burnt Bridge and 
they had no idea where to find 
Wild Deer Lake. They though 
we could make it to Koksilah. 

No Hunting 

Mile 17.4 — “No hunting” 
signs and indications of small 
development of some kind on 
right. 

Mile 18.9 — Junction, with 
first class logging road. We 
turned right, but after 1 % 
miles came to gate and active 
logging signs. The map 
doesn’t show this road, and it 
doesn’t show any road con¬ 
necting with the Burnt Ridge 
and Port Renfrew Road, so 
we were puzzled. We returned 
tp Mile 18.9 intersection and 
kept to the left. 

Mile 21.4 — Burnt Bridge 
over Koksilah. As we drove 
down the hill towards the 
Burnt Bridge we were able to 
see the Koksilah and familiar 
roads. But this was a new log¬ 
ging road since our visit to 
this area last year and we 
had to check on the camping 
and picnicking areas we like 
to visit.

Half a mile back along 
the logging road we found a 
side road leading to the picnic 
and camping area beside the 
Koksilah upstream from the 
Burnt Bridge, and that is 
where we stopped for lunch 
and to watch the last four in¬ 
nings of the sixth World 
Series game on our portable 
TV. which hooks into our cig¬ 
arette lighter. 

From the Burnt Bridge it is 
3.1 miles to the West Arm 
Road around Shawnigan 
Lake. 6.1 miles to the junction 
at Mason’s Store and Patio at 
the head of the lake, 6.4 miles 
to Shawnigan Village, and 9.8 
miles back to the Island High¬ 
way at Mill Bay.

Officials Plot To Capture 

The World’s Ugliest Bird 


SACRAMENTO. Calif. 
(UPI) — Zoo officials are 
plotting to capture a five-foot 
high Marabou stork with eight 
foot wings that roosts atop a 
utility pole at night and eats 
grasshoppers in a cow pasture 
by day. 

The stork escaped last 
August from the Oakland Zoo, 
85 miles away. It is described 
by ornithologists as the 
world’s uglist bird. 

The stork fled its pen. 
which is shared with two 
camels, when the feathers 
that had been clipped from a 
wing grew back, zoo officials 
said. The stork, which has a 
piek-axe-like beak, is by na- 
ture a long-distance flyer, 
able to migrate between conti¬ 
nents. 

"Get close and he’ll lake 
off," said Leo Santos, an Oak¬ 
land Zoo spokesman. "He 


could fly from here to Oregon 
with no strain at. all. We’ll 
never catch him in the day¬ 
time. that’s for sure." 


In the end, he said, they 
may have to sneak up on him 
at night while he sleeps — 
atop a 50-foot high utility pole.

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Inmates Say Prison Riot Chafed by Director 


WEW WESTMINSTER (CP) 
— The Columbian says state¬ 
ments smuggled out from 
B.C. penitentiary prisoners in¬ 
dicate a $100,000 disturbance 
in which 44 cells were dam- 
a n ml Oci. 5 began only as “a 
mild protest.” 

The newspaper says one 
prisoner claimed that a full- 
scale riot resulted from over¬ 
reaction by the prison ad¬ 
ministration under director F. 
R. Graves. 

The smuggled: unsigned 
documents were obtained by 
the Columbian Friday from a 
verified inmate source. 
Among other things, they list 
inmates' grievances said to 
have led up to the original 
protest and soVne of the 
events which ' preceded the 
riot. 

"Mr. Graves said inmates 
refused to go to the yard on 
Friday evening Oct. 5," one 
statement says. "This is not 
true. They could not have re¬ 
fused because it is their privi¬ 
lege to either go to the yard 
or stay in the cell. Some in¬ 
mates exercised this privilege 
as a mild form of protest. 
This does not constitute a 
riot.” 

The prisoner said another 
tier of cells was opened and 
as no one wished to go to the 
gymnasium, Mr. Graves or¬ 
dered lockup (in cells) "for 
the entire population.” 

"It was this Indiscriminate 
manoeuvre by Mr. Graves 
and security which led to the 
actual riot,” the prisoner s 
statement says. 

Contrary to early official re¬ 
ports that "a change in 
weather conditions” and the 
prison’s recreational program 
as a result, had sparked the 
riot, the prisoner said it was a 


failure to recognize "many 
needs of the population in 
order to assume a rational 
existence.” 

One complaint he lists is 
that a Protestant prison chap¬ 
lain is also acting as deputy 
warden and officer of court. 
(The court officer is detailed 
to appear In court when in¬ 
mates face trial). , 

The inmate says because'of 
this, prisoners do not have the 
confidential services of "an 
actual minister” in time of 
need because the chaplain is 
regarded as a member of the 
security staff. 


The statement also com¬ 
plains about: 

• Prison medical facili¬ 
ties not always being avail¬ 
able. 

• Dirty * kitchens, poor 
food preparation, sloppy scr- , r 
vice, dirty and insufficient 
trays and poor kitchen staff. 

• Poor recreation facili-. 

ties. % , 

• Poor visiting arrange¬ 
ments with inmates called 
late when visitors are waiting 

sometimes as long as 60 
minutes. 

• Censorship of mail to 
commissioner of peniten¬ 


tiaries, mail disappearing, 
and mail arriving many days 
"and often weeks” late. 

• Abusive treatment by 
staff. “Not necessarily vio¬ 
lent” but calculated to cause 
•trouble. 

• Poor living conditions 
in east and north wings. 

The Columbian says, an¬ 


other smuggled statement 
claimed the inmate, commit¬ 
tee resigned shortly before 
the riot because its proposals 
were met with such replies 
as; • We’ll look into it," "It's 
not in the budget,” or "We 
haven’t got enough staff.” 

The statement said that on 
the night of the disturbance, 


prisoners heard on cel! ear¬ 
phones connected to the pri¬ 
soner-operated closed circuit 
radio system that custody of¬ 
ficers were using tear gas and 
putting men "in the hole" — 
the special correctional unit. 

The prisoner’s statement 
continued: 

"Saturday and Sunday 


the institution was fairly quiet 
but periodic noise would burst 
out from cells. Every man 
that had any involvement in 
other riots in other institu¬ 
tions was taken to the hole. 


Everyone that went to the 
hole received a very short 
haircut. Any inmate who re¬ 
sisted was beaten with night¬ 
sticks and (sprayed with) 
Mace.

A study done in Mexico 
showed that Indian children 
were able to read Spanish 
more easily after learning to 
read their own Indian lan¬ 
guage. 

Similarly, a study done in 
Sweden showed that children 
taught to read a local dialect 
first and standard Swedish 
later were superior in reading 
the latter compared with chil¬ 
dren from the same dialect 
area who were introduced to 
reading only standard Swed¬ 
ish from the beginning. 

Starting with the Indi?» n- 
guage or local Swedish dnuect 
showed the children a clear 
relationship between the 
speech they knew and the 
written form to be acquired 
and so made the learning of 
concepts necessary to reading 
easier.

After Grasping Concepts , 
Child Cracks Written Code

the contract between their 
spoken language and the writ¬ 
ten form of the new language 
created a confusion that hin¬ 
dered learning. 

The two studies were cited 
by John Downing, professor of 
education at the University of 
Victoria, in an address to the 
International Reading associ¬ 
ation conference held at the 
Empress Hotel this weekend. 

Style May Confuse 

A language confusion prob¬ 
lem may occur also, Downing 
■aid, when the style used in 
written language differs from 
the style of spoken language 
the child is used to. 

For example, a reader used 
in a Scottish school contained 
tlie following sentence: "Up 
the hill went Jack, said 
Sally.” That sentence struc¬ 
ture would scarcely have oc¬ 
curred in normal speech, 
Downing said. 

To help alleviate language 
confusion, the teacher must 
be flexible and "fit in” with 
the child’s language or dia¬ 
lect. 

Downing also advocated the 
use of volunteers in the 
schools to help children who 
speak a foreign language get 
some experience relating the 
written to the spoken form of 
their own language. 

Teachers must also be 
aware, Downing said, that all 
children differ from adults in 
their ability to develop lan¬ 
guage concepts and that these 
concepts must be. learned, be¬ 
fore a child -can learn to read. 

Labelling Process 

Downing mentioned the 
work of child psychologist 
Jean Piaget who observed 
that verbal forms evolve 
more slowly than actual 
understanding. That is, a 
child first develops concepts 
and then finds categories or 
labels for them. 

For example, only when a 
child begins to grasp the con- 



tion for discussion of concepts 
can be imparted to the child if 
the teacher is careful, he 

said. 

First of all, the teacher 
needs to be clear about the 
linguistic concepts involved in 
reading. He criticized the 
training of teachers in this 
regard, saying that many 
teachers have inadequate 
knowledge of linguistic con¬ 
cepts they must impart to 
their students if they are to 
learn to read. 

With a careful teacher, 
reading concepts can tie 
taught by building on the 
basic knowledge the child has 
about talking, Downing said. 

"'Hie child comes to school 
and he knows certain things 
about talking. He knows that 
he can get things by talking

cept of "letter” will he try to 
label it and only then will he 
be interested in knowing the 
label and be motivated to 
learn to read. Downing said. 

In discussions with five- 
year-olds in London. Downing 
found they had no idea what 
reading means. 

"They didn't know what 
reading is. They didn't know 
what a sound was. They 
didn't know what a letter 
was.” 

He said studies done in the 
U.S. in which children were 
given sentences printed on a 
card and asked to take scis¬ 
sors and cut one word off the 
card indicated the children 
did not understand the con¬ 
cept of "word". 

Some of the children would 
cut off half a word, some two 
words, Downing said. 

With adults, the concepts in¬ 
volved in reading can be ver¬ 


bally explained but children 
may be too young to under¬ 
stand verbal explanations. 

Drills to teach children indi¬ 
vidual letters and sounds 
when they have not developed 
concepts within which to fit 1 
the information are also h 
useless and sometimes worse 
than useless. They can cause | 
feelings of puzzlement and a ] 
sense of inadequacy. 

The key to overcoming the | 
problem of concept develop- | 
ment, he said, is to make the , 


learning of reading relevant 
to the child’s needs and ex¬ 
pectations.

Abroad the drug was es¬ 
timated to have affected the 
two in five women in early 
pregnancy who took it.

Often 
there were rudimentary 
fingers arising from a stub 
below the shoulder. 

.Some infants had hearing 
impaired, lacked an ear, or 
had deformities of eyes, eso¬ 
phagus' or intestinal tract. 
Most were thought of normal 
mentality. 

In West Germany, hardest 
hit by the thalidomide trage¬ 
dy. there were no cases of 
this rare deformity in eight 
clinics between 1954 and 1959 
but there - were 83 cases in 
1960 and 302 In 1961. 

The link between the drug 
and the deformities was final¬ 
ly proved in Europe. 

Within weeks. Dr Kelsey 
a n d thalidomide l>ecame 
household words. She re¬ 
ceived thousands of letters 
mainly from mothers of 
healthy children. They en¬ 
closed pictures of their happy 
babies. 

Today letters still dribble in 
to the 59-vear-old McGill Uni¬ 
versity graduate Dr. Kelsey, 
who has Inith an MD and 
PhD. in pharmacology. 

She says the experience 
didn't change her life. Rather, 
it was just ‘interesting to be 
a part of changes in drug reg¬ 
ulations." 

Much has occurred since 
that time.

Stalemate Ends 4 
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By JOSEPH W. GK1GG 

Btiftuy (UPI) •— The 
fourth Arab-Israeli war in 25 
years may have ended in a 
militant stalemate. 

But for the Arabs it also 
ended a myth—the belief the 
Israelis are invincible. 

As President Anwar Sadat, 
of Egypt put it Monday when 
he accepted the ceasefire, 
"Our forces have proven their 
courage, ability and sacrifice 
on the battlefield." 

"It was their great and gal¬ 
lant action alone," he said, 
"which broke the stalemate in 
the crisis, changed the de 
facto situation and political 
map of the entire Middle East 
area and ended for good the 
arrogance and foolishness of 
force that was practiced by 
the Israeli enemy for the past 
25 years." 

Defeat and humiliation in 
three successive wars in 1948, 
1956 and 1967 had eaten deep 
into the soul of the Arabs. 

Failure through either dip¬ 
lomatic pressure or a war of 
attrition on the Suez Canal in 
1970 to get Israel to surrender 
any of the territory she oc¬ 
cupied in 1967 left Egypt and 
her Arab allies with a feeling 
of deep frustration. 

They may have gained little 
in the way of territory in the 
1973 war. 

But, as Sadat said, they felt 
at least it ended the stalemate 
and opened up the way for a 
whole new deal and redraw¬ 
ing of the map of the Middle 
East. 

Beirut’s influential news¬ 
paper. A1 Anwar, summed up 
the feelings of Arabs: "Israel 
has come out of the war badly 
wounded. It has lost forever 
the myth of secure boundaries 
and the invincible state." 

Whatever the Arabs may 
have been out to achieve 
when they launched the war 
Oct. 6, they failed to score 
anything approaching a bat¬ 
tlefield knockout. 

There seems little doubt 
that by attacking on Israel's 
Yom Kippur holyday, the 
Jewish day of atonement, 
they hoped to achieve an ini¬ 


tial surprise that might even 
destroy Israel’s armed forces, 
just as Israel destroyed the 
Arabs by its pre-emptive 
strike in June, 1967. 

In fact, the Arabs did score 
some major gains at the out¬ 
set. 

The Egyptian arm stormed 
across the 200-yard-wide Suez 
Canal Oct. 6 with an operation 
that could only have l>een the 
result of years of training and 
rehearsing under the guid¬ 
ance of Soviet instructors. 

They stormed Israel’s sup¬ 
posedly unbreachable Bar 
Lev Line, established a solid 
bridgehead along the east 
bank of the canal and pushed 
the Israelis back between 10 
and 15 miles^ 

In the north, the Syrians hit 
the thin Israeli defence forces 
hard on the Golan Heights — 
again by surprise — pushed 
the Israelis back to the out¬ 
skirts of Kuneitra, the only 
town on the heights, and near¬ 
ly drove them off the sloi>es of 
8,000-foot Mount Hermon. 

In both offensives the Arab 
forces showed the results of 
years of training by Soviet in-, 
structure. They also showed 
an unexpected mastry of the 
billions of dollars worth of 
new Soviet equipment they 
had received since 1967. 

Still more, they showed a 
fighting spirit entirely dif¬ 
ferent from the demoraliza¬ 
tion of 1967 when they tossed 
away their boots and ran or 
surrendered in droves to the 
Israelis. 

But by the end of the first 
week of fighting the tjile of 
battle turned. 

The Israelis regained their 
balance, rushed up tank and 
air reinforcements, pushed 
the Syrians off the Golan 
Heights and 'back towards 
their capital of Damascus. 

It probably was only the 
hurried intervention of fresh 
Iraqi and Moroccan troops 
that saved Damascus and en¬ 
abled Syrians to establish a 
new defence line about 22 
miles to the west of their cap¬ 
ital. 

Rather than • waste man¬ 
power and armor trying to 
storm it, the Israelis pre¬ 
ferred to stay put. 

In any event, it was a much 
easier line for them to defend 
and gave them depth they 
never had on the old 1967 
Golan Heights ceasefire line. 

On the Suez Canal front, 
after driving the Israelis back 
to new i»sitions on high 
ground about 10-15 miles to 
the east and after getting an

estimated 73,000-100,000 men 
and 1,000 tanks across, the 
Egyptians, too, ran out of 
steam. 

Their offensive began to bog 
down in a slugging match of 
armor against armor. 

It was then that the Israelis 
pulled the surprise of a daring 


left hook across the canal. 
They poured troops across it 
and by the ceasefire claimed 
to hold 500 square miles of 
Egypt proper on the west 
bank. 

The Egyptians hotly disput¬ 
ed the area held by the Israe¬ 
lis. But, after reporting daily 


that the Israeli task force was 
"surrounded" and "facing an¬ 
nihilation," they had to admit 
at the end it still was there. 

Whether the Arabs were 
saved by the bell, as the 
Israelis claim, or wrether 
massive new, Soviet arms 
shipments would have en¬ 


abled them to continue fighting 
is difficult to say how. It prob¬ 
ably will be a matter for fu¬ 
ture historians’ debate. 

But the battlefield situation 
appeared close to a stalemate 
when the ceasefire went into 
effect. 

Israeli military men 


claimed they could have de¬ 
stroyed the Egyptian army in 

another three days._ 

The Arabs claimed that 
with their total of 100 million 
j people to draw from and with 
« the promise of a continued 
flow of Soviet weapons, they 
could In the end win a war of 


attrition'which Israel with its 
three million, jiopulation could 
not afford to wage. 

Now the Arabs expect the 
struggle to swifcch to the con¬ 
ference table with a whole 
new deck of cards and a 
whole new deal as a result of 
the October war.

Spokesmen for the priests 
told a news conference Mon¬ 
day that the document did not 
mean all 31 supported the PQ. 
but that they found nothing in 
the PQ program to justify the 
attacks being made against it. 

The priests said they deplored 
th^ fact that "certain parties” 
were trying to create a "cli- 
rr^ate of fear" in the cam¬ 
paign which ends with voting 
on Monday. 

Protests against the in¬ 
volvement of the priests in po¬ 
litical affairs began almost 
immediately. 

On Tuesday, the three 
priests from St. Thomas d’Ac¬ 
quit! reported that callers 
were saying "save souls and 
stay in church ... mind your 
own business ... take care of 
the church and lead men to 
mass" and other niceties. 

The same day, Real 
Caouette, federal Social Cred¬ 
it leader, took exception to a 
statement by, spokesmen for 
the priests which blamed Cre- 
ditiste leader Yvon Dupuis for 
some of the anti-PQ remarks.

At this 
point moat declarers would 
sash the club king and then 
start finessing. First the 
spade finesse and, after that 
lost (East cashing two dia¬ 
monds in the meantime), 
then the heart finesse. All 
kinds of finesses, all losing 
and an unlucky day for a 
finessing declarer. 

Thomslc played the hand 
in a much more careful 
manner and placed the ob¬ 
jective of taking 10 tricks 
above that of taking fin¬ 
esses. 

After winning the diamond 
king, declarer played his 
heart ace. Had the king 
dropped singleton, the hand 
would have played itself. 
Declarer could have drawn 
trumps, discarded a dia¬ 
mond on the club ace and 
then enjoyed the luxury of a 
spade finesse. 

When the trump king 
didn’t appear, declarer 
cashed the club king and ltd 
spade to dummy's ace, 
refusing the finesse. The 
club ace was cashed and a 
diamond was discarded, and 
it was now safe to give the 
opponents the lead. 

West’s trump king 
knocked out, but declarer 
retained complete control. 
The defence was entitled to 
the spade king and one dia¬ 
mond trick, and declarer 
made 10 tricks and his con¬ 
tract.

Santiago Dropped, 



*'• HALIFAX (CP) — Fish¬ 
eries Minister Jack Davis 
•said Friday the law of the sea 
ponference originally planned 
tor Santiago next spring will 
"be held elsewhere because of 
the political situation in Chile. 

. Davis was speaking during 
the last of a series of meet¬ 
ings with Eastern Canadian 
•coastal fishermen and fish 
processors to repiy'to ques¬ 


tions about the law of the sea 
conference. 

He said Vienna has been 
suggested as a possible alter¬ 
native for the conference. 

“Canada hasn’t offered to 
be the host because we can’t 
lie both the host and greedy,” 
Davis said. 

The “greedy,” stand will in¬ 
clude asking for exclusive 
fishing rights over a 200-mile 
minimum limit off Canada's 


coasts.and to the outer edge 
of tlie* continental shelf when 
it is further than 200 miles 
from shore. 

Canada also will ask special 
treatment for eortain species 
that, range beyond the conti¬ 
nental shelf. 

Davis said Canada will seek 
a ban on fishing for Atlantic 
salmon in their, wintering 
grounds off Greenland, and 
will seek international>control 


Loretta’s Son, Heir 
Indicted on Sex Charges 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) — 
The son of Actress Loretta 
Young and an heir to the 
Humble oil fortunes were 
identified by police as among 
14 men indicted on sex 
charges stemming from 
“chicken movies” — films 
showing homosexual acts by 
boys, some as young as 6.

„ A grand jury returned 91 in¬ 
dictments against the men for 
a variety of offenses, includ¬ 
ing oral copulation, sodomy, 
and lewd conduct with chil¬ 
dren under 14. 

The indictments were, re¬ 
turned secretly Thursday and 
revealed Friday by the ar¬ 


raignments of some of those 
charged.

over fishing for tuna, which 
move great distances over in¬ 
ternational waters. 

Each country will have only 
one vote at the law of the sea 
conference, Davis said. Reso¬ 
lutions adopted by the 135 
member countries will not 
become law automatically. 

They will lie submitted to 
the United Nations General 
Assembly to lie adopted as 
part of the UN’s basic princi¬ 
ples. Then each country will 
incorporate the resolutions 
which apply to it into its own 
domestic laws. 

“Not all nations might de¬ 
clare a 200-mile limit, but it 
will mean they will have to 
obey ours,” he said. • 

Canada at present has a 
headland-to-headland 12-mile 
limit, plus exclusive rights in 
the Gulf of St. Lawrence and 
the Bay of Fundy. 

Davis foresaw a good 
chance that Canada would ob¬ 
tain international approval of 
its 200-mile limit. He said it 
appeared that some countries 
that had originally opposed 
the extended limit were 
changing their plans. 

But foreign fishing fleets 


would not be banned immedi¬ 
ately from the Canadian 
coast. Instead, there would be 


a gradual phase-out during 
which foreign countries would 
have to pay for fishing rights.

Rawle's overjoyed parents, 
Robert and Anna Douglas, 
picked up their child at *the 
stationhopse. 

"Right now, we’re trying to 
pull ourselves together," said 
Douglas excitedly. "When the 
police came to my home this 
morning, and told me they 
had the boy, we got so nerv¬ 
ous they told us to sit down.

Arab Oil 
Cut 

By Fifth 

BEIRUT. Lebanon (API 
Cuts in Arab oil production 
have reached more than four 
million barrels a day, or some 
20 per cent of total Arab pro¬ 
duction, the authoritative 
Middle East Economic Survey 
said Saturday. 

The survey said the es¬ 
timated 20 per cent cut had 
already created a 12-per-cent 
reduction in the total volume 
of oil moving in world trade. 

The report strongly indicat¬ 
ed that cuts agreed to Oct. 17 
in support of the Arab war ef¬ 
fort would have a serious im¬ 
pact in Europe and the United 
States within a few weeks. 

Oil sources said cuts so far 
were just a start. Arabs have 
pledged to drop production 5 
per cent more each month 
until Israel withdraws from 
Arab lands. 


At the United Nations, the 
Security Council approved a 
projiosal for a UN ceasefire 
force of 7.000 men for six 
months at a cost of $30 mil¬ 
lion. The approval came after 
vanguard units of UN peace¬ 
keepers began to arrive at the 
city of Suez, near where the 
Egyptian 3rd Army is repori- 
ed |>enned up without water in 
the sweltering Sinai Peninsu¬ 
la. 

There were indications from 
U.S. and Israeli spokesman 
that efforts would be made to 
get non-military supplies to 
the estimated 20.000 Egyptian 
soldiers 

Cairo’s official Middle East 
news agency said the pro¬ 
posed meeting of Egyptian 
and Israeli military repre¬ 
sentatives would take place 
Saturday night “somewhere 
al mg the front” under the 
United Nations flag. 

The Tel Aviv and Washing¬ 
ton announcements did not in¬ 
dicate where or when the 
meeting would be held, and 
by early this morning Middle 
East time there was still no 
word from Cairo that the 
meeting had taken place. 

The announcements were 
accompanied by other devel¬ 
opments that apj>eared to 
ease the crisis 22 days after 
the fourth Arab-Israeli war 
exploded along the Suez canal 
and in the (lolan Heights.

Death on the Dunes: 




No Moses To Strike the Rock

SINAI DESERT (AP) — 
Trapped in that inferno of 
blazing sun and blowing sand 
east of Suez, the Egyptian 3rd 
Army needs desperately the 
water that flows through a 
pipeline now In Israeli hands. 

Even without cPShot "belhg' 
fired, it would be difficult to 
imagine a more hostile envi¬ 
ronment for a cut-off army. 

By day, temperatures rise 
to 120 degrees and the heat 
can actually be seen, more 


visible than a mirage, shim¬ 
mering in waves off the roll¬ 
ing dunes and yellow rock 
outcroppings. Flies swarm 
over the wounded and cover 
the dead like a black blanket. 
Buzzards cirlce ominously in 
the cloudless sky or sit in a 
silent row on the ridge line of 
the wadis, the rocky beds of 
rivers that went dry millions 
of years a go. 

NOW that Isa real i planes 
and artillery have blasted 
away the bridges so brilliant¬ 
ly laid Across the Suez Canal 


in the opening days of the 
Middle East war, the Egyp¬ 
tians can no longer reach the 
sweet water piped from the 
Cairo region to the west bank 
of the canal. 

The eastern bank has no 
fresh water, and the nearest 
oasis is 10U miles farther east 
at Nakhl. 

But even for a tank, the trip 
is treacherous over the shift¬ 
ing sands and crumbling 
dunes. The only road east is 
the narrow strip of macadam. 


cratered and pockmarked by 
three wars in a generation, 
leading to the Mitla Pass. And 
there is no place to hide in the 
vast empty Sinai from the 
ever vigilant reconnaissance 
planes. 

This is the wilderness where 
IshrrmeF, Hwestwr—of the 
Arabs, led the nomad life 
of a social cast and where 
Moses, the most revered 
firuphet of the Jews, wan¬ 
dered for 40 years, yearning 
for the Promised Land. 

Out there on the dunes an 


army is dying, 20,000 men cut 
off from food, water, medi¬ 
cine, ammunition, gasoline. 

But there is no Moses to 
strike the rock and bring 
forth water, unless the sons of 
lshmael bow down to the rock 
of Israeli determination and 
surrender. 

In this harsh blaze or a 
lHhd, camel caravans coming 
across the distant purple 
mountains from Jordan and 
Iraq always regarded the last 
leg to Suez as the most gruell¬ 


ing. The indigenous Bedouin 
tribes, now vanished since the 
new war broke out, survive on 
their scraggly herds of goats, 
an occasional expendable 
camel or by throwing up nets 
at dawn to catch the tiny suc¬ 
culent songbirds migratingto 
Africa. 

The average Egyptian fel¬ 
lah. recruited from impover¬ 
ished slums of Cairo or Alex¬ 
andria and Nile Delta farms, 
is little prepared to lead the 
life of a desert nomad, even 
in desperation. 


The nights afford scarce 
consolation. When the sun 
goes down, about 5 p.m. this 
time at year, the flies go 
away and the mosquitoes 
start pestering. But the wind 
comes up and a dense, chill¬ 
ing log rolls in from the Gulf 
of Suez and the Red Sea, 
dousing everything in a thick 
condensation of dew and 
dampness. 

Wild desert dogs invade the 
garbage pits and sit in a 
greedy circle around the en¬ 


campments where the tankers 
sleep in the sand beside their 
vehicles. The smell of blood 
from the wounded and dying 
makes the dogs howl all 
night, taking up the night 
vigil turned over by the 
wheeling buzzards. 

Water is just over the next 
dune, at the great canal that 
divides the land in peace and 
war. But with the Israeli 
army controlling the pipeline, 
it might as well be as far— 
as the most distant star burn¬ 
ing over the desert.

When asked to deny or con¬ 
firm the incident he said sim¬ 
ply: "Let's just say they 
brandished a few guns.” 

Armstrong said he did not 


think any charges would arise 
out of the gun confrontation. 

He said charges where 
pending against anyone who 
violated the fisheries closure 
and charges would likely be 
laid Monday. 

Armstrong, tilong with dis- 
t r i c t superintendent Bill 
Wimsby of Nanaimo and six 
other officers were on the pa¬ 
trol.

Development Limited Only by Imagination 

Williams Holds Vision of B.C. Future

Resources Minister Bob 
Williams was bored for a 
week earlier this fall. 

"I just felt that we weren't 
trying anything really quite 
bold enough,” said the min¬ 
ister who devours work with 
an insatiable appetite. 

"I was actually bored. But 
one bored week out of 52 isn't 
too bad.” 

In the 56 weeks since the 
New Democrat government 
took office Williams has ac¬ 
quired enough work and re¬ 
sponsibilities to keep anyone 
busy. As minister of lands, 
forests and water resources, 
and a key man in Premier 
Barrett’s 18 man cabinet, Wil¬ 
liams now takes responsibility 
for: 

• One complete town. 
Ocean Falls, which the gov¬ 
ernment bought just as it was 
about to be shut down entire¬ 
ly: 

• About a dozen lumber 
and pulp mills which the gov- 
ernment has acquired 
throughout the province; 

• An institute of resource 
economics a government- 
financed think tank operating 
out of the University of Vic¬ 
toria; 

• An entirely new civil 
service gresjp, the secretariat 
to the cabinet environment 
and land use committee which 
has broad powers over land 
and resource use and plan¬ 
ning; 

• A development pro- 
gram in the province's 
northwest, involving Williams 
with other ministers in ques¬ 
tions of rail, road and water 
transportation, housing, 
lumber industry improve¬ 
ment, and encouragement of 
other industries; 

• The pollution control 
branch and board; 

• The huge B.C. Forest 
Service which has control 
over millions of acres of 
forest land across the prov¬ 
ince. 

Only the forest service and 
the pollution control depart¬ 
ment were government agen¬ 
cies when Williams took over 
the ministry. 

Still, he doesn't think the 
creation of any of the new 
programs or government ini¬ 
tiatives has been his biggest 
accomplishment since taking 
office. 

That, he says, would have

to be "the more obscsire kind 
of thing—something as simple 
and as important as changing 
attitudes and values within 
the civil service.” 

"Recognition (by live forest 
service) that the forests 
aren't just being managed for 
the production of timber and 
pulp, it’s a pretty fundamen¬ 
tal change. 

Morally Wrong 

"And just having the land 
department start to proceed 
in a really different way, I 
think is just great.” 

Williams admits that some 
sections of the service 
"haven't changed at all." But 
he is encouraged by workers 
like the senior forester who 
"concluded that it just would 
have been almost morally 
wrong” to use northern Ba- 
bine Lake to move logs, even 
though the federal fisheries 
department had said little 
serious damage would have 
been done. 

For the senior managers in 
the department there have 
been many changes to be¬ 
come accustome d to since 
Williams took over. 

He is one of the toughest 
left-wingers in the cabinet, a 
man who doesn’t mind being 
termed a socialist although 
the word "does iqean dif¬ 
ferent things to different peo¬ 
ple, so it’s a tough tmtm to 
use.” 


During his six years in op¬ 
position, he was known as the 
NDP’s scandalmonger, the 
opposition MLA who would go 
to much trouble to get all pos¬ 
sible facts about incidents 
which would discredit the So¬ 
cial Credit government. 

He didn’t say much, but 
whenever he did. it was a bit¬ 
ing, forceful attack on the 
Socreds, backed up by a great 
personal dislike for the party. 

Now that he is in govern¬ 
ment instead of opposition, 
some things haven’t changed. 
He still says little in the 
house, and he still dislikes the 
Socreds with an intensity 
shared by few other 
members. 

Iron-Fist 

W.A.C. Bennett, he said, 
had "almost totally corrupted 
the political currency of the 
pr«»vince ... it was his Iron- 
fist system, one guy called 
almost all the shots. 

"It was just the fact that 
there was simply no decent 
dialogue, and that was the cli¬ 
mate that had been created 
by this man (Bennett) and 
this group (the Socreds! for 
two decades. I just thought it 
was so damned wrong and it 
didn’t have to be that way.” 

Moreover, he believes, the 
remaining Socreds are per¬ 
sisting In keeping the same 
sort of climate going In the 
house. "It will take a couple 
of elections to cleanse the 


blood,” he said, 'but he can 
foresee the day when the Le¬ 
gislature will be a more ratio¬ 
nal. better place than it is 
now. 

Joint Basis 

He looks back for an exam¬ 
ple to the two years he spent 
on Vancouver council before 
being elected as a Vancouver 
East MLA in 1966. 

The council, he said, "was 
just a tremendous learning 
experience. I was the first 
NDPer to lie elected in 20 
years, but it was great be¬ 
cause it was in effect a round 
table ... it was possible to 
build coalitions between the 
other members on different 
issues, and openly discuss 
things and try to achieve a 
policy on some kind of joint 
reasonable basis. 

"That really left me with 
about two years of culture 
shock when I came to this 
house. I honestly think it was 
about two years before I 
could learn how to handle my¬ 
self in that chamber.” 

A new-style Legislature is 
not the only improvement Wil¬ 
liams sees happening if the 
NDP stays in power for a few 
more years. 

He admitted he had held for 
years a vision of what sort of 
a province British Columbia 
could become, but added, 
"I’m not very good at de¬ 
scribing that sort of thing re¬ 
ally.” 


Then, going on in his quiet, 
thoughtful style: "We are a 
resource rich province, our 
people believe we are, and 
we’ve kept saying that those 
(resource) revenues are right¬ 
fully all of ours to share. I 
think we can share in those 
revenues to a degree that is 
unprecedented in North 
America. 

"It will allow us to develop 
any social program we want, 
almost, I suspect almost to 
the point where the only limit 
might be our own imagina¬ 
tions. At times, I really do 
think that’s the only limit in 
British Columbia.” 

Big Assets 

In fact, he said, British Co¬ 
lumbia could set a standard 
for most parts of the world. 
"In a way we’re almost like 
an underdeveloped nation in 
this province except that we 
don’t have the problems that 
underdeveloped nations 
have.” 

An educated, small popula¬ 
tion, and many resources that 
are already mostly owned 
commonly are the big assets 
which will allow B.C. to "do 
something unique” if its citi¬ 
zens want to. 

However, Williams empha¬ 
sizes, for that to happen there 
will have to be a lot of 
changes in the present sys¬ 
tem, end all of them moving 
away from the usual capital¬ 
ist way of doing things. 


But that doesn't mean wip¬ 
ing out big business, and Wil¬ 
liams thinks corporations 
have grossly over-reacted to 
the NDP’s policies. 

"One of my fundamental 
goals in diversity. The more 
diverse we can become in 
every w-ay, the better off we 
all will be.” This means not 
only more direct government 
involvement in business and 
industry, but also more in¬ 
volvement of co-operatives 
and, community groups, and 
such experiments as workers 
on company boards of direc¬ 
tors and equity positions for 
workers in companies. 

All these things, he said, 
are "very different from the 
kind of drift into the arms of 
the multi-national corpora¬ 
tions that was taking place 
the last couple of decades.” 

Williams, now at 40 the sec¬ 
ond youngest man in the cabi¬ 
net, said he has been a social¬ 
ist "ever since I was a kid,” 
growing up in Vancouver’s 
East End where he first met 
Barrett at Britannia high 
school. 

That wasn’t unusual — "In 
our part of town 80 per cent of 
the kids were CCFers, maybe 
more.” Williams, however, 
didn’t become actively in¬ 
volved in politics until the fed¬ 
eral election of 1958. 

He went to the University of 
British Columbia, received his 
master’s degree in town plan¬ 


ning, taught there for a year, 
then worked as a planning 
consultant all over southern 
B.C., but he never permanent¬ 
ly left Vancouver East until 
moving to Victoria when he 
became a minister. 

Coming here, he and his 
family moved to a house on 
Rockland, in an area where 
many cabinet ministers have 
lived. But, said Williams, they 
have found it "rather depress¬ 
ing really,” so they’re moving 
as soon as they can to Vic¬ 
toria West. 

Little Sterile 

"I like Vic West. It’s the 
closest thing to what w-e’re 
used to.” In the Rockland 
area, he said, the scenery was 
very beautiful, but "you don’t 
really have a neighbor. The 
opportunities for chance 
meetings or just getting a feel 
for the human element of the 
community, it’s just not there. 

"There just isn’t much com¬ 
munication and there isn't 
much diversity. It’s a little 
sterile. 

"You don’t have that feeling 
in Vic West. You run into peo¬ 
ple on the street, and there’s 
a guy underneath his car, re¬ 
pairing it out on the boule¬ 
vard, and there’s a warehouse 
nearby so there’s going to be 
work activity as well as play 
and living activity all mixed 
up together.

Growing old is inevitable 
and we all know it, but few of 
ua know how to do it properly 
insofar as planning for future 
income is concerned. 

Pension planning is best 
started at about age 40, or 
even young^n—tisually the 
most rewarding years as far 
as Income is concerned. 

While planning for retire¬ 
ment was always necessary 
and desirable, it becomes 
even more important In times 
of heavy Inflation if one wants 
to maintain an accepted stan¬ 
dard of living when working 
days are through. 

At first glance the obstacles 
to such a target are enor¬ 
mous. Rut careful planning 
can overcome these if the 
plans are methodical and with 
a set goal. 

Bank Canadian National 
suggests a sound personal fi¬ 
nancial program should in¬ 
clude these elements:

cause of the inroads of infla¬ 
tion that means he’ll need an 
income of about 516,750 in 
1998 to give him die same 
purchasing as 58,000 docs 
now*. 

That means he has to plan 
his pension income according¬ 
ly. and it isn't as frightening 
as it first apppars. 

The government old age 
pension by tluit time should 
amount to about 55.000 a year. 
If our worker's income has 
risen as a result of inflation 
and his own progress, tie'll 
probably have another 55.000 
a year through a company 
pension. 

Then if he has been able 
to set aside about 51.000 a 
year in a registered retire¬ 
ment savings plan on which 


he saves income tax. he 
should have almost 580.000 in 
capital which, converted into 
a lifetime annuity, should 
bring about 59,500 a year. 
'Iliat's a total of 519,500 a 
year, more than required to 
maintain the standard of liv- 
uig lie wants. 

What's the catch? The bank 
puts it this way: 

"The wage earner who 
plans methodically for retire¬ 
ment, and sticks to' that 
faithfully, has every reason to 
assume that, barring serious 
and unavoidable setbacks, his 
old ftfce and that of his wife 
may be well provided for. 

"Of course, the key to the 
example given is an early 
start. Not many commence 
planning at 40, which is re¬ 
grettable. but even later 
starts need not cause dismay. 
Better late than never.”

Ontario Increases 
Literary Grants 


TORONTO (CP) -- Al¬ 
though Premier William 
Davis made only a brief pub¬ 
lic announcement, ithe provin¬ 
cial government has decided 
to increase substantially its fi¬ 
nancial aid to publishers, 
writers and periodicals. 

It has doubled to $500,000 
the current budget of the On¬ 
tario Arts Council (OAC) for 
grants in these literary fields, 
a council spokesman said Fri¬ 
day. 

An education ministry of¬ 
ficial said $500,000 also will be 
set aside for a learning-ma¬ 
terials development fund 
within the ministry. Such ma¬ 
terials may be visual as well 
as printed. 

Davis told the legislature an 
inter-ministerial committee 
had completed study of the 
final report of the royal com¬ 
mission on book publishing. 

The commission, es¬ 
tablished in December, 1970, 
issued/ its 400-page final report 
containing 70 major recom¬ 
mendations last December. 


The premier said the gov¬ 
ernment already had imple¬ 
mented some of the commis¬ 
sioner’s interim suggestions. 

These included interest-free 
loans to Canadian-owned pub¬ 
lishing companies in Ontario 
and passage of the Paperback 
and Periodical Distributors 
Act. The act limits non¬ 
resident ownership of such 
distributors. 

In his statement, the pre¬ 
mier said a Canadian-owned 
publishing industry is “of fun¬ 
damental importance to the 
cultural life of this province." 

Although he announced ad¬ 
ditional funds would be pro¬ 
vided to the arts council and 
that the learning-materials 
development fund would be 
set up, Davis gave no finan¬ 
cial or other details.

Victorias Conscience 







I 
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The Lounger must 
have known Emily Carr, 
for she did cartoons for 
The Week. What small 
fortunes the originals of 
these would be today, if 
still in existence. I would 
think they were torn up 
and thrown into the trash 
can. 

Though I never knew either of 
them, I’d say they got along beau¬ 
tifully, for The Lounger sounds 
crotchety, and Emily was said to be 
crochety by those who knew her 
best, and sometimes her writings 
sound crotchety, too. 

On the other hand, though, two 
crotchety people may not get along 
at all, being, one might say, a bit 
jealous of each other in this regard, 
each trying to out do the other in 
crotchetiness. 

Be all that as it may, we’ll never 
now know if Emily Carr and The 
Lounger got along *if, indeed, they 
ever spoke to each other. 

On second thought — could Emily 
Carr have been The Lounger? 

For some reason not quite clear 
to me, I think not. 

The Lounger, it would appear, 
was the conscience of Victoria in 
those long-gone days. 

Nothing escaped his notice. He 
was the great complainer of his 
time, and, I would say, Victoria be¬ 
came a better place because of his 
needling. 

One night he attended the 
theatre, in 1911, and disapproved of 
the way a group in the audience 
behaved. 

He. called these meq “city-slicker 
types, mashers, loud and vulgar, 
cigar-smoking, cheap sports.” 

In the ensuing week he did some 
more research and wrote: “I made 
some remarks last week about a 
gang of hoodlums sitting in the front 
row at the theatre during the first 
performance of The Midnight Sons, 
and aommented on their boorish 
manners. 

“I have since learned that my es¬ 
timate of them was absolutely cor¬ 
rect. 

‘“Hiey 4 were commercial tra¬ 
vellers from the east, who were tak¬ 
ing advantage of the ‘wild and wool¬ 
ly west’ to make fools of them¬ 
selves, at other people’s expense. 

“I was quite right when I desig¬ 
nated the bunch ‘cheap sports.’ They 
were — of the cheapest variety. 

’"Hie management should see 
that such dreadful types are never 
again admitted to a theatre attended 
by respectable people.’* 

It was usually an essay that The 
Lounger wrote. He grabbed any op¬ 
portunity to write such an essay. 
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For'iqstanee, there is this: 

•The ordinary restaurant here 
provides net spoon for the sugar 
basin on the tables; consequently, if 
a diner wishes to help himself to . 
mone, he has to use liis own tea¬ 
spoon. 

“Now, the majority of mankind is 
not In the habit of drinking his tea 
or coffee through the medium of the 
spoon; at the same time, a large 
number of people do, having come 
from heaven knows where, and the 
cheaper the restaurant, the more 
spoon-suckers. 

“The moral is obvious, and it is 
this: the man with germs is liable to 
infect the whole sugar bowl. 

"So you see, apart from the dis¬ 


gusting idea of the thing itself, 
which one soon gets over, there is a 
very real danger to the whole com¬ 
munity. 

•I might go on to say that there 
are persons who prefer to help 
themselves to pickles, as they want 
them, from the bottle, using the'ir^ 
own forks. 

‘ The vinegar may prevent infec¬ 
tion, but it does not take a raddist to 
be somewhat nauseated by such 
manners. 

“Such spearing of pickles in pub¬ 
lic is* horrible. 


h°\v men and women let alone 
wofnen who call themselves ladies 

— can- continue the practice when 
they must see how ungraceful it is. 

“I don’t 6uppo.se there is any 
harm to it, after the boy and girl 
stage, when one is not likely to affix 
the gum to the most convenient 
hitching post. 

“It is certainly unpleasant to find 
one’s nether garments clinging to a 
chair, glued there by gum, and to 
hear the gum chewer raise a pierc¬ 
ing shriek because some naughty 
person has sat, innocently, on the 
chewing gum. 

“This happens all too frequently. 

“I remember that when I first 
came to Victoria a friend asked me 
to walk down to the outer wharf to 
see the ’Frisco boat come in. 

“ ‘You watch the faces on deck 
as the boat ties up,’ he said to me. 
‘Just watch ’em chewing like wild.’ 

“And so it was — a quite shock¬ 
ing sight, and we in Canada have 
now imported such manners. 

“There is something restful in 
watching a cow ruminating, but 
there is nothing restful in watching 
a girl, or woman - - let alone a lady 

— chewing. 

“I think that if they could but re¬ 
alize that the majority of decent

“I consider that the restaurant 
keepers are to blame. 

“If they provided spoons for 
sugar and forks for pickles there 
would be no excuse, evert for the 
uneducated. 

“I do not see why the sanitary 
law should not step in with regard to 
ihis small, perhaps, but important 
matter. 

“We laugh when we read that in 
Kansas, innkeepers are liable to a 
penalty if they do not provide sheets 
of a certain length on the beds, to 
keep the, blankets clean, or if they 
dare having a towel hanging up for 
common use.

From here The Lounger went on 
to frown upon the chewing of gum, 
which practice was gaining in popu¬ 
larity in Victoria. 

He wrote: “It Is a long time since 
I have allowed myself to give 
expression to my feelings on this 
public chewing question. 

“I cannot, for the life of me, see 


people liken them unto cows, when 
. they are thus amusing them¬ 
selves, they might think it worth¬ 
while to give up the habit. 

“I believe that, the term ‘cow’ is 
one of reproach among the fairer 
sex.” 

The Lounger, walking along Gov¬ 
ernment Street one fine day noted 
that a famous saloon, The Grotto, at 
the corner of Trounce Alley, was 
being t 9 rn down to make way for a 
new building. 

This caused nostalgia in him, and 
he wrote: “The closing of an old- 
time inn is sad — and The Grotto is 
an ancient Victoria landmark, and 
few old-timers can discourse to 
themselves without its name occur¬ 
ring in their conversation, for here 
was pleasant social intercourse be¬ 
tween leading gentlemen of the 
town, and here were made many 
business and political deals. 

"The present licensee, Mr. 
Chamberlin, better known as Seth, 
took over the premises in the fall of 
1901, in partnership with the late 
Mr. Briggs. 

“Seth is one of those happy Indi¬ 
viduals of whom everyone knows 
that which is good, but of whom no¬ 
body has ever heard a disparaging 
word. 

"It is good news to learn that he 
has arranged to take over the Ver¬ 
non Hotel bar, at the corner of 
Douglas and View. 

“Good luck to you, Seth — may 
you prosper as you deserve, and 
may the waters bring back to you 
an abundance of the many loaves 


which you have so generously cast 
upon them.” 

I had often heard of The Grotto, 
but The Lounger has given me my 
first meeting with Seth Chamberlin. 

From our very beginning, people 
have been viewing with alarm the 
waters and the shores of the Inner 
Harbor. 

In 1911 The Lounger wrote: “Can 
nothing be done to prevent skippers 
of the steamers from discharging 
rubbish in the waters of the harbor? 

"One would think there is plenty 
of room for this between Victoria 
and Vancouver. 

“Everything is kept until our 
Inner Harbor is reached, and then 
overboard it goes to swell the debris 
which seems to be inseparable from 
harbors. 

"God knows, this beauliful 
harbor is foul enough at all times 
without adding to its filth. 

“The stench is appalling, and 
cannot fail to detract from the en¬ 
joyment of the guests at the 
Empress Hotel.” 

This launched The Lounger into 
another complaint, thusly: “Speak¬ 
ing of the Empress Hotel, The 
Lounger is in receipt of several let¬ 
ters telling of the unsatisfactory ser¬ 
vice in the room where comestibles 
are served. 

“Is it too much to expect the 
management to ‘sit up and take no¬ 
tice’ of this important department, 
occasionally? 

“Many of the hotel’s guests are 
now feeding up town, and who can 
blame them? 

“Inclement weather is as nothing 
compared to poor food and sloppy 
service. 

“This Is a shame, for if the food 
is not what it should be, the dining 
room is most beautiful and restful. 

"But one must, on occasion, feed 
one’s stomach more than one’s artis¬ 
tic eye.” 

The next week The Ixtunger 
made further reference to the 
Empress dining room, writing: 
“American tourists may not be gbod 
judges of grub. 

“They are not noted as cooks, 
which perhaps accounts for them 
turning up their noses at the fare 
provided in the dining room at the 
Empress. 

“They prefer to go up town and 
dine at the Windsor or the Mary¬ 
land, or perhaps the Poodle Dog. 

“However, no one will deny that 
chambermaids know a good meal 
when they see and taste it, and 
when they went on strike this week 
because they were tired of boiled 
ham, cold cabbage they knew what 
they were doing. 

“They could just no longer stand 
the bill-of-fare served to them at the 
Empress, and the management now 
has to admit that The Lounger knew 
of what he was talking last week. 

“One would expect the very best 
in dining arrangements in a hotel of 
the general excellence of the 
Empress.

In June of this year a party of 20 eager young singers left Victoria for the British 
Isles, intent on singing their way from the south coast of England to the lowlands 
of Scotland, and from Sussex to the mountains of Wales. They have come home 
with many honors and the knowledge that . . .

The singers in question form 
the Girls' Choir of the Victoria 
Conservatory of Music, and the 
trip was undertaken under the 
aegis of their energetic and able 
instructress and choirmistress, 
Gladys Pearcy, LRAM , MRST. 

Gladys Pearcy needs nr* introduction to Victo¬ 
rians, since she has been teaching the young of 
Victoria to sing since 1934. She obtained her 
musical training at the Royal Academy of Musia 
in London. England, where she received her de¬ 
grees. 

At the end of the Second World War. Gladys 
came to Canada. First of. all to Toronto, and later 
to Ottawa, before making Victoria her home. She 
might never have come here at all had it not 
been for the Groos family who first met her in 
Eastern Canada and later persuaded her to move 
here when they did. The Groos children were 
among her earliest singing pupils, and as subse¬ 
quent events show, they have certainly benefited 
by her training. x 

In 1954, Gladys Pearcy started a small nur¬ 
sery school in Esquimau and classes were first 
held in Mrs. Robert Tye's home. Later, at the 
Rev. Anthony Roberts' suggestion, the school was 
moved to the old rectory of St. Paul's in Esqui¬ 
mau. 

Children were taken when they were two and 
a half years old. and they started group singing 
right away. 

Thus it was not long before the Wee Folks 
Glee Club came into being, and it is still going 
strong. As Gladys says -only the singers change 
as one lot grows older and moves off to other 
schools. And their place is taken by a fresh batch 
ot young ones. 

About this rime. Gladys Pearcy also started 
to work with St. Paul's Junior Choir, with the 
result that the church choir entered the Victoria 
Music Festival for the first time in 1956. One 
year later, the Wee Folks Glee Club also entered 
the Festival. It is interesting to note that both 
these choirs r vferc placed first at their very first 
time of entering. Since that time, singing pupils 
— both solo and choir of Gladys Pearcy have 
entered the Festival with great regularity and 
even greater success. 

In 1950 a rather exciting thing happened.

i Wadys Pearcy had at that time a Wee Folks 
Choir of no less than 101 small children. *rtiey 
performed brilliantly at the Victoria Festival, and 
it happened that in the audience was a represent¬ 
ative of the famous Eisteddfod held annually in 
Wales. 

As a result of this, the Wee Folks Choir was 
invited to journey to Wales to sing for the Eis¬ 
teddfod. This was certainly a great honor, but one 
which Gladys did not feel she could really accept 
at the time. When one consideres the fact that she 
had more than 100 members in her choir and not 
one of them was over four years of age. her 
reluctance toward the undertaking can be appre¬ 
ciated! 

With the passing years, Gladys and her 
school and her singing pupils have become more 
and more well known. Honors have come their 
way annually and around about 1968, the Victoria

Conservatory of Music invited Gladys Pearcy to 
become a faculty member. At the present time, 
she continues to run her school with the able help 
of seconds in command, while also teaching at 
the Conservatory as well as other private schools 
in totfn. 

It is as well, for all concerned that she is a 
going concern and full of energy. Of course, while 
she is an exceedingly busy woman, the fact that 
she truly Ipves teaching and especially loves 
young children means that her work is very re¬ 
warding. 

Last year, just 13 years since the day the gen¬ 
tleman from the Welsh Eisteddfod had fir$t invit¬ 
ed her to bring a group of her singers to Wales, 
she began to think in all earnestness about such a 
project. 

With this in mind, she applied to Llangollen 
Eisteddfod, sending, with her application, tapes 
of the Victoria Conservatory of Music Girls’ 
Choir. This is necessary, she tells me, since no 
one is allowed to perfc»rm at. the Eisteddfod 
unless they reach a certain standard of ex¬ 
cellence. 

The Llangollen Eisteddfod is. she tells me, 
the main choir event in Wales, and singers come 
from all over the world to take part in it. 

In every case, the hopeful solist or choir has 
first to be auctioned, and if they reach that cer¬ 
tain standard of excellence mentioned earlier 
then they may be invited to take part. Gladys 
Pearcy tells me that many people from other 
countries can and do journey to Llangollen for 
these auditions, but in the case of the Conserva¬ 
tory Choir this was not realistic, so the tapes 
went in lieu of the girls. From then on, it would 
be wrong to say that the choir sat back, and 
waited hopefully. They were far too busy rehear¬ 
sing for that! 

It was not until March of this year that the 
Choir got the wonderful news that they had been 
accepted to take part in the Llangollen Eistedd¬ 
fod. From March to June actually works out to be 
a very short time when practicing, travel plans, 
and the hundred and one things attendant on such 
a trip are taken into consideration. In all, 20 
eager young students prepared for the great 
event, and they ranged in age from 11-year-old 
Laurie Dreen, who was the Youngest member of 
the group, all the way up to 18 years. 

The tour of the British Isles commenced with 
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Metchosin’s Church of St Mary the Virgin

Substitute the word forest for 
desert, and church for highway, in 
the first verse of this hymn, and 
you have a verbal picture of the 
scene in Metchosin, 100 years ago. 

It was July 24, 1873, that the cornerstone of 
the pastoral church of St. flilary, the Virgin, in 
Metchosin parish was laid by Mrs. Hills, wife of 
the Right Reverend George Hills, then Bishop of 
Columbia. The church was then built within a 
two-month period, and was donsecreated on Sun¬ 
day. Oct. 22, 1873. 

The building of St. Mary the Virgin Anglican 
Church was an accomplishment, a source of con¬ 
tinuing satisfaction to those hardy, tough and 
strong settlers from the heather-framed shielings 
of Scotland and the green dalles of England, who 
left their native lands and sailed around the Horn 
in the early 1850s to make Metchosin their home. 

A large body of the new settlers, including 
Robert Weir, later to be known by Indian and 
white man alike, as the Laird, arrived in Victoria 
on the sailing barque, the Norman Morison. The 
date was Jan. 1, 1853. ! - 

Originally destined to work for the Hudson s 
Bay Company who held undisputed sway over 
Vancouver Island from their palisaded, bastion- 
crowned outpost in Fort Victoria, many of these 
rugged, determined newcomers ventured out to 
carve their homes and farms in the then-forested 
wilderness of Metchosin, Rocky Point and Sooke. 

In those days, Metchosin was reached only ' 
afoot; on horseback over the narrow, winding 
trails, or round the coast by canoe or small boat. 

By 1877, the Weir family, presided over by 
the Laird, owned almost 1,000 acres of land, 1,000 
head of Southdown sheep, and were the largest 
land owners in Metchosin. Other sturdy settlers 
took up land and, soon, log homes, lit by coal oil 
lamps and homemade candles, fields, garden 


patches, snake fences, sheep, rows and barns 
changed the contours of the forested wilderness. 

The countryside took on a far different look 
from that of 1850 when Metchosin was purchased 
by the Hudson’s Bay Company from Ka-Ky- 
Aakan, the last tribe of Coast Salish Indians. It 
was in May of 1850 that the 26 survivors of this 
band sold their Metchosin. heritage to the Hud¬ 
son's Bay Co. for £43, 6s and 8d — from today’s 
viewpoint, the steal of the century. 

As the Metchosin wilderness began to clear

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under the axe, the saw and the hammer of the 
vigorous settlers; as the narrow strips ol Mian 
pathways widened into ox and horse drawn trails, 
and the nearest neighbor was no more than a 
mile away, these God-fearing, unwavering men 
and women, tenacious in holding to their youthful 
Christian upbringing in the Old Land, decided 
they would have a church. 

Before this decision, and until the Church of 
St Mary the Virgin was built in 1873, the settlers, 
as early as 1862, would meet for religious gather¬ 
ings in their log homes. Later, services were held 
for a time in the tiny schoolhouse, built in 1871, 
where, in March of 1872, Mrs. Elizabeth Fisher 
taught a total of seven boys and three 

After the decision to build a church was 
made, John Witty, in 1871, gave two acres of 
ground to the community for a school, a chuie 
and a cemetery. The churchyard and cemetery 
was not fenced until 1876. 

Unfortunately, John Witty could not attend 
the consecration of his gift. He was ill. The next 
vpar hp was the first man to be buried, in St. 


donated. 

The original legal papers for the building of 
the church stipulated that the contract price of 
$1,321 was to be paid "in American currency, in 
the manner agreed.’’ The names of the contrac¬ 
tors, Simpson and Tippins, have long since disap¬ 
peared from the Victoria scene. 

The cornerstone of the new church was laid 
on July 24, 1873, by Mrs. Hills, wife of the Right 
Reverend George Hills, first Bishop of Colombia. 
In it, was deposited copies of Victoria’s news¬ 
papers of that date, together with a list of 
church-wardens and the church committee. A 
copy of the Deed of Gift of the church land and 
the cemetery- was also deposited in the corner¬ 
stone. 

The first service in the new church, a com¬ 
memoration service, was held Oct. 22. 1873. The 
lead-off hymn was that well-known old favorite, 
The Church's One Foundation. 

The 100th commemorative service was held 
Sunday, Oct. 21, 1973, «md coursed as closely as 
possible to the original fu&t service. 

The very first minister to preach at Met¬ 
chosin was the Rev. F. B. Gribbell, who rode 
on horseback from Victoria regularly, once a 
month, and, occasionally, twice, conducting ser¬ 
vices in the tiny, one-roomed schoolhouse which 
still stands and is now a local museum. 

For close on 40 years, the clergy from Vic¬ 
toria’s Christ Church Cathedral and St. Paul’s 
Naval Church at Esquimalt, performed the 
sacred offices at St. Mary the Virgin Church. 

There were no roads recognized as such, be¬ 
tween Victoria and Metchosin when St. Mary the 
Virgin was built. The materials were brought 
out by boat from Victoria to the beach at Albert 
Head. From Albert Head, they were hauled by 
cart and wagon to the church site at Metchosin, 
by the willing settlers, free of any charge. 

The interior furnishings of the church, the 
pulpit, the baptismal font, the pews and the read¬ 
ing desk were all formedtJocally from selected, 
seasoned timber. They stand in the old church 
today, worn, weathered and seemingly imperish¬ 
able, all part of the original furnishings of 100 
years ago. 

There was a sterling quality of unbending 
devotion to work and church among the early 
settlers of Metchosin. They had to clear their 
land; they must attend their church. Among the 
growing numbers of frontier folk, there was 
bound to be a number of nonconformists of 
unique and determined character. 

One such was Mrs. Mary Ann Vine, an ex¬ 
traordinary English woman. Once a Kentish hop- 
picker, she arrived at Fort Camosun, in 1853, 
with her husband, Edward. Twenty-eight years 
old, tall, graceful, athletic, fair and blue-eyed, 
she was the first woman to take up midwife and 
nursing duties in the Metchosin-Sooke area. 

The Vines farmed a patch of land at Pedder 
Inlet, Metchosin. 

Mary Ann was a very strong-minded woman, 
absolutely fearless. She would walk as many as 
20 miles through the deep forests alone, carrying 
only a long knife hidden in her petticoats, to 
deliver a baby, mend a broken bone or nurse a 
sick mother. The forests at that time were filled 
with wild, predatory animals, panthers — now 
called cougars — bears and wolves, and some¬ 
times, wilder, roaming Indians. 

Once, homeward bound from Sooke in the 
dusk of an evening, she came across a panther 
that had just killed one of her husband’s sheep

and was making a meal of it. Crouching over its 
still-warm kill, the panther bared his teeth with a 
menacing growl. Undaunted, Mary Ann threw the 
back of her skirt over the back of her head, mak¬ 
ing herself look bigger and more fearsome. Draw¬ 
ing her long, gleaming knife and, matching the 
yellow glare of the panther’s eyes with her own 
angry blue ones, she advanced slowly on the 
beast. Outfaced, the snarling brute backed off 
and slipped into the forest. 

Mary Ann then cut off the sheep s hind¬ 
quarters, slung them over her shoulder and con¬ 
tinued home. Some gal. 

On another occasion, a drunken Indian en¬ 
tered her home while her husband was absent. 
She was busy ironing. He asked for whisky. She 
told him to leave; he refused. As she moved to 
change her iron, the Indian grabbed her arm. 
Mary Ann swung him around, grabbed a hot iron 
from the stove top, lifted up his rear loin clout 
and planted the hot iron hard on his backside. 

With a screech of pain, the Indian bolted like 
a scalded dog for the safety of the trees. For a 
long time afterwards, the sad Indian was forced 
to kneel as he paddled his canoe. He couldn’t sit. 

The Indians gave the name of Mesachie Tyee 
— Devil Spirit — to Mary Ann. She lived to be 82. 

The wrought iron entrance gates to the 
church grounds were presented by Lee Fields in 
memory of his father. They were dedicated May 
3, 1964, by the Rev. Cyril Venables, who was the 
minister at Metchosin in 1963-68. To the right of 
the gates there stands a rusty, spiked iron 
square, almost hidden by an encroaching ever¬ 
green. Inside the square, a worn and weathered 
headstone carries the inscription, “Mary Ann 
Vine, wife of Edward Vine, aged 82 years. Died 
March 1st, 1907. Born at Bexley, Kent, England. 
I-ong life to the hearts still beating, and peace to 
the hearts at rest.” 

On the left of the pathway, a bronze plate, 
mounted on a granite boulder, cautions the visi¬ 
tor: “Act Reverently. Cherish the flowers. This is 
God’s Acre.” 

Walking carefully around the mossy, slanting 
headstones, stepping reverently over the faint 
outlines of many unmarked graves, one begins to 
realize the length of years that St. Mary the Vir¬ 
gin Church has served the people of Metchosin. 

Here and there, on properly tended plots, the 
visitor learns of the larger, more successful pio¬ 
neer families, with names like the Weirs, the Hel- 
gesens, the Wittys, the Mitchells and the Whitney- 
Griffiths, the Walkers, Fields, Ashes and Reids, 
to mention but a few. 

Mrs. Gavin Weir, a sprightly and very lucid 
lady, now in her 80s, who came to Metchosin 
from Charley Wood, London, England, as Miss 
Alice Evelyn Hodges, at the age of 19, and taught 
school for a year before marrying Gavin Weir, 
has written a history of Metchosin and its early 
settlers. In it, she describes those doughty pio¬ 
neers as “a race that flourished, asked no 
quarter, assistance or advice, making a living for 
itself while laying the foundation for future gener¬ 
ations. These were the kind of people whose faith

was strong in God. and who would not rest until 
they had a church.” 

Now, these pioneers, who planned and built the 
church, occupy a final resting place beneath the 
Garry oaks in the little cemetery. 

At Easter time, wild lilies in countless num¬ 
bers cover the graves with a carpet of white 
blooms. One of the most beautiful sights in the 
whole of southern Vancouver Island, is the spring 
carpet of white lilies which grow in great profu¬ 
sion and cover completely the cemetery sur¬ 
rounding Metchosin’s Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin. 

These lovely lilies seem to have four different 
names—the erythronium, the dog-tooth lily—the 
white fawn lily — and the best known — the 
Easter lily. Once, these lilies covered the coun¬ 
tryside, but, with the encroachments of civiliza¬ 
tion, farms, fields, cattle and sheep, the lilies 
began to disappear. Tender in flower and root, 
they could not cope with the close cropping of 
the enlarging sheep flocks. 

Happily, though, in the seldom disturbed re¬ 
fuge between the fences of the graveyard, 
the lilies flourish. Each spring, at Easter-time, 
the present women of the Church of St. Mary the 
Virgin, hold a Lily Lunch. The church hall is 
filled to overflowing with interested and delighted 
visitors as well as old-time residents who arrive 
to admire the lilies and pay their respects to the 
venerable and historic church. 

Last spring, a full busload of elderly people 
from Victoria’s Caroline Macklem Home came to 
the Lily Lunch when the lilies were in full bloom. 

There have been a few financial crises in the 
long life of the Church of St. Mary the Virgin. 
Once, during a stormy session when money was 
scarce, and ideas much more rigid than they are 
today, it' was found to be difficult to raise the 
minister’s stipend. One down-to-earth vestry 
member proposed a motion to hold dances to 
raise the minister’s salary. 

The horrified minister spoke up: “If I have to 
be paid for my services to the Church by the 
proceeds from dances, I would rather resign.” 
The matter was dropped. There was a good prac¬ 
tical reason, too, to back up abandoning the idea 
— there was hardly any profit to be gleaned from 
the country dances. 

A little way back from the front door of the 
church, flourishes an unusual looking tree. It 
stands small against the massive trunks and 
thick, outflung branches of the Garry oaks which 
shade church and graves alike. This tree is an 


oak, also, although with its short, slim three-foot 
trunk and abbreviated branches, it looks more 
like an overgrown gooseberry bush than a sturdy 
oak. —’ 

The tree is a Windsor oak from the Royal Park 
at Windsor Castle, England. It came over as a 
seedling to commemorate the coronation of King 
George VI and Queen Elizabeth, on June 25, 1936. 
The tree was presented by the British Empire 
Sen-ice ^eague, a title later changed to the Royal 
Canadian Legion. At the ceremony, the tree was 
planted by Mr. William Witty, an old resident, 
whose father, in 1972, gave the land to the church. 

Unfortunately, some years later, a truck 
backed Into the young tree and snapped off its 
trunk some three feet from the ground. The little 
tree, its splintered ’ trunk topped straight and 
sealed with presen-ative, recovered and now 
grows healthily in miniature. 

The Reverend Henry Silvester, presented in¬ 
cumbent of St. Maty- the Virgin, pointed out to 
me a most unsual clock with stands in the vestry 
of the church. The setting of this old clock is his¬ 
torically unique. It is mounted in a section of an 
old wooden water pipe dating from the early 
days of the Roman Empire. - 

History reveals that after the ancient Romans « 
had invaded Britain, they built water pipe con¬ 
duits by boring along the centres of straight oak 
houghs. Joined together and collared by iron 
hoops, these pipes carried the water supply 
through the early Roman towps. The pipe, a slice 
of which was used to frame and hold the clock, 
was dug up during excavations at Hansworth 
Road, Hounslow, England, in 1897, after lying ' 
buried for centuries. 

The Vestry Clock was presented to the church 
of St. Mary the Virgin, by E. D. West in 1950. 

Inside the church of St. Mary, the visitor can 
rest on a 100-year-old pew- and absorb the feeling 
of peace and the deep sense of mystic, sweet 
communion with those early settlers whose per¬ 
sistent, ungrudging efforts made the old church 
possible. 

Some visitors variously expressed this feeling 
as they w-rote in the visitors' book: VEnchant- 
ing,” "Lovely,” “This is a beautiful church,” 
“Thank You,” “Serenity Dwells Here,’ and “A 
heavenly spot.” 

A heavenly spot, indeed.

More recently, popular author Cecil Clark, in these pages, termed Moss "one 
of the most colorful figures this coast has ever seen."

Troubleshooter Moss Fought 
Bootleggers, Murderers 


London-born, handsome, rich 
and Jewish, Moss landed in British 
Columbia when only 20, drawn 
halfway round the world by reports 
of the fabulous gold strikes at 
Barkerville. 

But he soon realized that there was more to 
mining than gold, the earliest dated letter in 
possession of the provincial archives being 
addressed to A. N. Birch Esq., in which Moss 
stated his intention to head “an expedition to 
Dean’s Channel to explore a copper lead discov¬ 
ered some time since by myself and party . . /* 
and requested that official “hold over any mining 
privilege ill that section until my return . . 

Four months after. Moss wrote Gov. Sir 
James Douglas from Bella Coola, having changed 
vocation from that of miner to merchant, and re¬ 
ferring to a subject of considerably greater im¬ 
port than either occupation: murder. Dated July 
19. 1863, this letter is an expression of Moss’ con¬ 
cern for a number of murders which had oc¬ 
curred in that vicinity, Moss reminding Douglas 
that “no notice" had been taken to his earlier 
.petition.” 

However, lie noted quickly; “I am fully 
aware it is not from apy indifference on the part 
of your Excellency, well knowing how you have 
been similiarly employed in the more immediate 
neighborhood of Victoria."’ 

In a postscript, Moss related an incident of a 
week earlier, when he had freed a white man 
from several Indians “after sortie trouble.” Ac¬ 
cording to the^ miner, he and three compdnions 
had bqen en route from Stikine River in a oanoe, 
when a sudden encounter with Indians had fright¬ 
ened them. Upon hurrying ashore, they had pan-1 
icfted, one man opening fire and wounding one 
of the natives who, acting with admirable re¬ 
straint. permitted his companions to proceed, 
the assailant fleeing into the trees. Days later, 
hungry and cold, he had surrendered and request¬ 
ed that they take him to Bella Coola. It was there 
that Moss, after some argument, had persuaded 
them to release their captive into his custody. 

Moss thought it necessary to inform Douglas 
of the incident lest the miner’s comraides report 
at Victoria that he had been murdered. 

His Excellency acknowledged receipt of the 
! tier noting: “My thank£ to Mr. Moss for much 
\ .iluable information. A ship of war will be sent 
to Eentinck Arm in course of the season and a 
magistrate will be appointed when necessary,” 
his secretary, j\. G. Young, informing Moss 
of the governor’s decision. 

Within months. Moss had problems of his 
own. it being reported in February of the follow¬ 
ing year that hf£ schooner, the Rose Newman, 
had been wrecked in Qiieen Charlotte Sound dur¬ 
ing a snowstorm. 

According to the first reports. Moss. Capt. 
Walter and crew had evacuated without injury', 
hut the schooner'and her cargo were a total loss. 
The next day, it was learned that the Newman 
fully loaded, had been heading for Bentinck Arm 
when the storm carried away her mainsail and 
drove her onto the rocks where she soon broke 
up."Fortunately, 5500 Worth of cargo had been sal- 
ed. 

When next Moss was in the news, it was 
again as the bearer of grim tidings, he having in¬ 
formed the Colonist, upon his arrival from New 
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MORRIS MOSS 

. . . pioneer fur trader, customs officer and 
adventurer. 


Westminster, of the murder of a party of whites 
by Chilcotin Indians This was the tragedy of the 
famous Chilcotin uprising which threw all of B.C. 
into a panic at the thought of a full-scale Indian 
rebellion, the government dispatching men, muni¬ 
tions and warships to Bentinck Arm. 

As an agent for the government, Moss’ role 
in the affair is confusing at least, one Alfred 
Waddington, whose survey party had been mur¬ 
dered, bitterly criticizing Moss, months after, 
for having permitted one of the alleged Indian 
ringleaders to go free after meeting him on the 
trail. After outlining the events leading up to the 
tragedy, and naming a chieftain called Anaghim 
as one of the conspirators, Waddington termed 
the tragedy “the foulest massacre that jhas 
stained the annals of British North America for 
many yeajrs.” 

But it, was for Morris Moss that Waddington 
reserved his anger, charging that, when oni of 
the parly made to arrest Anaghim, Moss ordered 
the Chilcotin released, and “afte^ some parley¬ 
ing Anaghita promised to bring back eight of the 
horses taken from Macdonald’s party, provided 
Mr. Moss would cultus potlatch (making a hand¬ 
some present) and guarantee that he would give 
him a paper for Mr. Brow (colonial police chief 
Chartres Brew) to let him go ‘scot free:’ All of 
which Mr. Moss promised and fulfilled. 

A week after, protested Waddington. Anagh¬ 
im showed his letter from Moss and traded four 
stolen horses for powder, clothing and’ whisky, 
and promising to "try to catch a part of the 
remaining murderers in the course of next year.” 

Worse, Waddington implied that Moss was 
not only profiteering, by demanding cash in ad¬ 
vance for provisions supplied members of the 
police expedition, but that the trader was barter¬ 
ing privately with the Indians for materials stolen 
during the uprising. He also alluded to a store of 
flour and pork, owned by the government, which 
had vanished while under Moss’ care. 

Waddington had then waxed indignant over 


ihe laxity of the government in pacifying the 
mainland Indians, therqby endangering construc¬ 
tion of his highway. 

Upon reading Waddington’s charges, Moss 
yvas quick to reply, writing the Colonist that the 
engineer’s letter “contains so many false state¬ 
ments, chiefly in relation to myself, that I trust 
jyou will permit me to contradict them in your 
columns. 

“Mr. Waddington gives an account of my 
meeting Anaghim some 10 miles east of the Slide, 

; and my there making a bargain with him and 
I giving him a ‘paper,’ allowing him to go ‘scot 
free.’ provided he would bring in the horses. The 
first and only time I saw Anaghim this year was 
at Stewi, which is some 20 miles west of the Slide. 
He came accompanied by 17 Indians, all well 
armed. He brought the horses at the same tame. 
No one attempted to arrest him, as Mr. Wadding¬ 
ton states, and considering his party numbered 
three to our one, it would have been rather a haz¬ 
ardous undertaking." 

The paper to which Waddington referred, he 
said, had been no more than an introduction for 
Anaghim to present to Brew. and he denied hav¬ 
ing traded stolen horses with Anaghim, and de¬ 
nied "in toto the insinuation regarding both my 
trading and storing goods.” He said that he had 
given the government a "written detailed account 
of all my proceeding.'' and proffered a receipt, 
for two barrels of flour, 330 pounds of salt pork 
and 250 pounds of beans, which was signed by Lt.- 
4mdr. Varney. 

Stating that Waddington had refused to name 
his informants. Moss proceeded to defend Anagh¬ 
im. noting that he was only suspected of having 
been involved in the slayings, that “four white 
men residing at* Bentinck Arm can swear" that 
the chieftain was at the settlement at the time of 
the murders. 

But Waddington was not satisfied, scorning 
much of Moss’ rebuttal, and stating that his in¬ 
telligence had been provided by “four reliable 
>arties. of whom more than one (is an) eyewit- 
less. and that I consider their testimony as quite 
?qual to that of Mr. Mdss.” 

He then attacked Moss’ defence point by 
joint, conceding only that he could" have been 
nLstaken in the number of men he had stated as 
accompanying Anaghim at the meeting with 
Moss. He reiterated that the Indians had been 
given whisky, and sneered at Moss’ receipt for 
the controversial supplies, “terming two barrels 
of flour, some pork and beans ... a very small 
part of some 10 tons of goods." Two of Moss’ 
own men. he charged, had threatened to expose 
Moss for having misappropriated the provisions. 

As for Moss' defence of Anaghim, Wadding¬ 
ton argqpd that the possession of goods stolen 
front murdered whites was ample proof of the 
chieftain’s complicity, that he was an “abettor of 
murderers, this highway robber, who had 12 
horses and seven horseloads otf spoil for his 
share.” that Moss should have arrested him. hav¬ 
ing had the opportunity to do so not once but 
twice. 

For all of Waddington's accusations, the co¬ 
il -nv seems to have had the highest confidence In 
[Moss, repaying him. two months after, the 5380 
be had expended in recovering the stolen horses. 
Earlier, Chartres Brew had written the colonial 
secretary on Moss’ behalf, stating that Moss 
could not afford to lose the money involved. 

“He was of great service to us on the expedi¬ 
tion as your Excellency is well aware, and I 
should be sorry if he came out of the business so 
large a loser which I know he can barely afford. I 
would therefore ask your Excellency’s permission 
to return to him the 5380 which he paid for the 
horses. It may set him on his legs though he will 
still be out of pocket and the sum will only be a 
drop in the bucket of (colonial) expenses. It is

quite certain that if Mr. Moss had not gone for 
the horses they would be by this time food for the 
wolves as it was seven of them up to this time 

are dead. 

“I trust your Excellency will pardon me for 
making this suggestion but I am encouraged to do 
so from feeling that your Excellency is generous¬ 
ly disposed towards all concerned in the cam¬ 
paign and would not willingly let anyone be a 
sufferer by it." 

In due course, the secretary endorsed Brew's 
request for the rebate and remarked that “Mr. 
^Ioss behaved uncommonly well." 

In the meantime. Moss had no sooner become 
disentangled from the Chilcotin uprising than 
headlines announced the brutal murder of Bella 
Coola customs officer Jack Ogilvie, and outlined 
the active role Moss played in this latest tragedy. 

The night before, the HBC steamer Labou- 
chere had arrived from the north with a large 
passenger list and cargo. Capt. Lewis also 
brought intelligence of “the pielancholy death of 
Mr. Ogilvie," reporting ihat. two months before, 
a renegade named Antoine Lucanage had landed 
at Bella Coola with three kegs of liquor in his 
canoe. As Lucanage lacked a permit, Ogilvie 
seized both Lucanage and liquor, placing the 
former aboard ihe steamer Nanaimo Packet, to 
be taken to New Westminster for trial. 

But Lucanage escaped from the Packet and 
flagged down the northbound schooner Langley, 
which obligingly dropped him off — at Bella 
Coola -- where the fugitive announced it as being 
his intention to head for Cariboo. Ogilvie thought 
otherwise: that the bootlegger was merely hiding 
in the. woods until the schooner’s southbound trip, 
when he planned to sneak back aboard. 

On April 11. the Langley headed down Een- 
tinck Arm against a stiff headwind. Four hours 
after. Ogilvie. Moss, a man named Smith, and 
four Indians, paddled in pursuit, overtaking the 
laboring vessel laie that night. Hailing her 
master, that officer assured them ihat Lucanage 
was not aqoard, that he had not seen him since 
the felon loft ihe schooner at Bella Coola on the 
northbound run. 

Accepting his word, the posse also accepted 
his'invitation to go below h r dinner. Once they 
were aboard, he offered to'go forward to light a 
fire for tea. Ogilvie volunteering to assist. The 
captain -was just firing the stove. Ogilvie sitting 
alongside, when I.uranage. who had hidden him¬ 
self in a fo’cMe locker, tired point-blank at the 
unsuspecling customs officer. 

Hearing the sh t. M* » and Smith, who had 
remained in ihe main cabin, rushed topside, 
where they met the mortally wounded Ogilvie. 
who told him that Lucanage had shot him. then 
collapsed on deck, where he asked for a drink of 
water. 

By this time, the captain, according to The 
report, charged «»n deck in a fearful stale of ex¬ 
citement. and did net appear to know what he 
was doing. Mr. Moss .iskod him for a lantern to 
go down and seize Antoine, but he said there was 
none on board. He was then told to put the schoo¬ 
ner about and run her back to Bella Coola. but 
not doing so at once. Mr. Moss went aft for that 
purpose, leaving Mr Smith to aitend to Mr. Ogil¬ 
vie.” 

No sooner had Moss headed aft than Lucan- 
«ge rushed on deck ami taking Smith by sur¬ 
prise, stabbed him twice, then turned upon the 
dying Ogilvie. That officer. I with his remaining 
strength, managed to wrest the gun from Lucan- 
age's hand, at which his attacker hastened down 
the companionway. Ogilvie speeding his retreat 
with two shots. % 

Astern, Moss had heard ihe latest commotion 
and, seeing Lucanage, raised his own gun to fire 
when the arching 'boom krtooked him over the 
side, where he was rescued by the Indians who. 
had abandoned ship :t their canoe at the first' 
shot. 

Back aboard the schooner, ihe captain and 
his mate assisted the wounded men lie low, ignor¬ 
ing Lucanage. who seized the opportunity t-/ es¬ 
cape in the ship’s boat. Rushing topside, the 
master fired four times, hut missed, ihen shouted 
to Moss, who was in the fleeing canoe and to< far 
off to hear him. 

The next day. Moss returned with reinforce¬ 
ments. Ogilvie breathing his last an hour later. 
His body was then rtuurned to Bella Coola hv 
canoe, to await shipment to Victoria where Ogil¬ 
vie had asked to he interred. 

Lucanage. meanwhile, hail vanished. But 
Moss had more pressing problems of his own. 
having to escort two Indian prisoners to New 
Westminster. Two weeks after, he was appointed 
customs officer in Ogilyie's place. 

Upon receiving the appointment by* Gov. Fre¬ 
derick Seymour at Victoria. Moss headed north¬ 
ward by canoe, carrying two silver-mounted 
staffs to be presented to th neighboring chiefs

I'll never forget the morning I climbed out of my 
swaying hammock as the Canadian navy ship I served 
on pounded through rough waters enroute to Alaska in 
the early days of the Second World War. 


Revisits Alaska 


Stomach heaving, , my face a 
vivid pea-green, I staggered up to 
the top deck and there was the roll¬ 
ing Pacific bucking and tossing our 
corvette all oyer the vast ocean. 

Seizing the railing in a death 
grip, I thought: "What in blue 
blazes is a young, prairie boy doing 
in the middle of this watery piece of 
geography with nothing to look for¬ 
ward to but a large mop and a deck 
to swab?" 

If ever a lad from Regina — 
whose closest contact with water be¬ 
fore enlisting in the navy was the 
kitchen tap — wanted to jump over¬ 
board, it was me. Pitched about like 
a cork in a fast^rushing stream, I 
decided the ship'was about to sink. 
And, frankly, at the time I wish it 
had. 

The rough water lasted for days 
and I didn’t think it would ever calm 
down — but finally it did and we 
made it to port. 

It seemed to me that every time 
I put to sea with the navy our cap¬ 
tain headed his ship for the most 
storm-tossed waters in the world. It 
also occurred to me that every cap¬ 
tain I sailed under was named Wil- 
liajn Bligh and the name of his ship 
Tne Bounty. 

During nine years in the navy I 
sailed into many foreign ports — 
Belfast, Portsmouth, Havana, the 
Panama Canal and good old Alaska. 
Veteran salts aboard told me many 
fellows from the prairies sufffered 
from chronic seasickness, although 
the RCN seemed to be full of sea¬ 
men from Saskatchewan and Mani¬ 
toba. 

For a guy like me, the navy 
seemed the last place in the world Id 
spend the war years. I knew then I 
would never get used to it, and I 
don’t think I ever did. 

For 10 years after my discharge 
my only contact with water was in a 
glass _ until I covered the first 
Nanaimo-to-Vancouver bathtub 
race. I felt seasick five minutes 
after looking at the boats in Nanai¬ 
mo harbor. 

I vowed after the war I would 
revisit Alaska once more — on my 
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own terms. And I did. In late 
August, my wife, Hazel, and I 
boarded one of the world’s truly 
great cruise ships at Vancouver, the 
magnificent, white TSS Fairsea. 

There were 27 stopovers in Vic¬ 
toria this past summer by five dif¬ 
ferent shipping lines whose cruise 
vessels were headed for Alaskan 
waters. The ships were the Fairsea, 
the Spirit of London, the Island 
Princess, the Italia and the Maripo¬ 
sa. 

All were sleek, sea beauties, but 
the one that caught my eye was the 
Fairsea. It was to be our floating 
home for JL4 days — all 25,000 tons of 
her, carrying more than 800 passen¬ 
gers served by a highly-attentive 
and friendly crew of Italians. She 
was skippered by veteran captain 
GUisqppe Mortola, who first went to 
sea at the age of 14, and later joined 
the Itajian navy at the beginning of 
the war, serving as an officer 
aboard cruisers and who was award¬ 
ed the War Cross for Military Valor.

Capt. Mortola met my wife and I 
as we walked up the gangplank at 
Vancouver late on a drizzly Monday 
night. He promised us a smooth trip 
and assured me I could throw my 
seasick pUls overboard before we 
left the harbor. 

He was as good as his word. The 
cruise was like floating on a lake. 
Thanks to a set of Denny Brown sta¬ 
bilizers which counteract rough 
water by imposing on the hull a 
rolling movement opposite and 
equal to that in which the ship is 
being rolled by the action of waves. 

A fin on each side of the ship ex¬ 
tends from the hull. The forw ard ve¬ 
locity causes the water to exert an 
upward force on the starboard fin 
and a downward force on the port 
fin. The system is automatically 
controlled with hydraulic pumps by 
two gyros. 

I don’t know too much about the 
technical aspects of stabilizers ex¬ 
cept that they certainly work — and 
I wish the wartime navy had in¬ 
stalled them on the ships I sailed on.

Capt. Mortola was a mine of in¬ 
formation about his beautiful ship. 
He told me about the Fairsea’s 27 
air-conditioning units which served 
the 467 first-class staterooms, plus 
six pubs, three night clubs, games 
rooms, cinema, shopping malls and 
other facilities. And, in addition to 
these, w r ere three swimming pools. 

The best description of our living 
quarters on the Fairsea was given 
by Chief Purser Benito Sorrentino: 
"The size of one’s stateroom should 
compare favorably with the 
vastness of the sea." It certainly 
did. 

Sitmar, the owners of the Fairsea 
and her sister ship the Fairwind, 
has its head office in Monte Carlo 
and spent $56,000,000 on the two 
ships — top European crafts¬ 
manship that provides cruise pas¬ 
sengers with the best of luxury 
afloat. 

Each ship was designed to carry 
1,700 passengers. But the company 
vowed not to book more than 850 per 
cruise, giving everyone lots of el¬ 
bow-room. 

Friendly, efficient cruise director 
Alan Burton and his assistants, from 
England, provided the passengers 
with a wealth of activities around 
the clock: golf instruction, table 
tennis, skeet shooting and other 
pastimes for the men; fashion 
shoes, flower arranging and similar 
programs for the ladies. And there 
are duty-free shops in abundance to 
brows)? through. 

A passenger needed physical ac¬ 
tivity as the meals were magnifi¬ 
cent. And even if one felt a hunger 
pang during the night it only took a 
buzz to the room steward to find 
sandwiches and fresh fruit on their 
way to the stateroom. 

Capt. Mortola told me his master 
chef presides over a galley staffed 
by 54 cooks . . . two of whom dedi¬ 
cate their culinary skills to prepar¬ 
ing fish dishes; four whose sole con¬ 
cern is blending fine soups; eight 
who labor to produce silken pastries 
and three who throw caution to the 
wind and delve into the sweet mys¬ 
teries of the potato. 

Each chef is a specialist. A typi¬ 
cal Alaska dinner menu Included

tel’s good name more than poor cui¬ 
sine.” 

The Lounger took a street 6ar 
ride, and did not like the xperience: 

"I was on a Spring Ridge car and 
aboard were many young ladies 
going up to the George Jay School. 
The car was very crowded, and the 
chatter was piercing. 

“I had had a lot of walking to do. 
with more in front of me, and I was 
honestly tired. 

"I certainly did not want to have 
to give up my seat. 

"Somewhere along Pandora, an¬ 
other contingent of feminity boarded 
the car, with endless chatter. 

"There were seats for all save 
one; she was fair, fat and about 
eighteen.

imoked salmon, chicken consomme, 
fresh sturgeon steak, Imperial 
lobster bisque, anchovies in butter, 
Vichy carrots . . . menus fit for 
royalty. 

The Fairsea makes its first stop 
in Ketchikan, two days out of Van¬ 
couver . . . then on to Juneau and 
Sitka, with plenty of time at each 
port of call for a leisurely round of 
sightseeing. 

The scenery, of course, is breath¬ 
taking — vast glaciers shimmering 
in the sun and heavily-wooded 
forests along the smooth Inner 
Passage. 

Most of the passengers are from 
the United States — and the majori¬ 
ty of these w ere looking at their 49th 


state for the first time. One lady 
slotted a huge glacier and com¬ 
mented tartly that it was “dirty." 

Turning to me at the rail, she 
said: “I’m very disappointed. Why, 
these glaciers are among our na¬ 
tional monuments. They should 
dean them off with hoses!” 

I thought she was putting me on. 
But that’s the way it struck her. You 
don't find too many glaciers in 
Iowa, I guess. Once, a massive 
chunk of ice split off from one of 
these glaciers and struck the sea 
with a crash like thunder. 

The various ports of call certain¬ 
ly put out the red carpet for us. 
Vancouver gave us a watery "bon 
voyage” from its fireboat. We went

ashore at the Alaska ports by tender 
where we were met by friendly 
townsfolk and sightseeing buses. On 
our return, our first Canadian port 
was Campbell River. Young girls 
met the ship and each passenger 
was presented with a clam shell 
decorated with a small pearl in the 
centre. A lively band composed of I 
old age pensioners serenaded us as 
we arrived and left, and colorful 
streamers were set out from the 
ship and held by those on shore as 
we pulled away to the sounds of 
Auld Lang Synej 

Victoria greeted us with a Scots 
bagpiper, a services band, cannons, 
and the women received rose buds 
from a cheerful group of smiling 
lassies. 

My wife and I left the Fairsea at 
Victoria — the ship continued on to 
San Francisco. In the winter it 
cruises to Mexico and Central 
America from Los Angeles. 

I shall never forget these 14 days 
of luxury-living . . . the huge gla¬ 
ciers that seem so ( lose one can 
almost reach out to touch them . . . 
the water on which there was hardly 
a ripple ... a pod of whales slowly 


swimming by, or the lonely seal 
clinging to a large chunk of ice that 
had broken off a glacier, and the 
friendliness of Capt. Mortola and his 
entire crew aboard the Fairsea. 

What a contrast to the last time 1 
sailed to Alaska with the navy. Was 
it really more than 30 years ago? I 
remember being ordered to the cap¬ 
tain’s quarters aboard the corvette. 
In those days a command from the 
skipper spelled out “Doomsville” for 
me. 

I was asked to the bridge by 
Capt. Mortola one day — and all 4' 
can say is things certainly have 
changed in the past thfee decades. 

"Would you and your wife join 
me for cocktails and dinner?” asked 
Capt. Mortola. "How are you enjoy¬ 
ing the cruise?” 

“It's just terrific,” I replied. 

But what I really wanted to say 
was this: 

"You know, Capt. Mortola, back 
in the early dajys of the Second 
World War I think I joined the 
wrong navy. At least that’s the way 
it looks to me how after spending 
two weeks with you aboard the Fair¬ 
sea on me 'dream cruise of. a life¬ 
time’.” 
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ASTOMSHISC BOOK BY AS EXTRAORDISARY MAS 


Joey Relives It All in Self-Revealing Memoirs

■i Five years ago, almost to the day, I reviewed in this 
space Smallwood: The Unlikely Revolutionary, by jour¬ 
nalist Richard Gwyn. I have just re-read my laudatory 
review of that book, which impressed me more than any 
Canadian political biography had done. Nothing has 
appeared since 1968 to cause me to alter my glowing 
appreciation"of Gwyn's work. 


ivhiist never losing his objec- 
icy, Gwyn told the complex Small- 
wood story in a racy style, from 
Joey's humble beginnings in the out- 
for: village—ofc - Gambo to his 
successful battlf to bring New¬ 
foundland into Confederation. 

When it cam(f to character de- 
fecti, Gwyn didn't mince his words. 
"Like most popiflists, who love the 
mass rather than the individual," he 
wrote, “it was always in Small- 
wood’s nature to become a dicta¬ 
tor." He labelled him arrogant, 
hedonistic and self-loving and said 
h.3 power was absolute and that he 
_ tolerated no private relationship ex- 
' ,ept sycophancy. 

Despite his ability to see through 
Smallwood, Gwyn was lavish in 
praise for the man’s solid achieve¬ 
ments and, on balance. Smallwood 
emerged from this no-holds-barred 
biography with flying colors, an au¬ 
tocrat, “a Harry Truman with 
stylewho single-handedly rescued 
Newfoundland from 400 years of 
penury and in 19 exciting years as 
premier gave his people "benefits 
the rest of North America takes for 
granted.*’ 

Gwyn ended his book with this 
vepdict: "He (Smallwood* was no 
loftier the indispensable man. To

have created a society that no 
longer needed him was Smallwood s 
greatest achievement, and his last 
hurrah.” 

Gwyn was right. Backward New¬ 
foundland became a dynamic soci¬ 
ety and its creator became expend¬ 
able. In 1971, a resurgent Conserva- 
tive party toppled him from power 
anjl, like his fellow _autocrati; 
‘ bookend," \V. A. C. Bennett, he 
couldn't face being in opposition and 
retired. 

Now, the one thing Gwyn failed 
to anticipate has happened: in i 
book exactly twice as lengthy as 
Gwyn’s, Joey Smallwood tells his 
story all over again in his memoirs!, 
1 Chose Canada. 

The title accurately emphasizes 
Joey’s major achievement and 
equally accurately reflects his chief 
failing, namely that the word mod¬ 
esty isn't in his vocabulary.

admirable. He was a dictator, a 
man who treated his subordinates 
with disdain and his enemies with 
venom, yet he was a political genius 
and he understood Newfoundlanders 
like no one else before or since. 

In telling his own story, in detail, 
and patently slanted, he reveals 
himself as a superb huckster, a sort 
of Bobby Riggs of politics, yet at the 
same time a man who could hold his 
own with statesmen like Churchill, 
bankers like the Rothschilds, the 
world's leading industrialists, and 
slippery types like Richard Nixon. 

I confess to starting this book 
with a marked aversion to Small¬ 
wood, simply because I have an 
aversion to all people who claw their 
way to the top ruthlessly, without 
compassion. , 

But, slowly, inexorably, he won 
me over with his devilish charm. 
You can’t dislike a man who flings 
himself into the fray with the fiend¬ 
ish delight of a naughty boy and 
gleefully relishes the discomfort of 
opposing political blockheads, party 
hacks totally devoid of vision. 

And however much you may dis¬ 
approve of his tactics, economic mo¬ 
rality, and his questionable dicta¬ 
torial manner of operation, there is 
no gainsaying his* solid achieve¬ 
ments: Confederation, the Churchill 
Falls development. Memorial Uni¬ 
versity. the foiling of plans of the In¬ 
ternational Woodworkers of America 
union to move into Newfoundland. 

For these, and many other major 
achievements, in which Smallwood 
displayed great [>olitical acumen, 
and no little courage. New¬ 
foundlanders could forgive much. 
And why not indeed? 

Joey tells of these achievements 
at great length anl with character¬ 
istic enthusiasm, an enthusiasm 
which is so contagious that one can 
almost overlook the excessive detail 
and irritating smugness. Almost, but 
not quite. 

Joey Smallwood has always been 


blessed with good health (he says he 
has never suffered even a headache) 
and this one fact has given him an 
advantage in life which is priceless 
and never appreciated by those so 
blessed. 

A by-product of this, in Small¬ 
wood's vase, is not only the energv 
he continue' to display in travelling 
the world, looking at everything 
with the avidity of a H. V. Morton, 
but also in the inclusion in his mem¬ 
oirs of astonishing lists. 

Apart from a new interest in 
genealogy (invented vanity* which is 
given inordinate space, he lists the 
21 declarer and undeclared wars. 
13 revolutions and all other notable 
events in the vear 1900 the year he 
was born. 

He then lists names of contem¬ 
poraries who subsequently became 
famous. Elsewhere he lists all his 
blood relations and then devotes 
pages to a list of relatives who have 
made good. 

He also lists < four pages of them) 

• the companies he approached in an 
effort to get them established in 
Newfoundland. 

Most extraordinary of all. he lists 
all the celebrities he has met, min¬ 
gling film stars, playboys (like Aly 
Khan* and sj>ortsmen with royalty, 
famous statesmen and outstanding 
generals. 

Some of the names are as¬ 
tonishing. He groups Polly Moran 
and Marie Dressier with Chou En-lai 
and Churchill. Rene Levesque and 
Count Ilya Tolstoy (really!) with De 
Valera and Kosygin, Billy Graham 
and Arthur Fiedler with Nehru, 
Brandt, and Bertrand Russell. 

Without wishing to detract from 
Smallwood's great achievements, or 
from the mass of interesting materi¬ 
al in this book, one cannot help feel¬ 
ing that these lists, which surely are 
a desf*erate desire for reflective 
glory, tell us that, despite the strong 
public image, humble origins pro¬ 
duced continuing insecurity, as was 
the case with Ramsay MacDonald. 

That Joey Smallwood should 
have unconsciously revealed this 
chink in his armor means that he 
has always been vulnerable and that 
he was forced to erect a shell 
around himself as a shield against 
slings and arrows. 

This weakness explains much 
about the public Smallwood. Behind 
the brashness of the smart, oppor¬ 
tunist politician is a man with 
understandable human frailties, and 
these are strangely endearing. 

With these thoughts in mind the 
Smallwood memoirs can be read 
and enjoyed in a totally different 
light. Here is a man who had to 
prove himself again and again and 
who. in that painful process, bet¬ 
tered the lives of hundeds of thou¬ 
sands of his fellow men. 

I thought this book was unnecess- 
sary. but I now realize that Richard 
(Ivvyn, in his biography, showed us 
only die political animal whereas 
Joey's memoirs reveal the human 
being.

the group singing at the 9:00 a.m. service In 
Westminster Abbey, London. Here they met with 
some of the boys of the famous Westminster 
Abbey Choir School, and were happy to discover 
that these boys obviously enjoyed their singing. 

From London they moved to Llangollen, 
where they spent a week taking part in the Eis¬ 
teddfod. This they felt to be the highlight of the 
entire trip s'ince, though the Eisteddfod is not ex¬ 
actly competitive as such, at the end of each con¬ 
cert only those considered by the judges to war¬ 
rant it are invited back to take part in the next 
concert. Among the events at which the choir 
sang were folk songs, ladies’ choir and youth con¬ 
cert. 

At the end of each of these events word was 
passed to the group from Victoria that their work 
was so pleasing they were being asked to sing 
again in the next concert. This was high honor 
indeed, especially when one takes into account 
that no fewer than 38 countries participated is the 
Eisteddfod this year. 

They were finally invited to do a program of 
Canadian music and song and had the great 
pleasure of knowing that in doing this, they had 
been selected Is Canada’s sole representatives. It 
was a heady week, and it is really no wonder at 
all that the girls seem to have developed a very 
definite love of Wales as a result. 

In talking to the girls, I found that overwhelm¬ 
ingly they had fallen in love with Wales. One 
month packed full of concerts does not allow 
much time for sightseeing, yet they managed to 
enjoy every minute. 

Fourteen-year-old Maureen Leach told me that 
she especially loved the greenness of England, 
and she loved the friendly people. Everywhere 
they visited, the girls were billeted with families, 
and Maureen remembers with affection the fa¬ 
mily with whom she stayed. There were five 
children in that family and three of diem — all 
girls, — were triplets. “Just imagine," she mar¬ 
vels, “five children already and yet they made 
room for me. The triplets were my age and we 
had great fun.” 

Maureen was one of those who developed a 
soft spot in her heart for London, but like the 
others, she also loved Wales. Leslie Paynter loved 
the uncrowded feeling and the sense of open 
space, and she couldn’t get over the very warm 
welcome the group met everywhere they went. 
Laurie Dreen, the youngest member of the party, 
confides that she really loved the cathedrals, but 
again Wales took first place in her affections, 
while Wendy Stoffer, much better known as a 
pianist than a singer, was happy at the way, as 
the tour progressed, the members of the choir re¬ 
ally got to know and understand each other. 

From Llangollen, they moved on to Rhondda, 
where they sang with the famous male voice 
chior of that place. Before they left Wales they 
also sang at Aberfan, the little town which be¬ 
came known to the world at the time of the slide 
which took so many of its young lives. At the 
end of the Welsh tour, the choir moved up to 
Scotland where they sang at Dunbar, Dunnon and 
Ayr — again with great success. 

A change of pace came for them when they 
left Scotland and journeyed down to Ottery-St.- 
Mary in Devonshire where they sang in Gladys 
Pearcy’s old Parish Church. 

' From Devon they went to Brighton, Sussex, 
and this was again a great honor for them be¬ 
cause for the second time they were invited to 
sing with tfic International Youth Orchestra. Once 
again, it is very likely that the Choir from Vic¬ 
toria, with their attractive uniform of white 
dresses with red shoes and red sash on which is 
printed the words — Victoria Conservatory of 
Music, made a very real stir. 

However, the girls of the Conservatory Choir 
have much more than pretty uniforms to offer, 

I had the good fortune to sit in on a rehearsal 
and it was obvious that there were some very 
good voices in the group. They have a program 
lasting for about an hour and a half, and during 
that time they sing not only in English, but in 
German, French, Italian and Latin as well. To 
hear them singing the Jubilati Deos in Latin is 
a profoundly moving experience. 

One of the things w’hich is most striking about 
this group is not only the beautiful voices, but 
their very excellent diction. Every word comes 
out clearly and with good attack. They are a joy 
to listen to, and it is quite obvious that in their 
director, Gladys Pearcy, they have a dedicated 
artiste whose own deep feeling communicates it¬ 
self to her students. Fresh-faced and obviously 
enjoying their own music, it is little wonder that 
this group from our own city should be chosen 
sole representatives of Canada in song.

advantage of having been educated at the London 
University, which he left in 1862 to come to this 
province. Having a liberal sum of cash on arrival 
he fitted out a small craft with a large quantity ctf 
merchandise to trade on the west coast ... but 
was wrecked on some island north of Vancouver 
Island and lost everything. Returning to Victoria 
about the time of the trouble with the Indians at 
Bute Inlet, he was requested to go on board of a 
man-of-war to act as a go-between among the In¬ 
dians. He proved himself most successful in this 
capacity. 

“Ultimately he went to Cassiar and es¬ 
tablished a business, where he remained for sev¬ 
eral years. On leaving that part of the country he 
engaged in business, principally in the fur trade 
in this city, being agent for Liebes and Co., of 
San Francisco. 

“Mr. Moss was a most speculative man and 
invested large sums of money in both mining and 
sealing, with varied success. He left for Colorado 
a few years ago, was a past grand master of Van¬ 
couver and Quadra Lodge AF and AM." 

Today, Moss Passage, between Lady Douglas 
and Dowager Islands, and Moss Street, in Vic¬ 
toria, honor the memory of this remarkable 
pioneer.

Wendy and her mother, Majrgerv Herbert, 
who makes and dresses the most delightful apple 
dolls, both belong to the Victoria Dollology Club 
In which there are about 17 members| 

Wendy Gibbs has to really like a doll before 
she will buy it and she has never yet sold one of 
her collection. She is not at all interested In mak¬ 
ing money out of it. shetsimplv loves dolls. 

In a glass case she keeps her antique dolls, 
and by antique, she 6ays. they are usually 60 
y*ars old or more. 

The most precimis in her collection is a 
French doll named 'Edith and she is very proba¬ 
bly a Jumeau, a name which will be of great in- 
t?rest to collectors. The Jumeau people made 
bisque dolls with particularly beautiful faces. 

Edith has honey blond human hair and is a 
very early specimen of a talking doll. Frorti her 
waUt hang two cords which are pulled to make 
her speak. Edith is almost 100 years old and her 
dress 19 of pure silk with insertions of hand-made 
lace and her tiny ear* are pierced for rings. 

Two merhbers of the! great doll manufac¬ 
turers of France. Jumeau and Bru, intermarried 
around the turn of the century and they formed a 
doll manufacturing company called the Societe 
Francaise de Fabrication de Eebes. S.F.B..T. for 
short, and Wendy has] one of their dplls which is 
named Pandora. 

Some of her dolls shq bought. some were 
given to her and others came to her in various 
odd ways. 

Edith was given t • her by an Aunt Edith 
when she was visiting in Ehgland 12 years ago 
and she was her first bisque doll. 

Pandora and Margaret, a German doll, were 
found In an attic trunk. 

Wendy and her husband. Dennis, were 
searching in his grandmother's house for a First 
World War doll which Mrs. Gibbs Sr., had given 
to Wendy before she died at the age of 91. The 
doll had originally been dressed as a soldier 
is dated 1915. They found him but also discovered 
two. beautiful antique dolls which undoubtedly 
would have been discarded as rubbish. Margaret, 
made by Armajirt Marseille, is now a treasured 
possession. 

Another preci<H>> doll is one believed to have 
been dressed by Queen Victoria who dearly loved 
dressing dolls. I Made! of wax, she is about 10 
inches high and represents one of Victoria's 
bridesmaids and her dress f.f gossamer silk and 
fine lace is as frail as a cobweb. She is the first 
antique doll that Wendy purchased. 

A more recent acquisition is a very lovely 
d6U named Lucille, made by the J. D. Kestner 
Co. of Germany. This company was founded by 
Johannes Daniel Kestner, son of a butcher who 
siioplied meat for the Napoleonic armies before 
1802. 

Lucille has a kid body, bisque head arid hands 
and beautiful human hair of a bronze shade. 
Wendy thinks she was probably made by the son 
o*. the original founder as she wears the trade¬ 
mark of a crown and streamers which was regis¬ 
tered in 1896.

One of them 
came from England, another from Scotland, and 
both are wearing the original clothes, long gow ns 
of fine white cotton handsomely tucked and em¬ 
broidered years ago by loving hands. 

Few people realize that dolls are made of so 
many odd materials.The oldest known doll used 
by Greek children was a clay rattle shaped like a 
woman and for hundreds of years they were 


made of wax. bisque and china. They are made of 
rubber, cotton, canvas, felt, rayon and paper. 
Wendy has apple dolls such as were associated 
with the early American Indians, and she has one 
made of banana leaves with a nutmeg head, from 
Bermuda. 

She has a doll whose body is a bottle of a t> P* 
no longer obtainable. 

Two small painted dolls made of stones come 
from Japan as do those of papier mache. 

On a shelf against an old brick wall is 4 
delightful Bavarian beer-drinking chap in a 
costume and he was featured in National Geo¬ 
graphic magazine in 1959. 

A very special Eskimo doll has a soapstone 
head, a parka trimmed with muskox fur, elk ani 
mooseskin boots, hand-sewn with sealskin tops 

Another very old treasure is a Dutch *doll 
made entirely <>f wood. 

Character, or premium dolls, are those which 
were given away with coupons by firms such as 
Campbell's Soups and known as Campbell's Kids. 
Susie Sunshine came from a cornflakes cotnpanv 
and, more recently, there was a Jolly Green 
Giant doll. Ronald McDonald was offered by 
McDonald's Burgers a short, time ago and is al¬ 
ready a collectors item. Wendy has also a Jolly 
Miller doll put out by Miller Flour. 

Under the category of character dolls she 
possesses a Shirley Temple, a Carmen Miranda, 
Barbara-Ann Scott and numerous others. 

The celluloid kewpies, once so popular for 
sideshow prizes and well beloved by children are 
also in her collection. 

She has national costume dolls from every 
country in the world, dancers from Spain, a 
bricklayer from Mexico, a gorgeously attired Sia¬ 
mese dancer with a jewelled mask, a pirate 
complete with peg leg and eye-patch. Particularly 
interesting are her tiny bead dolls, beautifully 
made, from Czechoslovakia. 

Some time ago she bought a rather dilapi¬ 
dated composition doll, obviously dressed by a 
small child. This had once been a talking doll and 
inside her head where the voice box had been 
were crumpled pieces of an old Toronto news¬ 
paper. undated, except for a tiny copyright date, 
1923,'on a golfing cartoon by J. H. Striebel, which 
places this doll in the half century period. 

Wendy is also much interested in obtaining 
doll 'buggies, old materials, and doll or baby 
clothes, to add to her collection. 

She and her husband. Dennis, have recently 
completed building a delightful house on Tsay- 
kum Road in North Saanich which they share 
with their eight-year-old daughter, Leasa. 

I^easa also has her own collection of cos¬ 
tume dolls and Wendy’s advice to young or new 
collectors is to buy character dolls or handmade 
nationally costumed dolls as she feels that hand 
w ork is rapidly becoming a thing of the past. 

Her ambition is to someday have a doll mu¬ 
seum and in the future Dennis intends to make a 
room on the lower floor where she can properly 
display her fascinating collection. 

A doll, jt is said, is a small image of a 
human being, and Wendy Gibbs herself, with her 
lovely blonde hair and green eyes might very 
well fall into the category of “living doll."

Cream the softened cream cheese until smooth. 
Gradually beat in one cup of the sugar. Beat until 
light and fluffy. Beat in the beaten egg yolks 
pumpkin, salt, spices, vanilla and the dissolved 
gelatine. Beat the egg whites until frothy, then 
gradually beat in the remaining quarter cup 
sugar. Beat until meringue is nice and stiff. Whip 
the cream until softly stiff. Fold the egg white 
meringue and the whipped cream into the pump¬ 
kin mixture. Pour the mixture into crumb-lined 
pan and sprinkle with the half cup of reserved 
crumbs. 

Chill until firm. Garnish with whipped cream 
Makes about 12 servings.
